The date shows when this volume was taken. 
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would hine a Bufficieat number for that purpose, at the alloTvanee of 
two tons for each person with their sick. And as proper embarkment 
for Jlr. McKeen'.s people would be at Haverhill, he desired that sis soon 
as they should be' ready for embarkation, which is to be at the Ist May,, 
he might hire a sufficient quantity Oif tonnagie at the same allowance at 
Havierhill, giving ordieps to all the transports to proceed to Horton in 
the Basin oif Minas, wheire they will receive directions for their further 
proceeding." 

30th May, 1761, GrOrt'ernor Belchier wrote Mr. Hancock : "I have re- 
ceiA-ed your obliging letter, 14th instant, informing of the despatch you 
had gi-inen to Capt. Cobb and Capt, Doigget, who with the other trans- 
ports of settlers for Truro and Onslow, are arrived in the Basin of Mi- 
nas. On landing tbe settlers and their effects, I have cindered these' 
transports to be forthwith dischargad." 

14th June, 1761, Governor Belcher wrote Isaac Deschamp : "I hope 
sloop Biddeford has safely got to Cabequid by the assistance of the pilot 
deispatchied from hmce a few days ago," Anid on the 18th, Junie, 1761 
gave him directions for the Acadians to repaiir the Dykes.. On the 27tli 
June, 1761, it appears that Surveyor Morris w^as at Cobequid laying 
out lands for the new settlers. And b|y Murdoch's History of Nova Sco^- 
tia., volumie 2, page 390, it appears umdier date, 1760 : "The committee 
of thie townships of Truro and Onslow, at Cobequid, requested aid in 
cutting roiads between the several lakes that lie Ijetween Fort Sack'- 
ville and 'their townships, and the ooumeiil (5th August) advisied that pro- 
visions be allowed them while actually .employed in the work." 

Wherefore as between 1759, and 1761, September 13th, 1760, has 
been taken as Truro's commemorative "Natal Day," to celebrate annu^ 
ally as a public holiday, for all time.

TRURO'S NATAL DAY. 

The121st Anniversary of the Settlement of the Town by the English. 

1761 tu 1882. 



Afcer a tardiness of twenty-one years the good people of Trurn 
woke up land today celebrated the first on© hundred years of the settle- 
ment of the town by their ancestors, in a style every way creditable to 
the past and present history of the plade which Is rapidly becoming one 
of the most important towns in Novla Scotia. Tli© day opened very 
clear and continujed so fine throughout that Proriflence seemed to smile 
on the occasion. Prom an early houir hundreds of people from different 
parts of the county; and province, by waggons and rallcars flocked into 
TruTO, animated by the same feelings which inspired Samuel Woodworth 
when he giave the world his immortal song "The Old Oaken Bucket." 

At Severn o'clock the day was ushered in by the firing of some oannon 
and 'by the ringing of all the church bells, and the noise of several steam 
whistles. At nine o'clock some five hundred children assem^bled on the 
Model School grounds and sang "God Save Ouir Gracdoue (iueen." At 
eleven a grand trluimphal procession, represemting all the phases of 
Truro life, p.asit and present, took poissession of the principial streets for 
o^-er an hour, starting from the Railway Station. At onie, addresses 
commemoirative of the history of Truiro were delivered to a numerous 
fliudiiencie at the Exhibition building by his Honor Governor Archibald, 
Israel Longworth, and F. A. Lauremoe, Esquiires, Mayor Bent presiding 
and the meeting being opened with prayer by Bev. D. TV. C. Dimock. The 
speeches were very good. Duringthe day dinner and tea were furnish- 
ed on the Exhibition grounds to a large concourse of people by the ladies 
of the First Presbyterian church. At the siame place an exhibition of 
Highland games and music took plaoe, where also the fine strains from 
the splendid brass band from Stellarton added greatly to, the enjoyabil- 
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ity of tlie day. In other parts of the town games of cricket and horse 
racing went on, so that the tastes of all might be catered to. 

In the evening the principal residences of the town were Illuminated, 
and the Fire Engine Company and the firm and employees' of Clinh, 
Crowe & Co., with their large Babcock lengine, and the I. C. E. employ- 
ees im holiday attire, marched through the streets in torch-light procea 
sion, making a very grand display with their decorated reels and en- 
gines. At ten o'clock the festivities of a day in one hun/dred yftars, 
long to be remembered in Truro, werle brought to a olose by a grand 
display of fireworks from the top of the Model School. Following this 
suimmjiry is a more particular account of the procession, the illumina- 
tion, anid other items of Interest in the day which passed off as merry 
as a marriage bell, and for the oommtemionation of which at this time our 
readers must thank our old towiibUjAn, Eichar/d Craig, Esq., the mover 
of the resolution in the Town Coun cii origimating the celebration of 
our Natal Day. At the close Mr. Craig was presented with a large 
boquet arranged in Suckling's best style ; a very pileasdng and graoe.ul 
tribute to his patriotism and zeal. 

THE PROCESSION. 

The special committee to carry out this part of the programme have 
been hard at work during the past few days with good^results. About 
ele-v^n o'clock Mr. Eoss Archibald, with his true-blue assistant marsh- 
als, all grandly attired and well mounted, formed the line on the railway 
KQuara very adroirty, assigning to vehicles, horses or footmen the places 
rissigned to them in the procession, and, although we may differ very 
aaturally with them' as regards the appropriateness of the positions oc- 
cupied by some of those who formed a part of the great cavalcale, still 
we feel bound to say that on the whole they did their work admirably 
and the proceseiion was in all respects a success. 

It Wias abou* 11.10 a. m. whem the procession started, led by Marsh- 
al Eoss Archibald, his assistants being distributed at convenient dis- 
tances throughout the procession, ready to obey his mandates. The ban- 
ner borne in front had on it the words "Truro, 123rd Anniversary, 1759 
— 1882. After came the efficient band from Stellartoe, playing selec- 
tions Buitrable for marching. The first team was drawn by four hand- 
some bays handled by "Tim" Archi bald, the veteran whip who is one of 
the few "old stagers" remiaining in the business today. In the coach 
were seated a fine representation lof our oldest citizens, to the number 
of seven, viz : John Doggett, aged 87 ; James Watson, 85 ; Isaac Smith, 81; 
Ralph Watson, 80 ; Jam^es Henderson, 78 : Daniel Smith, 75 ; Ed. S. Blan- 
chard, 70. Each ol these bore well the weight of years, and had the 
hale and hearty appearance that lends a dignity to age. Their pres- 
ence was most appropriate. 

The postmen of old was well portriayed by David McLean mouinted 
with miail bags thrown across his horse. Beside him rode Henry Ham 
ilton in the costume of a "rale ould Irish gintleman." After these came 
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the old twae reprssentatioas. Sedley Johnson and Lyman Fraser had a 
Capital copy of the chaise of yore, aad were themselves well gotten up 
as the old couple. The hay harness "syas also good. The slide car by 
Chias. Archibald followed and showed how ouir forefathers were wont to 
travel i,n state. Alex. LBaper, jr., came next, with a p'rimitive chaise, 
double seated, containing both real* and ooumter'eit old people, the for- 
mer in the peraon of John Wynn, one of the Shannon surviivors. The 
vehicle is 'a centenarian uised by the ancestors of W. H. Tremalue, Esq., 
A lag CQ.rt with five occupants followed. This was gotten up by men 
from the Round House, vi,z : .Joseph Johnison, Judson Crowell, Robert 
Douglas, H, McPhie amid 1. Barrow. The whole was capitally construct- 
ed, the old stettler a,nd hils wife being well portrayed, the motherly care 
evinced by tlue ratter creating much 'a.musement. 

John Roome with his patent medicine waggon showed much talent in 
design. A waggon of boys in masks and curious dress followed. Se,ve- 
ral eijuestrians were next. W. D. Black in old militia uniform, wearing 
the coat used by his grandfather in 1812, and ^he sword of Colonel Mc- 
Nutt. Criawtord Page as an old lady, Masters Bernard I>onkjn, and 
Charles Cox, old man and woman wi.th pillion. The waggon labelled "Old 
Kentucky Mjinstrels" unedr the leadership of Newton Hopper contribut- 
ed miore than their quota of noise, but afforded fun for the youngsters. 

The next portion of the train was occupied by the teams of several 
firms /and commetcial houses. The marble works of Alex. Miller were 
represented by the proprietor in active operation upon a block of free- 
stone. The hardware establishment of Walker & Hanson was represent- 
ed by numerous wares in their line. The team containing the samples 
from the shop of P. J. Chisholm was well arranged. The enterprise of 
John Prevoe, Esq., led to the presence of a fine turn out typical of his 
business in the art of out-door decoration. His aids handled their brushes 
with energy and skill. The firm of J. P. Blanchard & Oo. made an ex- 
tensive display. The first of their thirteen teams carried a general store, 
Avith the eaidless variety to be found in such a concern. The staff of 
clerks in the employ of the firm followed. Delivery and sample wag- 
gons came next and a handsome display oif carpets, followed by teams 
carrying packing cases with advertisements, completed the list. 

The representation of the large and prosperous firm of Wm. Cum- 
mings & Sons though less extensive than Blanchard's turn out, made up 
in quality what it lacked in quantity and was clever and expressive. A 
blacksmith's shop in full blast with the following inscription "Cummings 
in 1860" occupied the first team. Two of the young men as "strikers" 
operated tbe forge, exemplifying the majiner in which the head of the 
firm, 'as Mr. Liongworth has it, "made the sparks fly in 1860," which have 
increased in volume and intensity to their present proportions as repre- 
sented by the handsome carriage following, driawn by the fine pair of 
chestnuts owned by the senior partner. On this was the motto "Cum- 
mings & Sons 1882, the liargest wholesale Importers." 

The Orgian Factory was represented by a iwaggoa conveying one of 
their instruments on which Mr. Gates discoursed sweet music. 
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The rear of this part of the cavalaade Was wetl supported by the ffrm 
of I. & W. Snook, general grocers, who on this occasion selected the staple 
teia as symbolical of their basiness. One of the firm ivith assistant, both 
in Chinese cliaracter and dress were seated on the pyramid of chests, the 
whole drawn by a fioie tandem team jvith white nettings. 

Tlie Driving Park kindly assisted and made a fine display of hand- 
some and stylish steeds in sulkies, skeleton and light waggons. Lee's "All 
Bight," Fraeer's "Eastern BOy," Brown's "Flanker," iluir's "Cetewayo,'' 
Dr. McKay's "Maud M!ac," and other flyers were present. 

The only other feature to notice was the display made by "young' 
Truro" la the persons of numerous small boys and girls marshalled by 
Mr. Walter McNutt in foot guard costume. The persistency and endur- 
ance displayed by the little ones during the long march about town was 
noticeable, and their orderly conduct is worthy of commendation.

A large number of spectators on foot and In carriages were at the 
Park to witness a most interesting race. Some fifteen horses were en- 
tered and placed for the race, but of these only nine started. These were 
In three separate heats iis follows :

Messrs. Gardiner Clish, Ti'uro, W. H. Price, St. John, and A. L. Slipp, 
Halifax, acted as judges, and the latter driving in the final heat, bis po- 
sition Was filled by Martin Dickie, Truro. Mr. J. C, Mahoa, secretary and 
lessee of the track, acted as clerk. 

At 2.aO p. m. the first heat was started. St. Julian, a three-year- 
old colt by All Right, was evidently frightened by tlie gun and acted bad- 
ly for a liittle, but has skillful driver, Lee, got hdm squared away, and in 
spite of the time lost he Wias not overtaken, although long John wa.8 dan- 
gerouBly near at the finish. Ruby and John on the same mark trotted 
a pretty race. Ruby making play for John several times, but without 
success. The heat finished, St. Julian first, Long John second, Ruby 
third ; time not tiaken. The second beat was more Interesting as the 
leading horse had %ot so great a start, and the finish was closer. Sir 
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Ch,arle8 gradually closed the gap of 150 yards between himself and Pea- 
body n.nd won the heat with Peabody close up. Eastern boy was not able 
to change the distance very much and wias a considerdSble distance be- 
hind, although he trotted well and honestly. Having got good places 
, in former ittces he was heavily handicapped — time 3.54. In the third heat 
Royal Harry, 375 yards from Scratch, was soon overtaken by both Cete- 
wayo and Maud Mac, the heat being a close one all the way between the 
two last horses. The little black horse trotted a gamy race and manag- 
ed to keep the lead until coming up the home stretch the last time when 
the mare collared liim and they finished It so closely that it was declared 
a dead heat— time 4.05. The final heat was engaged in by the first and 
second horses in the preliminaries making six in all — their positions were 
of course unaltered — Mr. Leaman having got a place for both his enterics 
handed John over to TV. D. Blair, his former owner. Mr. A. L. Sllpp 
piloted Maud Mac in lieu of Brown who had been equally successful with 
his horses, some difficulty was experienced in getting all the horses on 
their proper marks at once, but soon the gun sounded to a fair start. Sir 
Charles being the only horse who had any apparent advantage. This, it 
muibt be remembered, is almost unavoidable, and unless grossly unfair 
is to be leniently dealt with. St. Julian, the foremost horse, was behav- 
ing badly, and Peabody rapidly overhauled him and was about to go by 
on the.back stretch on the second half when the colt sheered out, and on 
Brown attempting to pull out and go past on the inside, made a second 
spring in the other direction. A collision was unavoidable and Brown 
wias seen to fall from his sulky while St. Julian and his driver were un- 
harmed. Brown was at once on his feet and after a moment or two was 
seen to get up again and continue the race. He had however, been pass- 
ed by all but Long .John. By dint of some whip and a little too much 
running he kept ahead and came in fourth. Maud Mac ran a long way 
after the start and on settling to a trot was so close up to Cetewayo 
that she passed him and came in second. Sir Charles, who had been fast 
closing up on Peabody when the accident occurred, came in first and thua 
won the race. The jujdges gave Maud Mac second place although in the 
opinion of a good many turfmen both her and Peabody had a doubtful 
right to even a "piece of it." Handicaps, however, are a peculiar race 
and more license is allowed than in the legitimate trot. The final heat 
stood thus :— 

Sir Charles first ; Maud Mac second ; Cetewayo third ; Peabody fourth; 
Long John fifth ; St. Julian distanced as he left track after colliision. 
— time 4.04. Mr. Fred Linton discharged the duties of his office prompt- 
ly and well. We believe this kind of trotting has never been introduced 
Into this country until Mr. M-ahon iniaugurated it last year and it is cer- 
tainly, apart from its novelty, a most interesting and fair way to trot, 
providing the handieapper is a man of sound discretion. The race was 
not a "walk over" for anybody, and was the best of the kind ever held in 
our Park, forming a prominent part in the day's attractions.

NATAL CELEBRATION AT TRUEO. 

rruiro, September 13th. 

In spite oi the very untovorable pirospects yesterday proved fine and 
!n every w.ay suitable for the expected testivities. The early celebra- 
tiions were commenced ia.bou,t 7 a. m. by ringing of the bells in the church- 
es, schools, and iraSlway yard, firing of cannon and lighiter gunis, etc. 
This fully airoused the town and the strees were thiponged at an early 
hour. At nin« o'clock a very pretty sre-viioe wlas held in the gpouinds of 
the Model School. Some 500 children in holiday attire, assembled, and 
led by Mr. Caleb McCuIly, Prof, of eimgiag in the Normlal and Model 
Schools, sang the national anthem wi/th good effect. 

The gnamd proceseaon, for the arramgement and carrying out of which 
pnniiseworthy diligence bne been exercised by both old and young citi- 
zens, was dext in order. The great lUncertaimty as to weather wajs a 
great drawback to thie preparations, and Herculean work was done at a 
few hours' notice by some of the pajrtiicipiamts. This procession, which 
wias put toto liae about 11 a. m., was, wiiitbout doubt, the ieature of the 
day. 

The chief marshall and officer of the day, Mr. Ross Archibald, was 
dressed in a magnificent and becoming costume. Sub-marslnalla, twelve 
in number, in handsome attire and well mounted, preformed the dutiies 
with skill and success. The pmocession liitself wlas of a varied character, 
consisting of some forty vehicles and labou* twenty horaes under sad- 
dle. A banner was carried In front with "Truro, 123rd Anniversary, 
1759-1882," inscribed thiereon. The Stellartom ba^d, a fane looking an;d 
fine playing body, camie next. A coach, drawn by four stout bays, with 
the veteran Timothy Archibald handliiug the ribbons, followed. In it 
were seated seven of the oldest Inhabiitants, viz : John Daggett, Ralph 
and James Watson, Daniel Smith, Jiaimes Henderson, Ed. S. Blanohard 
and Isaac Smith. Messrs. "W. Logan land Alex. Flemmjng formed a guard 
of honor ,a;t the rear of the carriage. A postnuan, old style, with primi- 
tive riding gear, with ajicient gentlemlan in hunting costume, followed. 
Then came a "slide car," a very ancient conveyance. After came seve- 
nal old chaises, with their occupants dressed to the old settler's attire. 
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SeviETial teams -wlfh gTiaups ol horribles, nfigro minstrels, -etc., followedi 
In one wiagon was a -yieteran ol the celebrated Shannioin-Chesapeake en- 
gagement — John Wynm. An anciient log oar wilth early siettler a.ttd. fam- 
ily, WiEUS a capital tmrn out. This wias goit uip by some railway men, 
■some foiair or five of whom took part, A patent mediicine wagoin with 
«liaboratie decorations of advertisements; of viariioue remedies, was an ob- 
ject of interest. The Old Kentucky Minstrels made abundant noise tor 
a doaein combinations. Following thes« old time and grotesque get- 
»ps oa/mie the teams, representiing somie off tlie prominent and more enter- 
prising 'Of OUT busiaess firms. Mr, Alexander Miller had as muich of his 
miarble ©stabldshment as it was practioable to carry. P. J. Chiisholm'a 
outfitting and gent's furnishing store had a large wagon, with well- 
arranged samples of stock. Walker & Hansom, hardware, had a large 
team, with numerous specimens of their goods. SI. J. Prevoe, lime- 
stone lajtlst and bill-sticker-in-chlet, miadie a finie display ia his line, with 
his siatellities in full working order. Messrs. S, F. Blanchard & Oo , had 
thirteen teams, the first being ap old-time shdp, on wheels, with the end- 
Jess vairiiety necessary to such a concern- Then came teams showing the 
modern buaiiJuess, where special lines ia're diealt in. In one carriage the 
«t;aff 0* clerks rode, greatly enhancing the general appearance by their 
mlanly beauty. Wm, Cummings $ Sons had two teams, but they were 
well conceived and were much admired. First was a shop on wheels, 
not a store, but a smithy, , labeled "Cuimmiings, 1S60," with forge and 
workmen in operation- Then came la handsome double carriage with 
tine Tunniers, fine chestnuts-, with the inscription "Cummings & Sons, 
1882, the largest wholesale importers." Gates Bros,' organ factory 
haJd a team with an- organ played by one of the firm. I. &. W. Snook, 
grocers, had a well-arranged turn out, Chineste in character, with at- 
tenidiaats im costuime and labelled, "1760 tea 15s. per lb, 1882, 25 cents 
iper lb," Then cajne the modern teams, conisisting mainly of the horses to 
trot in the race at the Park in the- afternoon. 'All' i^iglit," owned by 
N. Lee, and other trotters In sulkies and light wagons added greatly to 
the effect. The piroces.sion proceeded with little accident and was well 
m,a:r«lialled. Two ancient chaises giave way, but the owners mounted 
th^ir steeds and kept gillantly on. "Sally's baby" came to gnief, but 
wns restored and "jined" again at a cross street. The parade, after do- 
ing the town. cross»l the railway to Brunswick street and were dispers- 
iSd in fro^jt of the Exhibition grounds, 

,,jAt . 1.30 . o'clock a large audi,ence assembled in the Exhibition 
fea;lding''a!nd speeches were delivered. 

At, the trotting park a most interesting handicap race was wit- 
nessied by 'a good crowd. Nine horses competed. These were placed In 
throe different heats, and the two- wiinmers in each heat were eligible for 
the fimaX one, Ip thcrfirst heat "Long John," "Kuiby," and "St. Julian" 
competed, , "-St. Julian," 550 yards start, won the heat ; "John" sec- 
ond, no tijme. Second heat <'Peabody," "Sir Charles," aad "Eastern 
Boy ;" "Siir Charles" won the- heat with "Peaboidy" a close second. Time 
. 8.54. Third heat, "Maud Mac," "Oetewayo," and "Royal Harry"— A dead 
Ijeat between the first two. Time, 4.05, The final heat,' in which six 
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horses stJaxted, was most intereBting. "St. Julian, " 5.50, was soon over- 
liaiiled by "Peabady," but im passing tbe former horse shied land the sull£- 
les collidied and Brown, driving "Peabody, was thrown off and slightly 
hurt.

TEUEO'S NATAL DAY. 



We ia«e pleased with the spirit which imduces a ftourishing town likie 
Truro to pause la the midst of its progress to reooumt the incidents of 
the past. The human race iB multiple in its character and requires the 
agency of many sentiments and influences bo meet Its full reqairements. 
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It is dot -well to live altogether in, tine piseseat, nor to be wfioify abs&f^ 
ed in the fujture. The past has its position aaid raemory has its funC' 
tionfi. Thiat people is destitute of true human sentiments ■whio fail to' 
mark the milestones of their progress. 

Truro 'is one of the most promising towns in Noira Scotia tO'dayV 
Some years ago we -were accustomed to i-egaird VarmoiSBttt and Kcftoni a« 
the only two rivals for second place. Truro lias already left PliCtou- be- 
hind, and even Yarmo/uth, with its imimen88 sliipping interests, witli; 
large accujmulated wealth and its admitted eiiteirprise, witl liia.ve' tio look 
well to its taurels, for Truro is close uipo^n <iits heels. 

Perhaps there is mo town in Nov^a. Steobia wtoicli h£6s poorer coramer- 
cilal advantages. It baa mo. fine harbor and tl(i maritinste advantages. The' 
mud-liole "Whccli serves for a port, several mcles a^vay, i» not available' 
for anythimg like respectable shipping facilities, while the histoiry of the' 
world has shown that in almost every iaiatance great citieis reciuire (so be' 
situate adjacient to convenient and avta.ilable poTts, A harlWir determines 
the site oif la City. The head of narigaiti'Om im eome targe rivesr I* the spot 
where piopTuIatioo begins to aceumu lalte* 

But Truro, deprived of the advantages enjoiyed by the Westffrtf port* 
aind loither tow.ns in Nova Scotia, has had eorrespond'lrag prlTifeges. If 
has becoime the centi-e, the eoaverging pohrtt, as it were, of ouir rail-Ways.- 
It has abunidance of coal to the East of it, and exhsaASStBes* iroW deposits 
to the NorthTwest of it- It hl)a« regarded, im some mWa^vCr^, the aeces- 
Bities which Its location forctes upon it to become a manuifacturiri'g town.- 
Several iimportant luidustries already e^.st there and are gBoWing. .But 
nothinjg has been attempted equal to what most be readily reoogtiizsed as- 
within the scope of Truro's aapaeity. She ought to- be the' Sheffield ol^ 
Canada.. No spot is so situate in reglar'd to thie lip'on industry.- i^ief- 
fjeld never had any natural advantages. It would never have been thought; 
of (as laplacp to locati^ a city. Bui it bad ooal om oBe »i6e 01 it and iron' 
on the other, and aow Shefll'eld is the greatest mannfaeturimg centre in 
the world. It Is to this industry th e 'einterpriisijag business m«n oif T'lrurc 
should.iaddress themselves. It is not cotton fiacto-ries nor woollen millB- 
that Truro needs, nor unw'ieldy' and adeurd bonuses graatieS4;by the mttbi- 
cipality and takeui from the pockets of tlie peopled ^Wh»t it does Want le- 
an actiive appreciation of its pfecullaf loAai^iiora m regiird tcyiron-'maaufac^ 
tui-es of every kind. It is possible to mialoe Trurc' the greatest liiainufac- 
turing centre in CBnada. Not a towin or cilty id' Qluebee or Ctotaarib caff- 
approach it in natural facilities. Mowing machines, stoives, pots, euttle- 
ry of all kinds — indeed everything in comnectiion; with icon and steel fflwyuld 
be sedulously developed. 

If thils were properly done, when l^rtfro oafflC M CeMjrattf aMOther 
quiarter of a century of progress — pause at ajjother milestone' on th« 
way to look back over the past, she would be aMe to recogli/lze a, progr- 
ress whliCh would be astonishing, and which would mate the name of thw 
town— associated already with much that ie interestinig and pleasing iB 
our history— familiar to the DomlnioB and thie' conrtlnfint a» the' centr* 
of thie Iron industry of Nova Scotia.

ADDRESS OF TriE LIEUTENANT GOVTERNOR.

In Ch« lives af all of ili the reeur*en6e Oif A biifthiday is a . suibject of 
interest, Ttji some, the djay is a season of solemn thought ; tcj others it 
Is only an occasion of merriment. Some teel the 'return of the diay as a 
' remindier that auoither year has passed .aWay, and they ask themseived 
how they have spent it. Others, Weloomlag the amiivBiraary aa an excuse 
foT a little extra iedillgence, seek enjoiymi&nit Wiithrtjiut reflectioa on the 
pi.aet, oir tJljoilght of the future. But in WhfljteveiP aspect we view lt-=-bfe 
tone oir Cempe^ |bf the^ mdniid What it ma^, few peijaioins regard^ -the day 
^'ith ifldiffereiice, and we miay say of' tbesie lew.'-thiait they ar^ not, a/S a 
rule, (Vf the class that com.maflds the ircspieot o* esteem oi theiir fellows. 
Bomethi/ng like the interest thiat belongs to the bifthidiaiy of aa individ- 
Ijlal attaches to the natal da,y.o£ every lOouin'try, clty,oir town. The leei- 
Img In this ca^e shouild be shaored ^y lall the iinhabitants or citiaens. The 
Hiatal day has 10 lit less of the selfish than the individual birthday, but 
It refiemblea it la tihds respect, that thiOise who have no shape itt the feel- 
ing, laffe no* aipt toi siand high In the riespeot and esteem of the commu- 
naty in which they reside. 

In the old World, ajs a mie, the nialtal day Jb mot observed aa It is 
On this continent. There the origJn oi niations, of cities, and of towns 
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is buried in obscurity. No; man can tell wliat was the fir«t step.Calceos 
Im the ages of barbarism to settle a, country or to found a towu. Tliilofc 
darkness broods over these early beiginaings. On tliJs coratiment it in 
otlierwiise. Everytlidng here lias beeji doiue wtthia historical times. It 
has been [lothe in broad day. The pressamd the school defy obliviou. In 
spealiiing lUii thiase thinigs we twe in the Tegiiom of fact. 

The Hiatal day oif every place on. this continent— the dia.y on which the- 
solltuiile oi the wildeirraesa comps to be diistuTbed — the diay on which civ- 
ilized mlaiu folr the first time obtrudes oin thie domnflQ' of the savage, is- 
the turmiing point in the history of the place. Fop eouiatle.^s ages the. 
soil has been roamed oiv&r, bu.'t aeveroecupied. The products of nature 
aire thiose only wMch grow spnrataneio.uisly. The wild ainimals which 
yield to the s-avage his spoirt and his suppoirt, .are like himself wanderers- 
oil thes.Oiil; biLt the time has arrive! i;a the arder oi Pro-vidence when tlie 
land is no longer to lie waste. It lias hitherto been but a. place of transit,, 
it is now to be a possession. The laws of naiture, wMch have hitherto 
done all, are now- to do only part. The ea.rth is to yield its increase still 
but oi wli.at nature that inicrease shall be 'is settled by the hvaiad o.f m.an.. 
Forests laire to giive place to fields, ihu-tp to houses.. The horse aond the ox. 
are to supplant the bear and the loupcervter. The st,atioaary is to. take' 
the plaoe '0.f the no.mad,lc. Hitlierto th.e pno'ducts o.! n.atune are those' 
which she has yielded o.f her own accord, .as the acetdients. of -wind ar 
w.ater, .of growth or decay, of clime or season may ha.vie deterimined, 
N'ow her energies are to be guided and directed. She is hencefiortli to pro- 
duce wh.a.t man exacts f.nom her. Year by year lie oasts seed, iiato. her 
bosom aoiid calls with comifidence for .a- return, oit the same, w:i.th ample in- 
crease. 

This eiventful day in the histcry of Truro d;ates back near a century 
and a quairter. It is soimeithing o-veir 121 y.eiars since the first British. 
settlers penetrate* to. thds plice with the imt.eaiti'Oin of making it their 
home. We d.o not take iinto account the ev;a.nesc«nt visit oif the FTench 
Acadians. Their occujpation, such lais it was, hardly extended toi up- 
lau'ds oir .to. forests. The ©ntiore extenit O'f tlie cleared land in. all Truro 
did noit exceed 100 acres.* , 

Sm.all patches of clsariiag there m.ulst itar/^e beeo, tosr bouses and 
gariJems, buJt beyond these no. encroachment .appears to have been made 
on thie focrest. What was done in the way of aeri-cultural occupation, 
had .retereoQce tio the m.arshes. A few emb.a.nk]pen-ts, Bonae of theta not a 
mile from the spot we stand ott, remfain bo this day toi bear witness that 
some effort had been made to shut oiit the tides from the higher mud 
flats. 

The Acadian FTiench had ^adually extieaaded th^r settlements east- 
wardly from their headquarters at Po.rt Boyal. They had spread along 
the little streams which fall intoi the Bay di Fvindy. They had made set- 
tlements at IMinas and Pisiquid, and had gradually peneitrated to Oobe- 
quid to a plaoe a few miles below what i)s now Truro. There they haid

'erected a Tiooise of ■wors'hlp, from which the adjoining water was called 
Cove d' Eglise. This name, by a lib -Tal protectant tranfllatioo, has ad- 
heried to the place. The settlement Is called Mass Town to this day. 
.'Somie Aoadiiana, conitimuinig thie progr >=s!-v\e settlement eastwaspdly, had, 
about this time, moived fuTther up the Bay to this pairt ot what was 
"then known as Coibequild., Then oamje thie oruel edict of tlie 5th Sep- 
tember, 1755, which banished the whole Acadian race from home and 
couiniry and scattered them as wanderiers :n the old British colonies, a- 
mong a people who, to them, weire beretjcs in creed and aliens in race. 

How many of these people had settled I'n Truro proper, we have no 
mieans aow of knowing. It would appear by aa enumeratiion of the 
French itahiabitants quoted by Surveyoir G-eneral Morris ia a report of 
his m.ade just previously to the expulsion of the race, that between Is- 
gonisbe, (or as It was then called, Chaganoils,) and the head of Cobequid 
Basin, which he states as a distance of two leagues, there were twenty 
fami'liies. Of this section, what is now Truro was the most remote 
part, but assuming the twenty lami'li'fi? to be equally diisyersed O'ver 
iiower amd Upper Onslow, Bible HiU, tlie Upper and Lower Village ot 
TrurO', and Old Barns, i:t would give to each oi these places an average 
of less than four families. A country with inhabitants so scattered, 
and they just entering upon the lands, can scarcely be sai'd to have been 
settled lat all. They must have had sofmie houses, such as they were, but 
thesie were probably destroyed when the pisiple were driven a^way. 

At ia,ll events, six yeaTs afterwards, when the Brttish settlers oame 
there were mo vestTges of houses to be fnumd withcn a rangie of many 
nxiles from this spot. Two ba.rns, i'li'Jiaed, were still standing, a fact 
whi'ch is p'erpetuatel in the title of "Old Barms," so long applied to the 
part of Truro' where the buildings stood. This name, with its historic 
value, .remained till some re.-itless innioiiator arose in the settlement and 
succeeded iin burying it under the new-fangled title of "Clifton." 

After the expulsion of the Acadian Firench, many of these people 
%vho hiad esoa.ped to the woods, or liad peturmed fromi excde, were found 
to be hoviering around their old homes— ^^a circumstance which occasion- 
ed much alarm to the Local Government of the day. 

At this time Oape Breton belonged to France, and the governors of 
the I:ilanid were constantly plotting a.gainst the peace gf Nova Scotia, 
u.-!i.ng the Aeadians and the Indians a.s theiir instruments. The route 
liy between Tatamagouohe and the upper waters of the Bay. A short 
portage between the souirces of the Waugh River and of the Chaganois, 
;as it was called, was all that impeded the passage of canoes between 
<ia.pe Breton and The Bay of Fundy. By thisiroute-, and by the Sliuben,a.ca- 
die Lakes, an expedition, was projected against Halifax, when that town 
wias only a few yea^rs in existence, which, if it hia.d been as vigorously 
ca.rriied out as it was ingeniously planned might have had a diisastrous 
effect upon the itifiant colony. 

The :alairm felt by the Local Goveirnmient appears to have extended 'to 
Englan/d, aind to have given rise to the policy then adopted, of having 
the vacant lands settled by a race of Protestants who had no injuries 
to avenge, axtd who might be counted on las loyal subjects to the crown. 
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Verj' comaidierBible sums of money were iGxpenided by the im.periia/1 G-overn- 
ment lin this ser-vice. Special indu&em/enits were offered to Immigpants,, 
such as trajisports to the Province, grants of cleared landa, and aid in 
the first years of settlement. In this w.a.y in the year 1760 were settled 
Bnanville and OornwalliB, Annapol's, HoTton 'and Falmouth. Early In 
1761 Newport waa settleiJ, and in the latter part of the mionth of May 
oif that year a body of immigrants landed in this towmship, and an- 
other in Onslow. The intervening Lands between Newpoirt aJid Truro 
on one siide of the Blay, and between Onslow anid Economy on the other, 
were left for subsequent years. 

The first settlers at Truro consisted oi tUty three ftimilies, compris- 
ing in all 120 souls. They had coane originally from the north of Ire- 
land, having first immigrated to New Hanipshlire. Vfter a. short stay 
thene, heaning of the imducements to settle in this Proivinoe, they agreed 
to oomie on to Truro, undier the gui'dance lOif Colonel M-J^utt, who for 
several years, was extensSively engaged in oarrying out tine projects of 
the British Oovemment for settling the Prorviinoe. The immignants had 
with them 117 hebd of cattle, their farming implements an.l household 
utensils, fcoigether with seed-eorn and potatoies. Government supplied the 
tratosport. The voyage fromi New Engliand was tedious. Thie ships 
were detained by contrary winds and vt was well on toi the end of May 
before they arriiveid at this place. 

We can have noi ddfficulty in picturing to ourselves the scene present- 
ed to the eyes of the new comers. The dykies built by the Acidians 'vere 
broken. The tiide had resumed Its sway over the muddy exp mse wiiieh 
extended westwhrdly froim the Lowdr Ford, so cilled. Owe v.ist shoet 
of dreary mud flats extended from th-e inberviales of the Silmon an.i 
North Rivers all tihe way down to Savage's Island. Above, to the 
■ east, all wa/s wilderness. The lovely meadows, which now form so fine 
a feature of the scenery on North and Salmon Rivers, were then covered 
with the virgin forest, of which a few elms only now survive. From 
either side of the Bay, the flats on the oppoa5te shore were sk:rte:l 
by la foirest which extended away as far as the eye could reacli, tiHl the 
tops of the trees on the hills were outlined on the sky. The flats were 
unsightly 'Objects, but they furnished the miaterifil for splendid hay 
grounds, when reclaimed from the tide ; but this involved laboir, and much 
of It. The forest afforded a fine sight, but, to the mew settlers' eye, the 
sight Oil fields was much finei', and befoire a forest could become a field, 
there wias much work toi be done. But our ancestors did not come here to 
be charmed with the sight oif forests, oir disgusted with that of mud 
flats. They had work to do that left little room or time for mere senti- 
ment. First their seed was to be put in the ground. The season was 
already late enough, but before they could prepare such groui^d as wais 
above the tide level and free of forest, for a crop, the season was far 
advanced. Then a great drouth occurred. The seed sown, in dry ground 
was followed by a crop whiich made its feeble appearamce on the su)rfa6e 
onlj' to be withered by a fiery sun. Later on came severe ^frosts. Thb 
crop was largely a failure and the stout hearts of the settlers must have 
quailed when they thought of the coming winteir and how little prepa'r- 
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ation Xhey liad been able to make for :t, but they hart no time to repine, 
Tbey ha.d qow the£x houses to build. Portuniitely this was not a te- 
dious business. A few trees chopped down and cut into lengths, then hew- 
ed and piled on each other, gave the four walls requcrad. Poles sur- 
niiounted with bark, made a root, pi aces tar ^linrtows and doors were S8,w 
■ed in the walls, and a chimney was soon impirovised. A square frame- 
woork of stcicts, pdastered inside with mud, g.avs all the flue that was re- 
-quired, while a huge opening below offerel a fire place large enough 
to warm and lEght the apartmientswith logs felled at the dooo-. Fodder 
loT the cattle during the winter was secured by mowing ajid curing the 
salt grass which grew on the higher moid flats. When thrjs was safely 
Btacked* the settlers went to work toirepair the old Freiuch dykes. For- 
tunately for them the remnants of the dykes were there bo show them 
the na.tuirre of che^jyork to be done. They haid hid nO' expenlence in their 
■old home of the devices requ.iired to draw sustenmce from land below 
the level of the sea., and mast have spent much unnecess.a/ry labor, as 
Indeed did the French before them, In erecting the immense mounds 
-vvhlBh, in those days, were thought aijceHs -i.ry to ward off the tide. 
However, stout hearts and strong arms they had, and, wdth tlie old 
dykes repafired and seeuired, they could, inotw^lthstanding their loss of 
crop, look forwyard with hope to the next seison when the seed could 
be sown in due time. Meanwhile the G-oviemm/eut had come to theilr re- 
lief and had lent them 600 bu,shels of cocn to tide them over the winter, 
to be repaid at a future day if de^-ainied. This was at the rate of five 
bushels pier head of the Inhabitants id! was a most seasonable aid. 

We ■n.eed mt pift-iue the further lKiSto.ry of the infant settlement. 
The pieople were Inlustrious, frugal anl honest, and soon tbrovie, as 
men Avlth these qu", llties will always thrl've. 

We catch a cheerful glimpse of the young community, as it existed 
five yeairs afterwar:!^. from a letter of the Liieut.-Governor of the diay, 
sent to the Secretary of State. He writes : 

"The t.o-mishipe of Truro, Onslow, and I/Ondonderry, consilsting in 
the whole of 664 men. women and children, composed of people chiefly 
from the Xorth of Ireland, make all theiir own linen and e'ven some little 
ta spare to the neighbouring towns. This year tlie.y raised 7,524 lbs. 
flax, which will probably be worked uip in the several families during 
tl'.e winter."" 

It :,s w.orth while quoiting .an ad dilti.ona.l passage from this despatch 
to show how the Go.-ernment of that day regarded the poliiey of promot- 
ing dtomjestlc manuifactuires among .ouir people. Governor Pr.ancklyn, 
after stating how busily the people were employed in the art which they 
had probably brought with them from the great seat of the flax industry 
In the Noirth of Ireland, apparently fearful that the jealousy of British 
manufacturers might be aroused, goes on apologetically to say : "This 
Oovernmient has at no time given encouragement to laanufacturers, 
which could interfere with those of Oraat Britain, nor has there been the 
least appearance of any association of privia.te personsfor that purpose ;

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nor are tbere any persona who profess tbemaelves weavers, so as to make 
it thfiiT (employment or business, but only work lat it in their own families 
during thie winter and other leisure houirs." ' 

Thie diiscouiragement of local manufactuipes indicated by the passage 
we have qujoted is le as marked conjtraist with the National Policy of to- 
day, as ,is this largie crop of flax, being at the rate of almiost 12 lbs. per 
hieaid of the population, wiith the proiduction of the plant new. The quan- 
tity of flax dreased in the whole county of Colcbesteir at this day, with 
its 23,000 people, and after the lapse of a century. Is little more than 
what was manuiaetured by these settlemients then not over Sive years 
old, with a popujlatioui not amounting in all to 1000. 

L'"oT threie- quarters of a century Ui-'ter thie settlement ol Truro, its 
material 'progress was muJcih the samje las that which has marked all the, 
settlememts oirganlzed on the same pliam. Tlmt plan was toi grant a Town- 
shii'p to a large mumbeir of ProprietoTs, to be hielid by them im, common, 
iin shaires, or rights. Eviery share 'emtiitled the oiwner to a house lot, a, 
tairm lot, a woodi lot, and a marsh lot, whlich were to be aissiigfned to 
hliim whem the township cia-me aftecrwiairtls tO' be dcvided among the share- 
holders. In the first instiance the settleirs aelecteid their own house lots 
aimd fiTont lots, accordling to fancy, comiveuiience, or mutual agreement. 
When th'e piairtition aifterwarde took pLaiee, bhie possess'ioii so taken was 
respected, alnd such lands formed part oif tine lots assignisd to the occu- 
pant in respect of his share. This arr^iingement was favoirable to the 
foTrnfatioTi of villages on th|S iront, but preju'(]ii,c;ial to the settler.ient of 
the back lands. These latter were bsll foir wood lots oroly, 'a.nd were 
cuinisiiidiBfried of little value except for fu'el. BeloiQ.»:ng to fiarmers with 
abranidianoe of other lands, with fine 'iinterv(a.l,es and marshes on their 
flout lots, they were not in the mratrket for aa.Le, and it was a long time 
before even e few of them found thai'r way into the hands of strangers 
and oamie tO' be cleared and cultiivated a,s fairms. The ehamge in the ap- 
pie'aran.oe oif Trxu-o therefore, for a long tfimie after its settlement, was 
njia,imly in the line of fields extended, of additional marsh enclosied, and 
of bettecr buiildings erecited. 

The properties, as originally assigned on partition, nemained very 
mulch in the same families, and even whene la. farm changed hands, the 
new owneir held by the oniginial bounifliary lines and possessed the same 
fiarm as hllB predecessor. This is obeervlible still in some parts of the 
Townshilp which are exclusively agnilcultural. The adjoining villags of 
Onslow, wtiiich w/os settled in the same yea'T amd under the same oondi- 
tCo'os, is wholly agricultural, and tbe front Hands, aa seen In driving 
down the IT Ola d on the Bay Shore, appielair maiinly to be held by original 
boumdiairy lines. 

T have from memory maide a map oif the Tru,ro of forty yeiairs ago, 
m/airking the houses then standing. Hialibuirton in his histoiry states that 
there were in 1838 aboaxt 70 houses in, the Upper and Lower Villages. 
How spiarse and stattered they were mia.y be gathered from what appears 
on my nuaip. Prince street was then la road with cradle hills still on 
It. iNo vehicle less solid thain a cart could tra»vel over it. Queen 
street, which was then called Front street, had only seiven hoiuses from 
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the Rhner Bridge to the Common. In point of fact, howevier, old Truro 
wais not the Truro of to-day. Truro then nuaaut, in commop parlance, 
that part of the village which lay to thie north of the Riveir. On Bible 
Hill, as it was called, weire the pxinoipiaJ hotels — one on each side of the 
street. There were the public offices, the Registry of Deeds, the Custom 
HousiB, thie offsces of Judge amd Regis triar oif Probate. There wa^ the 
Poet Office, and there for a long time stood the Court House. From fit- 
ter's Ho*el, there situate, pan the stage coiaches which connected us 
with the capital and with Pictou. Tbene were the oiffices of the lawyers 
priactising in the county. There too wias the Holy Well, couseorated in 
French Acadian times. After the Emglish came it was at this fount 
thiat generations of lawyers, while 'atteinid,:ug the coiuirt, which general- 
ly lasteil a week each sittiiig, slaked every mornjng the thirst born of 
_ the exhia.ustiive festivities of the previious evening, which distinguished 
those diays. There too was the Free Masoms' Hall, which preceeded tem- 
pienance o.rganizations, and had perhaips, somiething to do with creating . 
the uecessity for such societies. Then there was the Bachelors' Hall, 
wliieirie soime eight or ten young men lived together — lafWyers, doctors 
and mrerC'hants— many o.f whom aftervi^airds achteved distinction, though 
at tlie tiimie they were moted more for the pnainks and diiviersions and 
frolics which belong to youth, than for the more solid qulaljties of men 
of buis:;'ness. Thus the society of Truro wais all on' Bible Hill. There 
was one thing to add to its lustre. At ttlat part of the town was the 
reisiidence oif the great man, not of Trfuiro only, nor of Colchester, but of 
the whole Provence. He wais our repiresentative in the Assembly from 
1806 to 1841, aadi dluffiing that period wieldled a power in the Legisla- 
ture that has never been attained by any other man — before or since. His 
house stood on thei east silde of the roiaid. , The view from the front door, 
looking to the west, aoross a rich meadow, studded with lovely elms, 
w,as one of the finest in the Province, amd many a gay company has 
stood on the platform of the old por'tiico of thiait house, gazing on this 
beautiful soene, now in raptures with the lovely piotuire spread out be- 
fore thiem, now moved to llalughter by the siallies of wit and huimoir which 
issued froim the lilps of the brilliant host. Is it any wonder then that 
with lall these advantages and attTactions Biible Hill wtas TTuro "par 
excellence ? " It wfes fashiionable Tiruro, 'it w/as official Truro, it was 
business Truro, it wias sportive Truro.. Thie pia.rt of the town whiich lay 
to the south of the River, the piart where we aire now assembled, was 
a mare suburb of Truro. The Hill , on the first settlement of the town, 
fell to thie lot of a. family of Arohiotalds, who -wetria PresDytenilams of the 
striictesit sort, and iit was probably the sneer oif the less orthodox and de- 
TOrUt, who were :nha.bitants of this siide oit the Rllver, th|a.t gave birth to 
the niaimie of Bible Hill, which has stuck to, it to this djay. Buit it is 
almost the only thing that has stuck to lit. The whirligig of time has 
brought about strange reverses. Go there now and you will look in vain 
foo- Court House, or Registry of Deeds oir ol Probates, for Post Offices or 
m,aiil coaches, for Masons, or Bacheloirs' Halls, for Judges, or Lawyers, 
or Prothonotaries. No gneait statiesmian resides there, the cynosure of 
all eyes. All have disappeared. Llaetly, and this is the strangiest thing 
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of. all, -wheo Truirc) cSame to reeejVe a mayor apd eoTporatfon, Bible HTilT,- 
so long the only Truro known to the world, was actually left out of the* 
municipality— w^hat liad been tlie whole of Tmro was no lomger even part 
ot it. "Icihabod" w«,s written over its door posts. Tlie glory liiad de- 
parted from it. 

A fitting sequel to all these reverses remains to.be mentioned, The- 
old homestead of the great man of earlier, tlmies, ftame iato the market a 
few years ago, and was puroliased by ;a gentleman who, has sino& l>iiilt 
a new house on the same site. Theol-d house was removed, to- the oppo- 
site side O'f the road, its front wheel eid round to tlue east, and thus, as was- 
quite piroper unfler the oircum,stanceis, it was made to turn- its- back on- 
the beautiful scene on which it had gazed for over three soore years.- 
Even the Holy Well has become Indignjant. The foiuntatn, which for age.s- 
had poured forth a limpid stream that had giiven comfort and cheer tc>- 
'thouBands ot others besides thicsty La.wyetrs, has ceased to fl-ow, or at 
all events its waters have become so turbid and tainted that when last 
I, visited it, soime two yeaxs ago, with ^a soin of tlie great man I have; 
spoken of, who has luimaelf just receii.ved 'a signal mark af tlue- appToba- 
tioin of his sovereign, we found the well in suoh- a condition, tbat we dif'S 
not ventuire to taste its waters. 

I liave spoken of the lovely view fa:o.m tine from-t door of Mrf. A»ohi- 
bald's Tesidenoe. But thiat was not tlijen, noir is it now the only chaimr 
ing scienery oif which Truro ean boai5t. The liMls, whioh- sujrrouud the 
town like an amphitheatre, afford from, their crests the most vraried and 
striking views'. Som« fifty yeairs- ago wiiem the Late Joseph Howe was- 
juist begiJining a career of great distinction, he wrote and piUjbUshed in, 
his newspaper, under the head of "Eastern Eiambles." some racy sk&tchesj- 
of the scienery of this part ai the Province, I had quite forgotten- the; 
articles till, the other day, on turn^ieg over the leaves of the "iSfoya 
Scotiain" of 1830 I stambled upon them, Oms or twO' extraetS" Womi 
thjem will show, not only how highly Mc. Howe appreciated the beauties 
oif Truro, but also what a vigorous pen hie wielded, eveai in those eaffly' 
days When his style was comparatively uoifotrmed. We siKall fcn,d in, 
these extracts, abundant traces of the sound sense, comtoined with, the 
liively imagination and genuine humoir wh'ieh distinguished h-is' liator pro- 
duct'iioias. Take this account of his visit to the E"aH», about a mile' 
souith from the railway' station. From that day to this the scene is un- 
clojaaiged. There is not a word of Mr. Howe's eloquent description less; 
appropriate at this momiemt than it Wlas an the day it was w'ri tten. No 
tourist should leave Truro Withcwt a vJsit to tbespot. 

"Following wp a small stream, wbiich rums along a na,rr;ow strip of 
meadow that extends to the rear Of the fiields om the sou/theirn .side of the 
vdllage, as you recede from the culti-viatiiom aifd impipovements of nsan and 
approach the wilderiaess and primitive megligenee oif Hature, a sud- 
den tuirn to the left shuts you out. from the softene'd and beau/t/itui scene of 
miagled meafloiw and woodland and encloses you between two high ranges 
of Lainid that rise up on each side of you as abrupt and precipitous as tlLe 
waves of the Red Sea are said to have towered above the host ot Pharoah- 
The small stream is still muirmuring at your feet, amd pursuibg its way. 
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sometimes over, aad occasionally under, a luiaklass ■wiaicl.fall thai? the vio'. 
lemos oif some Boa-aia gust has stretched 'aoross its euTrent. For the dls- 
taiaee oif 100, perhap;; 150 yards, this .ravline is highly picturesque and 
a.ttraetive. It keeps uarroiwimg as you go on ; iits sides, whicii ^xs in 
most places crowned with trees and shrubbery to the very edge, orfer. 
moist alraguilar and attractive combin'ataomis, ajid you find your progress 
to some places nearly impeded by the low«r steps, so to speak, by which 
tine waters descend froim the highlands to the quiet vale below. Alter 
clambeiriimg up sundry ledges and rubral staircases formed by the project- 
iing points of rocks, old stumps, and beiadiing saplings, and after stopping 
a dioacn tiimies to ga:the(r breath or admdire tbe mimor beiauties which claim 
a poTtoom of your notice ere you arnive at the chief attraction., you come 
in sight o.f a steep rook, which, haviimg been thrown across the ravine, 
has for ag38 withstood thie efforts of the falLimg waters to. push it from 
its place or -wear it away. From the level of the clear pool at iits base to 
the summit over which a narrow and beautiful stream descends may be 
about fifty feet." 

"Lay thee down upon that rock my gentle traveller which the heat of 
the inootidiay has -warmed, despite the coolness of the neighbouring waters 
and there wii.th thy senses half lulled to forgetfulness by the murmers o'f 
the failMg stream, thy eyes half closed, and thy spiirit all imconscious 
oif eairfchly turmoils amd care, give thyself up to musing, for mever was 
therie a miOire,|ippropriiate spot than the Truro Falls for our old mien to 
see viisiionis .and our young men to dream dreams. You are as effectually 
shut out from the world as though, like Coloimel Boon, you were .at least 
oine hun'dred .miles from a human being, an.d, if yom are poetical, you may 
weavie .rhymes, if yoni are romanitc you may build castles in tbe air, and if 
you be la plain m.attte(r-of-facit man you may pursue your calculations by 
tlie sl'de of the TrurO' Falls without the slightest dianger of interruption. 
.Should you be advanoed in years, my gentle traveller, how m.ust you Siigh 
that time wiil not allow you a discount of twenty summers, and place by 
your side within the quiet shelter of this beautiful ravlme the chosen 
deity oif youx youthful adoration. Oh! would not her accents of ac- 
knowledged affection mingle delightfully with the falling waters ? and 
would not eveiry vow you uttered catch a solemnity and powier from the 
retired holiness of the scene ? Perhaps on that very rook where you re- 
climie many an expression of pure and sinless regard has burst from lips 
that, after long refusal, at length played the unconscious interpreters to 
the heart. Many a bhaste, and yet impassioned embra,ce, has made elo- 
quent lacknowledgement of all that the youmg heiart has dared to hope; 
and perhaps we err not when we say that there are a.inoDe our numerous 
readers many a oonjple, who while tasting the pleasures of the domestic 
circle, bless fhe balmy summer eve whcii they first strayed to the Truro 
Falls." 

Since the day when Mr. Howe wrote -thiis eloquen.t and beautiful pas- 
sage, who can say how often the fateis of young- people haive been decided 
uaideir the soothing influence of those diesoemidiinig waters. 

As la speiciinen of his compositioni on a diiflerent theme let us find room 
far hie diescription of tbe grave yard whiiich stood in the rear of the old 
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PreabyteiPlnin meetings ho/ueff, affld wlKlieh is iQcIutiied within tbse fences' of 
th« present cemeterry- 

"The grave yard," says Mr. Howe, "lies immediately in, the rear, and 
see, my gentle traveller, the gate is half unclois-ed, as though it would in- 
vite us to piass through and linger a 'moimemt among, the lowly beds of 
those whose spiribs have departed to a betteir world- He miuist have a. 
dull and sluggish soul -who can look withOTUt emotioiL oa the quiet 
graves oif the early settlers of this country — who can tread upon their 
mouldering bones without a thought of their privattoms and their toils — 
who cam from their tom-bis look upon the irural lovlimesa — 'the fmitfulnesB- 
and peace by which he is surroranded, nor drop a tear to the memories of 
the dead, who won^ by the stoutness oif theSi hearts and the sweat of 
tlieir brows, the blessings their childrem have omly to cherish and enjoy u 
who plumged into the forest, not as we do now, for a Summer day's ram.- 
ble, or lamiliour of tranquil musing, but to win a home from the rugged- 
ness oif unicultivated natuire, and in despite of the dnsky savag» thitrstiiing: 
far his blood. Oh ! for the muse of Gray to pour oat a befittiniig tribute 
to the dead. He caught fTom the sanctity and smitened associations- of. 
am English grave yard an inspiration that remidered him immioctal ; bat the 
graves among whioh he stood were the resting places oi mem whose liveiS' 
had been tfranq,uil and undisititrbed ; who had grown up amidst the fruit- 
fulness of a civiliBed and cultivated oonn/t-Ty, and had enjoyed, the protec- 
tiom of institutions long firmly established, amid the seouirity ajid. cheer- 
ing iniflueace of ancient usage. How niuich deeper wo^uld have beeini the 
tones of his harp had he stood where we now stand, had he been su.rr>ound- 
ed by the graves of tliose who found his couiutry a wilderness and left it 
a gardeoL; who pitched their tents amotng the solitudes of nature and left 
to their childrea her fairest charms, heightened by the sioiftening touch of 
art ; who had to build up institutions as they built vip their lowly dvsrell- 
inigs, but nevertheless bequeathed to their descendents the' security of set- 
tled government, the advantages of political freedom, the means of 
moral and religious improvement, which they laboured, to secure but 
never lived to enjoy. We have no Abbeys ot Cathedrals where our war- 
riors aad statesmen are preserved. We have mio monumental piles fraught 
with the deeds of other days, to claim a tribute from the passer-by. The 
lapse of ages, political vicissitudes, violent struggles, and accumulated 
wealth are necessary to the possession of these; but in- every village of 
our infant country we have the quiet graves ef tho«e who subdued the wJI- 
dermess, who beautified the land by theiir toils, and left not only the fruits 
of theitr la.bours, but the thoughts and feelings whioh cheeired th-em iu 
their soilitude, to cheer amd stimulate us -amidst the imterior trials and 
multiplied enijoyments of a moire advanced btate of society. May we, 
while contrasting the present with the past, never forget the debt ot 
gratitude we owe, and while standing beside the humfele graves of our 
emrly settlers, may we ever feel our ispirits a.-wakened by the recollection 
of their lives, our thoughts ennobled by the remembrance of their trials, 
anid OUT holiest and best resolves strenigthened with a portion of 
their Btrenfeth." 

We shall make bat onje more exttiracit from these pleasiinig papers. 
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Tan win irecoflect my allusioin to tliel'linlates oil Bachelor's Hall, their fun 
:ain.a frolics. Thehall was just at the toip of the hill, as yiou ascemtd, 
•the road from the interval. The river here is fringed- by a banli of red 
^saiTudstone, which extends firom the Holy well far up the stream. It 
foTmis a fine feature of the scenery from the opposite side of the river. 
Alomlg the slope of this bainfc the bacheloirs h'a.cl cut a path in, the saud- 
stoiiie, aibout haJf way up between theiriver etlge and the tap of the bank, 
•amid at the end of the path had built a spacioius bow«r. Here they re- 
sorted aa occasions of merriment or revelry. All this is beyomid the rec- 
oUectioin even of miiddle-aged men of the present day, but it was quite 
Jresli at the time of Mr. Howe's visit. Listen tO' his desoriptlon of 
the place. 

"Extending due east from the pirincipal inns and forming the south- 
'eru termination of what is called the "Hill," is a very steep bank of red 
>clay which the action, of the elements keeps continually wearing away and 
threatening, as it were, toi convert the upland of the worthy proprietors 
into very excellent intervale. Along tl;e sides and part of the brow of 
this baittk axe a range of trees, and beneath theiT shade in times gone by, 
as th* village tradition goes, there stood a irural bower. The Deity to 
whom it Tvas dedicated we could mot with accuracy ascertaiin,, but certain 
it is that it used to be the sceme of singular can^rip8 and orgies. The 
■peasantry who thereabouts do well are bold to declare that of a summer 
•©vendng lajs they passed alcmg, volumes oif smoke wonld be seeia bUTStmg 
fTom its leafy sides amd ascending in ^■lal^ied curls ini the balmiy air; but 
w^hether it smelt of brimstone or tobicco lias to this day remained a point 
■oif doubtful settlemeiit and given irise to much' rural ajnid "nice argu- 
m^(t." True it is th,it voices used to be heard, and sometimes a ringing 
and tinkling sound, like the meeting o.f friendly glasses, and ever and anon 
there would break forth from that laystlcal bo.wer the soumds of song, 
■-sometimes accompanaed by insbrumental'music, which the credulous pass- 
ser-by took for some fiftwdish scraping, but which the less timioirous be- 
lieve to have been, ths notes of a violiin. Theire were many things to 
strtegthen the. belief that hereabontis did dwell the very spirits of mls- 
'chie, ; fcir it was no uncommon thing for marvellous accounts of 
.slaughtered bears and chivalrous captains to b* sent to the Hall- 
fax n-ewsipapen-s bearing date at Truro, and purporting to be accurate 
-a,:!!! liaithful narratives of heroic and daring exploiits ; and on connubial 
o2Ciaj-ions a troop of cavalry would sometimes wheel up in Sroint of the 
bridal chamljer, and, discharging a volley of firearms in at the window, 
gallop lotf in the twinkling of a bedpoist; oir maybe a large standard 
would be found waiving firom some chiminey top, like the bamner of some 
feudial chieftain, from the loftiest battlement oif his castle, spireading 
terror and anxiety around. But these days aire passed — the mad spirits 
"who used to play such prainks .are eitheir &aUght ioi traps matrinnonial. 
amd, like the gentle Ariel, confined to the elects of their domestic hollow 
tjrees, or are scattered to other portl'oms Oif the Provinces, Where for 
wiaint oif countenance and example they aire forced to restraim, the bent 
of their humor apd conform to the even tenof of a more matter-of-fact 
existenice.'" 
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"The bower has fallen to earth ;its brainches are scattered aloaig the 
side oif the baaik and its leaves are daimcing on the breath of many a 
breeze, but from its site there is deeldedly oinie of the prettiest views of 
the coiuirse of the Salmoim Eiver that is to be found in the neighbourhood 
oit Truro." 

Many oif the allusions in this pa/ra.graph will be umderstoiod from what 
we have said in introducing it, but the reference to "slaughtered bears 
amid chivalipous captains" revives a fuiney incident of those days. A wor- 
thy iresidemt of the town had been in some way oomnected with military 
affairs ainid called himself Captain Wilson. This gentleman used to tell 
miaT-vellous stories amid was himself genierally the hero of them. The 
bacheloire of the hall soon took his meauiure and had great delight in turn- 
ing him into ridicule. One day in 1821 there appeared in, the "Acadian 
Recorder' la long and circumstanti al accorent of the killing of a bear 
by Oa.pt. Wilson, which set the whole towa I'a.ughing. The Captain's san- 
- guina.ry exploits, so far as he reported them, had hitherto not extended 
to that class of animals. When the newspaper arrived, the wags who 
had concocted the stoiry naturally took care to call on the old man, one 
after another, and ply him with endless questions about the time, the 
place, the weight, the size, the color, the length of ears and tail, etc., ask- 
ing for the minutest particulars.' It was in vain that he denied the 
story amd declared It to be a hoax. They insisted on believing it and 
pretended to impute his disavowal to modesty. So it went oni for a 
week or two, wheni out ca.me, in another issue of the "Recorder" what 
purported to be an affidavit in contii-adictian of the story, swora to by 
the hero himself, am.d expressed in these wo'rds : 

I, Captain Wilson, do declare, 
That I have never killed a. bear, 
Either at Truro or elsewhere. 

This is one specimen of the pnrmks played by the mad wa^-i of Bach- 
elor's Hall iln those days, to which allusiom is made In Mr. Howe's article. 

While Bible Hill was steadily loo'si'ng ground, this side of the river 
was steadily gaining it. It cheerfully miade room for the offioiaN, on 
their exoidus from the hill. Not only so, but this side of the river now 
begain to. feel the adlvaotage of its positiom, which entitled it to expect 
am accession of population from without. No better site for a towia. can 
be fOTiad an^ywhere than our broad plateau, extending as It does frocn the 
bank at the edge of the intervale southwards, to the base of the hills, 
amd strebchlng along the river for more tham a mile. Here was abun- 
d'amice of space, and the ground, much of which was gravel, afforded a 
toun.dation. for buildings at onqe solid amid dry. These oorasiderations 
had much to do with solving the questiom where the towia should be. That 
pioint onice settled the growth of a town was assured. The situation, of 
Truro-, in reference to- the rest of the oounty, points it out as the proper 
site oif the chief town. It is at the head of the uavigationi of the Bay. 
It is the centre of a fine agricultural coiiinty. From it roiajdls radiate in 
every direction— north, south, east a.md west— like the spokes of a wheel. 
Beginning north of the Bay and sweeping round in a, circle, we come a- 
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>il5rt>BS Brst the road to Onslow and Londonderry, and all the lower parts 
of the coumty. Then comes the road to Isgoinish and New Annan, then 
the old Toad to Tatamagouche, oiext that to North River and Earltown, 
the-n the rioiad to East Mountain and Salmooi River, then one to Greenfield, 
'then aaoither to Harmony and Middle Stewiacke, then one to Brookfleld 
and Lower Stewiacke, and finally we complete the circle om arriving at 
the Toad to Old Barns and Shubenacadie om the south side of the Bay. A 
towin. oiccupying a position so central, eould not fail to prosper as the 
Kjounty (prospered. Even before the railways readied us, Truro had made 
some measnire oif progress. Its shops furmishfed the population of the 
settlements on all these roads with the greater part of their supplies. 
By and by other events occurred, which conduced specially to the build- 
ing up of this part of the town. First oame the erectiom, of the Normal 
school, om the site where the mew building now stands. Tlien a bridge at 
the BD'ao-d Landing shortened the distaimce to Onslow by three miles. It 
saved that amount ol bravelling foi every person going to the North. It 
shoirtened by so much every trip of the miail to New Brunswick and 
Canada. It was therefore a great boon to the public. But then, it 
threw Bible Hill in the background. That place was no longer on the 
high road to Canada a;id tlie rest of the continent. Wlien finally the 
heart of our fin* plateau was selected a.s the site of the railway station, 
the triumph oif th:-* side of the river was complete. Since then it has 
Xrown and pro.-^pered at a rate of progress without a parallel in the 
history of our country towns. Happily, refinement and good taste have 
Tiept pace with the population, and we may say of Truro what can. 
■scarcely be said of aay other town of its size in the Prorvince, that the 
■poorest honse or cottage in it has its little garden patch in front, or- 
namen'ted with fjower^s, and separated from the street by a neat paling, 
llie whole inilJcatinj tlie good taste and thrift of the owner, and his love 
lof order and neatness, 

I have dwelt mainly on tlie material chaages which have taken place 
in our town. Time would fail me tospeak of the efforts made in early 
<lays to promote education and religion in the place. Much should be 
■said of the labors and devotion of the Rev. Mr. Cock, the earliest settled 
minister at this place, and of the Rev. Mr, Waddell, his successor. 
Fro-m 1770 down to the arrival of Rev. Dr. McCuIIoch in 1838, these 
men dispen.sed religious ordinances to the people of Truro. Thus three 
ministers have between them bridgied over the long period of over a cen- 
tury, which has Imitervened between the arrival of Rev. ^r. Cock and the 
pre=!ent day. Wlaen the Rev. Dr. MeCuUoch came among" us, Truro was 
in the state of progress indicated by my map. There was then but one 
Presbyterian congregation where there are now six. 

When all Truro worshipped at tlie old meeting house, which stood 
on ground now enclosed within the cemetery, it was a goodly sight to 
see the people streaming from all points of the compass to the house ol 
iGfad. Firoim Onslow and East Mountain, from Bible Hill and up the riv- 
•Br, from Halifax Road, Lower Village and Old Barns, came the gather- 
ing—on foot, on horseback — often two on a horse — in carriages, such as 
we have seen in the pirooession tO'day — of every shape anid build, (except 
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perhaps, those of the class familiar to mad'erm eyes,) fording streams- 
some evem at loiw tide wading aoross the Bay. Thus they thTomged to tlie 
Samctuary. These were the days of long sermons. Two or three hours 
of (religious exercises were followed by an in'termdssion of fifteen minutes. 
This, Im summer, was spent by the people under the shade of the old spruce 
trees, whi'Oh then stood in front of the church on the opposite side of the 
road. There they partook oi the refreshmem'ts they ha,d brought from 
their hoimes. It was a charming quarter of an hour. It passed awayl 
with toarvellous rapidity. Kverybody enjoyed it, the young pajrtlcular- 
ly. When the time allotted had expired and the people began to wend 
their way back to church for three hours more of religious exercises, am 
acute observer might have detected cm the faces, at all events of the boys 
anad girls, am expression that betokeined a wish either that the sermioms 
were shorter, or if that could not be, at leasit that the intermissions were 
longer. 

I have inat spokeni of the other denominations, because in early times 
the greater part oit the people were Presbyterians. At first all were so, 
anid it was only by secession from people of that creed and by the arrival 
of mewcomeirs from without, that theother demominatlone grew to the po- 
sitioai, as 'regards numbers and respectability, which they hold at this 
moment. Nor have I time to tell of the events which plreceeded, or ac- 
compamled, or followed the constriictioni of the buildiniga which have 
made Truro the centre of the commo.n sichool education of the Province. 
Much less can I tell of that long line of public men, who halve represent- 
ed us im the Assembly, fircm the year 1766, when old David A'rchibiild 
first took his seat for Truro, dowm to the pTesent time. On this point 
let me mention, in paissing a circumstarrioe which I do not think has oc- 
curred in any other county of the PTOvimee in connection with the rep- 
resentation. In the long perio'd of 116 yeains during which O'Ur constit- 
uency hais existed, the family of theMrst member has furmlshed four rep- 
resenitatives in lineal descent one from the other, while the famJly of a 
youTiger brother of his has furnished three members in as many different 
generatioims. It is clear therefore that that family had had its full 
share of public homors, and it was quite time for it toi stand aside for 
othens to take their turn^ 

But the wanan|5 time bids me bTing my loibservaitions to a close. 
Let me say in concluding that the progress madte by Truro withlni tlie 
paiSt few years justifies the hope of a proisperous future. As the cea- 
tire oif a fine agricultural county, it would be assured under any cir- 
oumistances of a oonitinuous— eyen if only a moderate support. The 
site admits of an. indefinite extension in all directions. It affords every 
convenience for carrying on industrial enterprises. As regards railways 
the position of Truro fits it for being a distributing centre. There can- 
not be 'a doubt therefore that so far as physical coniditions are con- 
cerned, everything is favorable for the growth of the towm. These are 
very importanit considerations— indeed almost imdispensible— but they will 
not of themselves make a town. One thin.g miore Is wanted, and that is a 
spirit of energy and enterprise among its people. That spirit has creat- 
ed towmis where many oif our advantages were wamting, but without it 
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all the advaaibages in the -woirld will not avail. , It ia this which creates 
Industrial Undertakings that employ an'd reward labor. These invite pop- 
Tilatioin, create wealth, ini short make wliat im American, parlance is called 
a 'live' city. 01 this spirit our people have shown oif la^te that they have 
a goodly sliaire. What has beemi done is a fair measure of what we ma^ 
expect to be d'Oine. 

Let each of us do what im. him lies to promote the interests of the 
town. Let us feel for the place as a whole, somethinig oil the regard we 
have for the part of it which belongs to us imdividually. , Let us take 
pleasure in the sight oif other houses as neat and tidy as our own — of 
other gardenia blooming witli flowers like out own — of streets as clean and 
skirted by trees as beautiful as are the streets anid the trees which are 
nearest our own places. Let us delight in the evidence oif culture and 
refinement all around! us. We will thus make our towm an object of 
beauty ais wpll as7 a place orf business, aod. may cherish a pride in It 
which these things will amply justify. 

, Then liet us encouirage in every way im our power the esitablishment 
aimcng us of every industrial enterprise that loiffers a reasooiable pros- 
pect of success. Let us welcome to our midist; every mani who can bring 
with him skill asa'd eniargy, industry amid priobity, and who will place these 
qualities ajt our service im' building up our town'. 

I trust that one effect of this celebnation will be to increase the in- 

. teresfc we take ia ourpast and presenit, bo knit us more closely together 

as members o( one communiity, and to. iiniduce ua, however much we may 

differ am other matters of more or lesa imipiortance, to work together 

with ame heairt and one mind for the bfiist imterests of our beloved town. 



HDDRESS ■

Mr. Mayor, Ladies and Gentlemen: 

McGregor in hie British America remarked of the place whose Na- 
tal Day is now being celebrated, "Truro, the moist beautiful village in 
Nova Scoitia, and as far as my impresaioms go, the preittiest I have seen 
in Am^eriea, is situated on the south eide of the Salmon^ Elver, at the 
head of the Minas branch ol the Bay of Pumdy." It comes within the 
limits of the township bearing the same name, containing 80,000 acres, 
bounded north by the Cobequid Bay, south by the Stewiacke settlementSj 
east by Gnreenfield, and west by Shubenlacadie Elver. It is the principal 
place of importanice, as well as the shire town of the county of Colches- 
ter, the niOBft cenitral one of eighteen foirmimg our fine Provlnice, and 
doubtless was called after Truro at the mouth of the Elver Fialle, ia 
Cornwall, England, a place memorable in Bxitlsli history for the sur- 
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remder of t^ord Hopetoiii's tr'oops to' Gefnerai Fairfax, after the battle- off 
Nasby. 

The remoival of the French frorn^ Notir Scotia, narrated with some 
want oif accuracy as to the impending circumstances, thovig'h most beaU' 
tiiuUy aiad pathetically described, by LoingleUow, In his "E-vengeline,"' 
led to the settlement of Truro and oitber parts oi the Provimce with a 
desirable class of British subjects. Shortly after that uatortunate oc 
curreace. His Excellency Governor Lawirtace, issued proclamations tc 
iinduce immigration to the places the Aciaidians had occupied, and on the 
ninth of November, 1757, wrote the Loirds of Trade "that he was well 
eoTivinfied 20,000 families might be commodiously settled ia thos» local- 
ities," iacluding Cobequid, the fO'rmer District aad present county of 
Colchester. The proclaimations were attended wltli the most desirable 
results for the welfare of Nova Scotia, not the least Important of which- 
was the settlem«iiit of theCobeauid towaship& by an Eiiglish.-8peaking: 
popula.tionv 

Governor Xawrence's version of the success aittendlng bis- pnoclama- 
tions "for encouraging the introduction and estabUshmeut of substamtial 
settlers on the evacuated lands oif the Provimce" may not be uniateresting; 
in connection with some of the leading events in the history of the town 
settled under them one hundred and tweinty-one or one hundred and. twen- 
ty-two years ago. 

Id writing to. the Lords of Trade oai the 20th of Seiptettnber, 1739, he 
stated "that in consequence thereof, am extraordinary spirit for accom- 
plishing this desirable end diffused Itself through' tlie neighbouring colo- 
nies, and that no damp might be thrown upon it by w^aiting for particu- 
lar instructions from them regarding the Grants, he and his council bad 
disposed Oif the fairest portions of the Province in the most unqualified 
and ample manner. He was aprehemsive' that delay for such instruct i-onisi 
might be attended with oonisequehces that wonld pro<ve fatal to the' 
progress amd prosperitiy of the Provimce, in immediate' prOiSpect. Per- 
sons were then engaging' for six or eig'ht townships, and he had no doubt 
that every acre oif cleared land in Noiva Scotia, ats well as the whole 
coast from Halifax to Cape Sable; would be peopled soomer thaai ijre- 
viously had beeai conceived poss'ibie. The only measure taken in the man- 
agement oi the business of which he apprebemded their tordships might 
moit perfectly approve, was that ofimcurring some expense in fixing the 
first settlers. 

He was sensible their Lordshfps would esteem the laaids sufficiently 
valuable in themselves to tetaupt settlers without any other comsider- 
aticini, and that the expense of tramspoTtation and 0<f com to be pur- 
chased, as (pTomised in. the Mi^nute oif Council, miglit have been spared. 
That uptom this poiolt the Coiincil deliberated much and spared no paintr 
to satisfy the oommlittee appointed by the people to take up the lamids, 
that they could ini reason expect no such aseifftance, but without effect. 
They were not to be Worked upon, amd had they refused the bounty^ 
they asked, 'who. were the people who broke the ice, (as they expressed 
themiselves) he had gtood rea.son to apprehend, that as they were the 
first, they would be the last and oinly ones Been on that errand. They 



would have returned disgusted, and givea such a description of the coun- 
try as must have ddscoiuraged others from ever thinking ol it. For these 
reasoms he and his Council ventured Da the measure, esteeming it to he 
the right one, ini humble confidence, Vi'hen faiHy represenited, It might 
find favor with their Lordships. As such .numbers had folloiwed he flat- 
tered himself more fham ever that it would -amd concluded by saying "the 
Pro'vimce now bids fair to'be of high importiaince to the public, to grow 
rich amd populous at once," and he trusted that it would be able ere long 
to get out of its leadEng strings and be iin a position to repay the Mother 
Ooumtry, with interest, the hea.vy expense of nursing it in Its infancy. 

It w<ais originfllly Initended that tli'e townships of Truro and Onslow 
should each be laid out far the recepition of two hundred families, but 
0!ii account of the first settlers complaining that they found the marshes 
less extensive than they had expected, the Government on 13th July, 
J761, 'decided to reduce the rights in each toiwnship to 150. 

Fifty-three families were brought to Truro with their stocks, at the 
expense of Government and supplied with 600 bushels of seed coirn, for 
planting during the m'Onth of May, 1761. 

Haliburton states that the first British settlers were Irish emigrants 
from Loindonderry and its adjoining counties, to New Ha,mip8hiTe, from 
whence they were remoivBd to this Province by Colonel McNutt,* who 
was the agent of many settlements both in the United States and Kova 
Scotia. Also, that- in July, 1759, a volunteer Corps was raised to serve 
in Fort Cumberland, in which were a number of Irish from New Hamp- 
shire. Same pf them, im. consequence df the 'proclamations of Governor 
Lawrence, visited Truro, and in the followimg year, 1761, returned with 
' several families of their countrymen lamd made their first effectual settle- 
ment. 

It also appears that Joseph lien die and fifty-five others, principally 
of Bostoin, Mass., under date of December, 20, 1759, expressed their de- 
sire, im a petition to the Government, for rights of land in the township 
of Trueroiw, which thoy promised to settle in accordance with the Gov- 
ernor's Grant. Some of their names, viz: Hunter, Bell, Moiore, Johnson, 
Caldwell, Savage, Sco*t and Dunlap ; a few years later, though im some 
instances the representatives of those who signed, were included in the 
township Grant, and a small number found & place among the Onslow 
Grantees. 

Oin the 19th April, 176'1, Sylvamus Cobb, master. of the sloop York 
and Halifax, received the following sailing orders fromi Government : "To 
sail immediately for Boetan, and to receive such settlers for Truro amd 
Oinslow as Mr. Hancock shall d.:rect oin board the sloop, at your com- 
mamd, and also on board thetranspoirt sloop. To inform Mr. Hia<ncock 
that the sloop Cumberlamd, iCaptaim JoaaAhan Moreconib, now bound for 
the Bay of Fundy, will, on dischargi'ng her cargo there, proceed to Bos- 
ton to take on board settlers for Truro land Onslow. Mr. Hancock has 
, directions to provide transportation for twenty-six, of whom Mr. Gam- 

* Note. — It does not appear from the Mss documents in the Nova Scotia 
archives, collected since Halburtoii's time, that Colonel McNutt had anything 
whatever to do with the settlement of either Truro or Onslow. I. L. 
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ba I is the principal, and who have been recornmended by Mr. Morelieadr 
and you will take care bo accommodate them im the best manner ojf wliicbi 
you are capable, in. prerferenoe to any others," 

On the 25th of May following, liuie enough for C(>bb> to> hjare return- 
ed with Gambal and his associates, Charles Morris, Chief Land Sarveyor,. 
received instructione "to l^ay out and aid in settUng. tlie. toiwnsivips' at 
Cobequid as many of the settlers had arrived." 

The fiirst settlers were unable to obtain a GSirant oif their lands until 
five yea/rs after their settlement. They aippear in common, with the- in- 
habitanits oif the other neigtabourlng towin.s'hips, to lianvff had great diffi- 
culty in p'rocuring. their Grant, in camseqtuence' of, as stated by Mr, Hali- 
burtom, opposition in Halifax. This untoward event occasioned them 
much umeasiness, and their discontent manifested itself on several im-^ 
porta-mt occasions for many years afterwards. The difficulties in the 
way of issuing the township Gfraats under Governor LawrMice's procla- 
matioms arose from thie BoaPdi of Trade and Plantatioos disapproving of 
the course pursued by him imi promising free Gramts of the cultivated^ 
lands and dyke marshes otf the French. The Board thougbt that they 
should have beem s'oldf at a moderate' price' to the settlers from tine old 
Colonies, who, they supposerd would l>e possessed of some means. This/ 
retarded the Grants, and no doubt is the explamatioo of "the opposition 
in Halifax" referred to by Mr. Haliburtom in his history of Nova Scotia.- 

The Truro Gramt was signed by His Excellency'Montague 'Wilmiot, on. 
the 31st October, 1765, pursuamt to His Majesty's Inatruetlone of 20th 
May, 1763. It comiveys all manner of irights, royaltres, privileges, fran- 
chises and appurtenances, wlthotft any exoeptioms or reservaitions. The- 
quit rant was one shilling' sterting fo>r every fifty acres, payable after 
tea yea(rs, and so to coatinue payable yeajly afterwards. As the col' 
lectioin' of this rent hae ceased since 1772, none became due oir payable un- 
der the Gramt, 'The Grantees numbered eighty-two, each of whom, were' 
required within, three years to clear and work three acres for every fifty, 
draiiin three of marsh if any on his lot, aind put and keep on his land three 
neat cattle and six hogs, till three acres foir every fifty were fully clear- 
ed and impiroved. But if no part of the laiuid was fit for eultivation with- 
out mamuring and improving the same, each Grantee was required with- 
in three j ears to erect on part of it a dwelliinig homse twemty feet by 
sixteen, and also put thereon threa neat cattle and six hogs for every 
fifty acres, or if withim three years a GrajntCe employed one good and 
able hand for every hundred acres, to quarry etome, coal, or other mines, 
it was to he accounted to him a sufficient planting cultivation and im- 
provement ito save forever from forfeiture fifty acres of lanid, according' 
to the conditions about grounds and marshes includted in the Patent. 
Proof of the performamce of these eomditioos was to be recorded, ■with 
copy of the Patemt, with Eegistrar of deeds where lands lay.

Foir ai While the settlers lived in great terror of the Indiians, and 
a stockaded fort was for some time thelT resort at night. It stood up- 
on the lovr upland promontory which projects into the intervales north- 
w^aird Oif Flemming's barn and the Presbyterian Seminary. It was soon 
abamdomed, as the settlers were not long in leairning that their fears were 
girouffldless. They were led to enteTtain tliem from information receiv- 
ed on tlieir arrival fro^ni. Halifax. Tliey were cautioned) against the hos- 
tile intentions of the Indians, and were particularly warned abo.ut a large 
«amp at Pietou. After reaching T/uro they sent a pa?ty to Pictou to 
ascertain! the truth of such alarming Imtelligence. Tom Archibald, Eph- 
riam Howard and John Oughterson volunteerej for this service. In pros- 
ecuticng it, they came to high land, 'not far from Pictou as they suppos- 
ed, when tliey concluded that one of them shoiuld climb the tallest tiree, 
to see i! Pictou Harbor was visible. The tree was selected, wliem Ough- 
1>on said to Archibald, "Mount, To.n," from which circumstaince the Hill 
received the name of "Mount Tom," which it sitill refrains. On a second 
i;eak during their journey, Howard was requested to. ascemd a tree and 
report whait he could see, which gave the 'n.aim.e of ".•louuit Bphlriam" to 
th? elevation, Froim another eminence Pictom Haffbor was seen in the 
(list-aince, with a solitary canoe on its surface, from which they con- 
cluded the Indians of Pictou were not very numerous. They returned 
amd m;ade such a report as allayed the fears of their associates, and led 
them to believe they had been uunecessairily alarmed, to Imduce them to 
settle at Halifax or elsewhere. 

The 'first English child born in Truro, was Elizabeth), daughter of 
William and Jennet Kennedy. Her birth took place om the 2oth of Oc- 
tober, 1761. .i.fter she grew up she becara'C the wife of James Dickie. 
On his death, she married Adam Duntep ; anid after becoming a Widow a 
*ecomid time, concluded a matlrimoniial alliamce with George McDonnell ■ 
of Pictou. 

The first marriage lin the township was celebrated 00/ the 6th of 
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December, 1763, between James DuQlaip auii Mary Johnson, both of the 
Lower Village of Truro. Their fifth eoia, Thomas, lived there a bach- 
elor, till the 7th oif September, 1862, having attained the age of 84 
yeairs. He left one of the finest farms m the county to his nephew, 
Thomas Dunlap. Several o* the samie mame and family reside at Lower 
Village aind other parts of Colchester, where Dunlap is a synonym for 
thrifty farmer. 

The ea'rliest death took place eiglit diays after the arrival of the 
first settlers. It was that ol widow Miller, mother of AlesaBder Miller, 
aind great-grandmother of the late Thomiae Miller, author of an. "His- 
toirical arad Geneological 'Eecord of the Fiiret Settlers oif Colchester 
Ooumity," one o( the most valuable works ever published ioi Nova. Scotia. 

Tills led to the selection); o^f the pl<a.ce o.r burial om Lower Village Road, 
mow called Eobie Sto-eet, where the ire-.Haimj of several of the early set- 
tlors quietly repose, and in which so much iiQiterest Is now taken by the 
people of Truro. 

The seoou'd person buried in the cemetery, so far as is kimown, was 
Mrs. Jamie Savage, and the inscription on her tombstone miaiy be given as 
the oldest ini the ground : "Here lyes ye body of Mrs. Jame Savage, 
wife to Mr. Johm Savage, who departed this life Apiril the 3rd, 1767, 
aged 24 years." 

"From guile, deceit and malice free. 
Lovely ia.nd pleasant in her life 
And at her death was she." 

John. McKeen, Esq., a,nd his wife Mairtha Cargill, who both died De- 
cember 30th, 1767, were the next iMrsoms interred,. Following them may 
be meationed Andrew Oammell, of Lower Village, killed by the falling 
of a tree, 8th March, 1769, and Sarah Whidden, aged 17, drowned at 
Boa/rd Landing, August 18th, 1770. 

After this date headstones were generally erected at the graves of 
the pirioicipal deceased inhabitants and it iis unnecessary. further to refer 
to names that may be gathered from theiir inscriptions by all who take an 
interest iti visiting the spot characterized by an aticient poet as 

The port of rest from troublous toyle, 
The world's sweet iii.n from paine and weari- 
some tuirmoyle." 

and round which so many hallowed memories cluster. Such a visit cannot 
fail to (recall to the miin/d of those conversa.nt with the histoa-y of the place, 
mamy pleasing reminiscences of the mea and women who lived in Truro 
one hundred years ago, and who died duri'iLg the last century and former 
jiairt of this ; or fond recollections of more recently departed relatives 
and friends, whose memory is cherished with the fondest affection. To 
the former class belong the brothers Major David, Samuel and Thomas 
Archibald; Elizabeth, wife of Major David Archibald ; Lieut. John John- 
son. ; Capt. Matthew Taylor ; William Fisher ; James Yuill, Esquire, and 
his son James : John Oughterson ; Reverends TDa.niel Cock and John Wad- 
'lell ; Colonels Thomas Pearson and Jotham Blanchard ; Major John 



* ArchTbaVa ; T&octor John Sarris ; Abmer Doggett ; Jajnes Kent ; John 
•Smith ; Jaseph Nottlnig ; James Uunlap aad several others, whose names 
as the first ministers, elders, militia officers, reipresen/tatiTes to Parlia- 
ment, Deputy Sheiriffs, Justices of the Peace, Doctors, or useful citizens 
In the miare priv^ate walkis of life, are still familiar in every bousehold. 

WlthoBUt referring to other cemeteries af more receat diafce, to the ex- 
'Clusioin of some matteirs that should be men.tioined on an occasion like 
the preiscn.t, before paasing to another subject let me tate time to givie 
^he iinscriiptlon from the only tombstane which, until a few years ago, 
«tood iin the old French and Indian burial groun-d, on Savage's Island, Low- 
«er Village, Truro. On, one side of the monument it read thus : 

■"Mre. Margaret Kavsunagh, the widow of Mr. Law'ce. KaTan^ 

agh, in the 52nd yean* of her age, and Mrs. loney Murpihy, her dis- 

taint irelative, aged 92 years." 

''After supporting this iife in lovfe a.nd charity with prudence, 
fortitude a<nd contentment, as if one soul had animated both bod- 
ies. They dcpatrted An., Dom, 1775, in the month of November, 
Maxgaret on the 14th day, and loney the day thereafter. To the 
nfemoiry ^of these two worthy persons James the affectionate son 
of Mr, and Mrs.' Kavanagh hath caused this atcne to be erected." 
Jind on thfe reverse' sJde as follows^

As early as 17^2-3 Justices of the Peace were appoiaiifced, and Mi- 
litia organised in tli,e townships — David Archibald, one oi four brothers, 
Irom whom all the Archibalds in No v.a Scotia amd many of the neighbor- 
ing ProTinces and States are descended — Was the fiirst Justice as well as 
tiie first Militia, pfiicer In Truro. He w.as also the fiTst representative 
■of the tovTOiiShip in the General Assembly oif the Proivince. He is known 
and is now spoken of, as Major David Arcthibald. As a magistrate ho 
w^as imipartlal, but extremely eccemtric in his ad,ministratlon of Justice. 
It was mo tincommon thing fOT him to came of fenders with his own hands. 
Having found two boys belonging to the settlemetat stealing apples on a 
Suiniday from his garden, he locked them up im his cellar. At their pa- 
recits' request he set them at liberty, but on the comdition that the boys 
ah'buld be" brought before him on Moiada.y, when he tied them to one of 
the trees frdih 'v^hich the apples had beem t'aJi:en, and caned them himself.

Same time aifiter Mr. Archibald's appoinltmeiit as a Jlistice, two oth- 
ers were associatedi with him ia the commissiioin of the Peace, wlien Capt. 
John McKeen, who boire tlie reputatian oJ being tlie wittiest man among 
the sebtlers, was heard) to. say in' the 'public hoiuse that there were oiae 
humdred magistrates in Truro. That camlnot be, said a bystander, for 
there a.re scarcely that niumber of piairaoas in the pluce ; when Mr. McKeen 
bet a piinit of brandty that his assertioin wars correct, and asked the party 
challenged to name the Justices and he would count them. David Archi- 
bald was mamed, when McKeen said "One," tlie seconid squire of the vill- 
age was then mentioned, when McKeen said "Yooi doni't call him a magis- 
trate, put him do'wm as a cipher." The third aoid only remaining Jus- 
tice wais then, referred to, when McKeen said"He is no betiter than the last, 
con/sid'^r him ae naught and I have my huindred, and now for the brandy." 

Other jokes of this huniorsome m.i;a were, like good storie.s, worth re- 
peating. Several of them have come down through the century, and in 
passing, one connectedi with the first i'atelligence in the Oounty of the 
deatli of Governor Wilmot may be meiationed. About the 20th May, 1766, 
Mr. Mckeeu went to Halifax, and on the way put up at a roadside inm 
where he found the proprietor v«ry uniwell. Returning shortly after 
the 23rd of the moinfth, the sick mam. inf ormed him thait during his absence 
he^had beem at death's gates, to wliich McKeera ireplied, "Then did you see 
His Excellency ae he passed through V" 

In the year 1792 the Truro people, In congunction with the settlers of 
Brooktield, experienced some annoya/nce in the location of that portion 
of the road from Halifax to Pictou then oipened, and leading through 
both places. Previously there were two bridle paths, or blazed tracks 
through the wooHb, omie leading fromLower Villa,ge past Brookfield, the 
other from Truro, mow known a.s Young's Road, meeting the first at a 
place called "Tucker's Clearimg." O.ie of these tracks was to be opened 
at public expense, and fo.rm part of vhe great Pictou Road, The Gov- 
ernment left it to. the Truro, Brookfield Bind Lo'weT Village people to de- 
cid;e which shO'Uld harve the pirefere,nce. ' The Lower VilLaigsrs, headed 
by Lieut. John Johnson insisted on the establishment of the fo.rmer line, 
while the Tiruro and Brookfield peo.ple were stromgly in favor of the lat- 
ter. It was fiinially settled by a bet of five galloims of rum, that a man of 
Truro would walk the road his people wanted in less time than the Low- 
er Villagers could find anyone to walk the oine 'Of their choice, a.nd that if 
the expectations of the T.ruro people were moit realized, they lo.st the rum 
and the Toad. The day for the walking match was named. Long John 
Archibald was chosen, for the Truro 'poute, a.nd William, Jo.hn,son for the 
Lo.wer Village one. At the appointed time both started. The Lower 
Villagers had a horse concealed on the track for their man to ride upon, 
which he did the best pairt of the way, ais fast as the state ojf the roadi ad- 
mitted. The result wa.s that JohTiso.in rea,ched the clearing and walked 
•a,b6!ut twenty rofle on Young's road toiwa'Pdls Truroi, whem he met Archi- 
bal'd. The Lower Village section of road was thereupon confirmed 
tho.ugh for miapiy years it has been, abaiadloned as a leading thoiroughtare. 
It is no'w known ap pai."it ai the "old Halifax roadu" The mann.er in which 
it was obtaiined was kept a profound secmet by the 'parties concerned for 



six or se\ieii yeiars, ■when it came out on a trial iii court. Tiie late parson 
Waddell cia being made aociuainted with the ciircumstance in BroiokJield, 
declii.ved "He did nioit hesitate to say it was the most scanidalous tran- 
sact.' i.i h* had ever heard al." 

Tlie nirsrt settlers alloiwe'd' very few years to ipasa before, they erected 
a hou3« im which to worship God. This building stood in the Cemetery 
a.Tid coivered the burial lot niow owned by Ee'v. Dr. McCulioioh. It was 
boarded im as early as June, 1767, William McNutt, father of "Rul'us, 
framed the house one year and the Onslow church the next. A Mr. Moore 
wais greatly aenoyedi because he did net get the co'ntract, so much so Mc- 
Nutt. was afiraidi lie would do him some injury, and therefore cautioned 
his app'rentice, (father of late Daniel Bliai'-, Oinsloiw,) "to measure the ten 
fooit pole every mpriaiing before commencinig wo<rk. The measurement on 
one occaision proved an inch less than left the pirevioais evening. In fra^m- 
Ing tlie building the united strength of every miaia. and wo:man in the set 
tlemem t wais called inrto requisition im hanjdling the raising pike. 

In November, 1762, the settlers wrote to Colonel McNutt to procure 
them a seceder clergymaJii from Glasgow. At the time, this aipplicatiomi 
met wiith no success ; but four years afterwards the Reveretad Samuel 
KJnlock was sent out to themi He rema.jaed in Truro^ where he refused 
to 'accept a call from the people, three yeiars, amd returned to Scotland 
early im 1769. Mr. Kinlock was the isecomid Presbyterian minister who 
visited Nova Scotia, the Rev. James Lyom. of Prince Town, New Jersey, 
who arrived at Halifax early in 1765, beimg the first. Mr. Lyon v?<ais a 
member of the Philadelphia Company. He pireached for some time at 
Pictou, where a; brook is called for him. He alterwarde performed mis- 
eiomairy work at Windsor, where he remiaiined a ehorf 'while, when, he re- 
moved to Onislo'w, niad atayed long enough to become a Gramtee of that 
towfaship, before leaving the Province iin 1771. 

In consequence of numeirous petitiomis firom Nova, Scotia, and other 
parts of America, the Associate Syniod of Scotland, at its meeting in Aug- 
ust, 1757, aippoinied Mr. Daniel Cock to set out to Amerioa, in about six 
weeks, oir two inonlths, on his being ready amid a ship offering. The ap- 
poimtment, which for various reasons was mot fulfilled; at the ptroper time, 
wais remewe'd at the meeting in August, 1759, when: it wae alsoi agireed 
thalt the Rev. David Smith of St. Andtew's, shioiuld be loosed from hie 
charrge amd accompany him. Their imstiructions were tOi repair as soon 
as 'pioissible to the petitiomiets in Nova Scotia, in ordfer to disipienise the or- 
di/hances oif the Gospel among them, and certain discretionary powers 
were al towed them thereafter. Mr. Cock proceeded forthwith to his 
destimaAion, and being called to Truro. so.oin. aifter his arrival, his connee- 
tiom -with the congregation at Greenock 'was dissolved. Mr. Smith fol- 
lowed im the summeJ* oif 1771, and it so happened that while Mir. Coci 
lam/ded first and Immediately after received .a call, yet havimig left Truro 
for a time, Mr. Smith, who arrived in the interval, was settled in Lon- 
donderry in his labsence, and was thus the first mlnaster ol the Associate 
Syiaoid •who actually entered on the permanent charge of a congregation 
im Nova Scotia. 

The call to Parsoni Cock bears date Sepitembeir 13, 1770. It was 
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signed by B6v,eh efd&l-s, viz : David Arehibaild; John Xo'hnsoh, ■Wiillaffl FIb'S^"-- 
er, Jamee Johnson, Robert Hunter, John Savage and Sahluel Airchlbald,.'. 
besides forty-four other adherents of the Presbyteriani church at Truro^i 
only two oif whom weire uaa.ble to sign their names. The elders were 
pro'bably oif Mr. Kiialoclt's church. The Bigmatures to' the' ■ diocumente^- 
w©re;witmessed by Ephriam Howard and Wm^ Blair, Onslow freeholder8.-L- 

Br. McGregor iD> recording his first visit to Tru-rty deBCribes- Mr.- 
Smith las a mao oi more learning and penetraitionj but less amiable than , 
M.r. Cock. Mr. Cock he represeBted as "a maaj of warmpietjr, kindman-- 
in«r and primitive simpllcirty." 

Mr. lOock preached in Truro and €)iiBlow',- anrd succesdeti in ig&therlng' 
good cwigregatlons ia both places, where Me mlpJlstry was, prosperous 
amd successful for many years. _ It abouiwled With good, menan^ gf^fl'V 
Christi'aos ; and be occasionally- visited youaig settlements ln(j,the... sur,- 
orounding conptry. In 1798 tfiis goo,d m%n obtained a colleague fronb 
8cortla.nd in the peinBoitt af'the Rev. J^olin Wiidd'^11, who for, mainy years "as 
a-iso'U with the father, served with him in the Gospel/' and survived hint.., 
Pairs oiu OoCk died oii, the. 17th of March, 1805, 'ag^d 88' years. The old> 
people speak with delight of the great gatheriings they,iffltS3tly hf&d on. 
Saorameaital occasions in his and Mr. Waddeu's tlnse- 1?ru^'o was- theat;. 
Cibneidered as a ' kjnd of Gospel Jerusial&m to which thje tffibcs 'rtepalrett' 
at stated times to 'piy their vows. It was regarded iia early days as- the 
metropolis of PresbyterianisJEf, — a narmog mothe* to- yaimg' con»mwnltiee 
r-anid claims a higher origin than even Pictou itself, tlie great rendie*- 
v'ous of John Knoi's oiwn childiren. 

The Rev. John Waddell laboured in th^ oongl-egaieloin' <M T^nHro afld 
Onslow far twenty years, and afterwiairds- in 'Pruro alone fdr eighteeft 
yeaie. He Was a, native oif Clydjesdal-e, Scotland, born of credit*b4epar' 
ents in the paJ^ish of Shotts, and received the eleaiiienits at a libiaral edu' 
cation in the parish school — and those schools are the pride and OFna>menb 
of that couiiitry. He was educated at the college of Glasgow' and bo»re- 
the honors of that University, and he stttdied divinity at Selkirk- under Dr- 
Jjawson. Some men might have stood higher im the fie9d of intellect, unS, 
some miight have dirurak deeper of the fouimtain of science:, bi*t few' mete 
were better fitted<^in all respects for beimg' succesfffud and aeceptidble miu" 
Isters than, Mr. "Wa^elK He earned an hsoneat repatatloit^ ieyp nearly- 
half a cem.turjt'in spreading pure Christianity over the htlls and valleyir- 
.of Qolchesteir. The people of TiTuf o' aid Onslow wete beHpBtJT 1» having; such; 
a niimiisteir, and he was happy in having ettch a Congregation-, who ap-- 
■j^rcclaited hi«, labours and respected his counsels ; theiy svtsbained an^ ■ 
-supported him in old age and honored him in deatlf.. Wliieli f|*! came- tcii , 
Truro he found it a. wilderness, and he left it a berautif «1, and rising ,vilr - 
lage, with an indiistrious a^d intelligent population. He died, at frurc , 
on Sunday, 13th November, 1843, in the .7'iftb year oif, Ijli? agei , At the • 
time of his interment a traveller paissed thpongh Tr^l^o aimd Was ^ston.' 
Ished to find the shops all shut and the village bereft of its tabaWt^ntev 
He could only see one woman and a few childre» to tell bimi tbat the- 
whole people had followed their beloved pastor to th» grave. Be had 
baptized them, he bad oaited them in wedlock, he bad blessed tbem, auS 
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tUey were'-ainxiQUs to catch a iaat look of the- departed. prophet. "While 
the great and the little slesp to^&ther m silence and im dafkness, the 
righteous are held io teverlasting remembrance ; their actions smell sweet 
and. blossom from the grave." 

In 1830. the Kev. "William (now Doctor) McCuHooh, son of thelate Eev. 
ti7. Tlios. McCuUooh, of Pio.tbu Academy fame, Was ordaiaed assistant and 
succeseo.r to Mr. Waididell. Mr. McCuUoch -was then a young mail of good 
talents, ol an amiable ai8i>'osition and high promise; ,Eor forty-three 
years he has laboured 'as a Christian minister most faithfully and suc- 
cessfully at Trur.oi. •• During the whole of this longi perioid). of active min- 
i8t.eriial.,toll, he hasiiprov'ed himself in all irespects a most worthy sue- 
(jessor tOjiJjton Waiflafell'i whose name, had he died in India olr Africa, would 
have been chronicled' th the 'face of Euroipe. 

The church In the cemetery was occupied by Dr. Mcculloch's con- 
gregation 'till 1854 Or 1855, when the buildiing In the centire of the town 
known as the "First Presbyterian church" was openedvfor -public wor- 
ship. In 1857 Simon K. Ka.ton converted the old church iniitoi a. temper- 
ance hall. It stan&s om the north side o.f Queen street, naa-rthje common, 
a.nd is no'W owned by Principal Ross of Dalhousie college: A few years 
later Dr. McCulloch's church was enlarged, and afterwards, in conse- 
quence O'f further increasing membership laad with a view to render his 
pastoiral duties Jess arduous, the cangregatio<n divided. The part form- 
ing a separate church first worshiped iin the fine hall, corner ol Prince 
anid Pleasant streets, then recently erected by the Truro youmg Meii's 
Christiiam Association. They were supplied by different clergymen until 
July, 1876, when the Bev. A. Burrows of Belfast, Ireland, accepted a 
call, and was Jormally inducted as their pastor. This congregation, 
•dfisigniated the West-end Presbyterian Church, at present worship in t^he 
.building they finished. in. 1880. It Is called "St. Andrew's Church," and 
is 'not only an ornament- to the town, but is lalso one oJ the handsomest 
jecclesiastiCal woodenn structures in the Priotviinces. After the enectlpn ,of 
Such a place^f'Oir diviitie 'service. It is uinnecessary to dwell on the ijuccess 
which has attftnded Mi'. 'Burrow's short pastorate in Trnro. 

Tl^erlie'V. JoJin. Burftyeat, father of Lady Archibald, was the first 
clergymam of the Churoh of England staitiomed at Truro. He was. son of 
johih and, Alice Burnyeat, of- Loweswater, England. He was a man of 
Unbounded Christian benevolence, and of a most humane and charitable 
'dispositioin. Fo'i a. year or two befOTC settling in Nova Scotia, , he per- 
formed missiooiairy 'work in' New Brumswick. In the yeair 1818 he was 
Ucemsed to officiate in this Province, and received the appointment of Rec- 
to* at Truro, wlrtCh he held at his death. He preapheB In the old Court 
House^tatithe commomi, till about the year 18211^11611 the neat wooden ed- 
ifice- which stood On. the corner of ■ Prince, aad Churdh streets, until re- 
cently replaced 'by one of the handsomest Jreestone chhrches this side of 
'MoBitreal, Was ready for public worship. The late Judge Archibald pre- 
efemited 'a bell to the church, whose melodious peals were the oaly ones 
heard Ita Ti'uro 'for' many years. Its sweet cadences still remind the good 
people of Triiro of their duty to observe the Lord's day. It has^^the 
foUowiaig Inscription engraved Upon it :— "This bell was the gift of vibe 
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HoiBorabl* S. G. W. Archibald, L. t,. D'., to St. John's Chnxcb in Truro, in 
the Diocese of Nova. Scotia, British Noirth America, A. D., 1827." 

The church was dedicated to the Holy Eviaiigelist St. John, and on- 
the 27th daiy of February, 1835, the Government, on the petition of Mr, 
Bumyeat an*J his parish-oners, with the approval of Bishop I-nglis, erect- 
ed the district O't Colchester imto a parish for it by that name. 

llr. Burmyeait married Lavinia, daughter of Charles Dicksoin, of Ons- 
low, a youingjady of rare beauty, whto. im the days of Lord Dalhousier 
was ome of the handsomest personages known to goveirnmeat house cir- 
cles. Their Truro home, familiarly known as " The Cottage, "^ in Mr, 
Burnyea-t's lifetime acquired the reputatiom of being one of the handsom- 
est cou'ntry residences in Nova Scotia* aind Its piroprietor one of the most 
hospitable 0)f hosts, a dual distinction thait still attaches toi it iin- the hands- 
of his soa-in-laiw, our worthy Lieutenant Goivemor. 

Mr. Buroyea/t died in his 55th yeair, Stb April, 1843. Im lii» place,. 
Thomajs Cole Leaver, a graduate of Kimgs College, Windsor, was ap- 
pointed Eecitoir of the parish. Mr. Leaver was a mani oif superior lit- 
erary a.ttaiiMnents and oif sterling Christian integrity. He was greatly 
beloved by his own parishioners, as well as highly esteemed by membea-s 
of other denominations in the county, anid his death, wbich occurred IStli 
March, 1858, was considered by all as a great loss to ChristiaiUi mis- 
sions and social progress in Colchester. 

For a successor to Mr. Leaver the parish was singularly fortunate in 
the a.ppoinitment of the Rev. Joseph FoTsythe, a. gradiuate of Triiaity Col-> 
lege, Dublin, who preached in Truro and other parts of the parish till. 
1871, ■when, he rem.oved toi Liverpool, Queens county, where he now re- 
sides. For a time the Bev. Hugh Williams, a native of Wales, who- re- 
turned there and died a few years since, wa® assistant to Mr. ForsytUe. 
After Mr. Williams the charge of the parish devolved uposL the present in- 
cumbent ajxd Vicar, the Rev. J. A. Kaulbach, siornj of the late Shesriff of 
Lunenburg. During his muinistry the finie freestone church a.lpeadiy r.eter- 
red to, "was builit, and the old building Temoived to the ojjposite side of 
Prince street, about a year ago, and mia,die into an excellent market by an 
enterprising t^oiwnsman, Mr. J. D. Ross. In other respects the parish 
has grown and prospered under the miinietry of Mr. Kaulbach, who 
emjoys thft confidence of his people aiad Is much esteemed in Truro; as a 
Christiiafni gentleman. 

The Baptist cturch ini Truro has grown out of that in Onslow. Irt 
1857 fourteen; males and twenty-eight females petitioned' the Eastern 
Baptist Associatiom to constitute Truro ia separate church. On Satur- 
day, 2nd January, 1858, a council appointed to take the matter into 
comsideraition met at Onslow, and decided tbat those -withdirawiing from 
the Oneloiw church should! form a church in Truroi. These persons re- 
quested the Rev. David W. C. Dimocfc, who had charge of the Onslow 
church, to be their pastor. He eonsenlted and next day inaugurated the 
new chuirch. On this occasion Richard Upham, a descendent of one of 
the ptiincipal men ajnong the first settlers otf Oneloiw, and! chosen by the 
Truro, members for a, deaconi,was formlally ,iinidluc^d as suchi He wifh 
Deacon David Page, who far many yeairs had beem deacon of the Onslow 
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tliurcli, were the only dieacons in Truiro, until Robert Nelson, a, deacon of 
'Onslow church, joined the Truro church, retaining his oifficial position. 
Subsequently Cyrus Eaton, William Pauiliner, Lyman J. Walker andAlex^ 
ander Kent oif Lo'wer Village, the last named being notw dead, were in- 
stallej iiato office a.s deacons. 

In Mr. Dimock were centred many good qualifications far the work to 
-^vhich he was called; such as might be looked for in^ a person coming 
from such a goodly aincestry. 

Joseph Dimock, his father, for more tham half a century stobdi "be- 
iivre the .people of these Provimcies 'as an embassador from the Court of 
Heav:en to a world of rebellious sinners, >and most faithfully and suc- 
cesBi'ully .did he fulfil the responsible duties of his high and holy vo- 
»cation. 

Daniel Dimock, his grandfather, was a devoted servant of God, and 
ii usehil pireacher of the Gospel. Shubael Dimock, his great great grand- 
iather. made great sacrifices in his native country, Connecticut, rath'er 
tlian violate the demands of his conscience ; and was finally driven by the 
■"blue laiws" of the State to seek an asylum in the wilds of Nova Scotia. He 
■ultimately fo-und a resting place and home in Newport. About the 
yeaT 1775 he yielded to what he considered the claims o.f the New Testa- 
ment and became a decided Baptist. He lalso was accustomed to preach 
ihe Gospel &md lived to a good old lajge in the love audi fear of his 
Oo'd, 'and then, with a joyful heart, passed up to receivie his reward. 

The chapel in which Mr. Dimock bega'n the Baptist church in Truro, 
stood by Archibald's Mill, near Salmon River bridge. It w;ais erected Sth 
July, 1833, and was formally opened by RBv. James Munfro., the father of 
E. F. Mumro, Judge oif Proba,te, then in charge of the OnsLow church, 
about that year. Mr. Bur.ayeat, who bad subscribed five pounds to the 
building, ga.ve up his service to go 'with his comgregaition and hear Mr. 
Muniro's ' dedicatory sermon. Mr. Dimock continued to preach it this 
Tjuildimg till 1870, w^hen the fine lo'iokiinlg edifice on Prince street, since 
woirshiipped im by this people -n^as ready to occupy. Its eirectiomi is due 
to the good cause, which Mr. Dimock -was lairgely instrumental under 
<iod, in building up, -while in chafrge of the Truro church. 

In 1873 Mr. Dim'ock resigned his charge aind was succeeded by the 
Rev. J. E. Goucher, the second and presenit minister. Mr. Gaucher first 
engaged in pastoral work in Upper Gagetowin, New Brunswick. He was 
ordain'ed in 1859. In 1860 he removied to Berwick, Cornwallis, N. S. 
During the eight months of his ministrj- ithere he bapltizefd fiourteen.. The 
next five years he spent with the chu.rches at Port Medrway and Mill "Vil- 
lage, where abont sevemty persons 'were ba.ptized by him» 

In September 1866 he accepted a call to Ithe pastorate of the North 
Church, Halifax. There he laboured six years, baptised 186 an.d receiv- 
ed by letter 100, im all 286. 

During the first seven years of Mr. Goiucher's ministry in Truro he 
ba.ptized 166 persoms, ■which is abmndant iproof of the usefulness of his 
labours imi the church of his choice in this to^win. Several of these facts 
arie from "Bill's History of the Bap'tists, la late work oif great merit. 

Fnoan a, paper read by Slm'om B. Dunn, at Methodist Vestiry, Truro, 
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August 22, 18S2, ait ttie sentennial celebration, of the introduction of 
Mettioidism imtOi Nova Scotia by the Eev. ■Wlllliam Black, we leana that 
early Im the present century, as the Farthers df Methodism passed through 
Truro, an occasional sermon was dellTered by some of them. The Kiev. 
John Snowball (father of Mrs. Lucius Dickson) Is said to have preached 
the first, in the old Court House at the common, and the Rev. Henry 
Pope, first -was known to prench and baptize here, at a very early date. 

A Wesleyan Mission was opened here by the Rev. John (no'w Dr.) Mc- 
Murray, on the 13th July, 1834. The first Baptist church, just then 
■ completed, which stood at the coTner of the old Proinlt street and Acad- 
emy Lame, near the Salmon River Bridge, was kindly granted for Wesley-' 
an clergymen to preach in, which they did from time to time during that 
summer. The first Methoidist Church was formed ioi August, 1834. 
The Masomic Hall, erected at Bible Hill in 1825-6, was then hired by this 
people, au'd was occupied by them for ten yeairs. 

The first MethodSst Missioitary meetlmg in behaK of Foreign Missions 
was held by Rev. Richard Kaight, Hate Dr.lCoight of N'ew Brunswick) and 
the Rev. Mr. McMurray, in, the Masomic Hall at Bitle Hrll, In Nov'embeTj 
1834, when the sum of £12 was contributed iin aid of the fund. 

The first Methodist Chapel was built on the east side ofAVchibald'a 
Mill Race, an the Back street, formerly so called, and made ready to oc- 
cupy Iji 1844. It was not coimpleted, however, till September, 1848, on 
the 10th Off w^hich month it was formially opened by Mie Rev. Fi-ederick 
Smiallwood, w^ho holds a supeiraunierary relation with the Charlotte- 
town Church, and who is one of a few isurviving members oif a. band of 
atrionlg mien of a generation that is fast passiag away, whose praise is 
still in lall the churches. This Chapel conitinued to be used as a place of 
worship, la.nid for holding a Sunday School, till the third Sabbath of 
December, 1871. The railway to Pictou cut off the mill race that flow- 
ed by Its west side, the street ini front received the name of Prince street, 
iinj honar of the visit of His Royal Hlgliniess on the 8th oi August, 1860, 
a;nd Waddell street has since been opened, skirting its eastern exterior, 
while the bujldinjg itself has been converted imto a. store, at present own- 
ed 'and occupied by James W. Johnson, Esq. 

Dn June, 1869, a* the request of the Rev. John ReiJd, the minister 
i.n charge of the, circuit, measures were adopted which resulted in the 
erection of the Pleasant Street Methoidist Church, at a cost of .$8,8(20 
including the organ, manufactured by Richair'd Slade. William R. Mul- 
liolIia,nid, to whom Truro is indebted foT the fine architectural appear- 
ance of nearly every, njiodern structu^re in tlie town, w'as the ariChitect 
who 'drew. the pl^ns and superintended the building of the^chtlrch'iby Rob- 
ert Brawn, the master builder. 

On Sunday morning, 24th December, 1871, the church was publicly 
dedioated: to the -^or-ship of Almighty GrO(3. At the morning service the 
Rev. Matthew Ritchie, D. D., gave out the fiirfit hymn, in tfae old hyrdn- 
book 

"Oh, ■foir.a, .thousand' tongues to sing : 
My great Redeemer's ppai»e, 
- . ; . Tfee g^piri^s pif my Go,4 aittd King, 
The triumphs of his grace." 
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whicli was sung by the choir and corngregation to the tune of "Corona' 
tian," and after'wards preached a m.ost eloquent discourse, highly aippro- 
priate for the occasion and delivered with much of the spirit aimd unction 
of hie best diaiys, from Ephesians V, part of the 25th anid two following 
verses : 

"Evein lae Chi-ist also lovedi the Chufch amd gave himself for it : 

"That he might sajnctify and cleanse it with the washing of water by 
the Word. 

"That he might plreseat it to himself a glorious Church, 'mot having 
spot o'r wrinkle, or any such thing ; but that it should be holy aad with- 
out blemish." 

At the close of the sermoin the trustees, Samuel George William Arch- 
ibald, Samuel Scott Nelsoin, senr., Samuel Eettie, Geo.rge Hyde, Israel 
Loingworth, William Cunningham and James William Killeir, the last^ 
aamed acting as spokesman, advanced to the communion rail and said : 
■"Eev. Dt. Ritchie, we present unto you this building to be dedicated as a 
Church for the service and worship of Almighty God." The dedio&,tion 
service 'was then/ read) by the venerable Doctor. In the afternoon the Rev. 
S. F. Huestis preiachefl from Isaiah 12th chapter and 6th verse, and in 
the evening the Rev. A. W. Nicholson from PhillippianB 2nd chapter, 9th 
iamd two 'following veTses. The services were very impressive, aiaid the 
sei-moinis, which were miasterly efforts, were listened to with marked at- 
tention by large congregations. In the evening there were at least COO 
people present. The collections takeia during the day amounted to $90. 
The choir, assisted by the orgaia, played by iliss Abbie Hyde, (inioiw Mrs. 
Fitch,) im the opinion of the editor of the Colchester SuOi from whose col- 
iimmis some of these facts have been gieamied, "furnished music of a high 
order." 

Si,nice thie time Metho)clism was established in Truro, many well 
ktmown and honored names in the denomiinaltion have had chajrge of the 
circuit, which at first was very extensive, and was not restricted to the 
bouin'dB of the town, and country settlemients immediately adjoining, as it 
has beein for the last nine years. Amioiag these may be mentioned John Mc- 
llurray, Robert Cooney, James R. Narraway, Thomas Smith, James Buck- 
ley, Geo.rge Oxley Huestis, Thomas H. Davis, A. B. Black, Roilaiffd Mor- 
tocQi, John Read, Job Shenton, Jabez A. Roigeps, R. A. Temple, a;nd 
S. B. DU'an. One of these, Rev. Thoinxas Smith, in writing to the "Wes- 
leyaa" in Sept., 1861, stated "that after a lap^se of a quarter of a 
ceiaitury, he had lately returned toi the former scene of his labors in 
this .'place, and that his thouglits naturally reverted to the past. That 
he believed he was the siecoind minister aippoiinited to preach regularly in 
Truro, wTiich them included the Shubeimacadie, now Maitland, circuit, ex- 
teiiding from Upper R-awdon to Greeinfield and Londonderry." 

If tim-e permitted, mainy pleasing circum'Staiaces relative to the rise 
/naid progress of Methodismi in this circuit, might be given, as well as 
Mome biOigraphical notices of the Fou'niders oif Methodismi in this part of 
0-ad's vimeyard. But the time at our disposal prevents us from enlarg- 
ing. We must howevetr, in piassing, p'ay a tribute of respect to the mem- 
ary of three of the honiored standard bearers among the laity, whose loss 
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the chuirch feels to> this diaiy :— Joseph Orofwe, Samuel Sco.tt Nelson, ■ and 
James William Killer — men who were am honor to the community, and 
to whose earaest labors and prayers, iu conjunction with the tolls of the 
early ministers, the Methoidist church of Truro Is largely indebted, under 
God, foir the spiritual blessiogs and other inestimable adivantages it now 
em joys. 

A missloin In connection with the (established Church olf Scotland was 
oipeaed In Truro on Sundiaiy, November 1st, 1857, by the late Rev. John 
Martin, the former pastor of old St. Andrew's Church, Halifax, on which 
occasion he preachedl two sermons ta the Temperance Hall. The Tem- 
perance Hall "was rented by the adhepemts of the Missioin for public 
warship, ivntll they lerecteld a building on East Queen street, known as 
the Kirk Church. It is nicely situated, and though not as large and 
stylish as some of the more recently constructed! edifices. It is quite an 
ornament to that part oif the town. After Mr. Martin; the Eev. Gaorge W. 
Steward, oif Musquodoboit, preached for the people once a month. Mr, 
Stewar'd's liiterary qualifications, attractive address , and pleasing man- 
ner, mad'e him a most acceptable miinister, and did much bo Improre a 
cause Mr. Martin had foiund but small aaid feeble. Afterwiards ,Eev. Wm. 
Philip, a most popular preacher, resided in Truroy and supplied the pul- 
pit 0.J the Kirk till he accepjted a call to Albl'om Mines, ftrom which place 
he Temoved a few years since to take charge of a church im Scotland. 

Rev. Tho/mpson and Rev. D. M. Gorrdon of Plctou, who accepted a 
call to the Kirk Church of Ottawa, have also to be named among the 
ea.rly miinisters of this church. 

Rev. Williiam Fogo came lini August, 1868, laind remained until Febru- 
ary, 1869. Mrs. Fogo opaaed the exlstinig Sundby School 1st Novem- 
ber, 1868. It was coim posed of two teachers and twelve scholars. The 
school now numbeiTS nineteen teacheTS and otbt one hundred scholars. 

Mr. Fogo was succeeded im March, 1869, by the Rev. 'William T. Wil- 
kinis, who In September of that year -was imiducted as the first settled 
minister of the church. He remained till Seip'tember, 1872, whem he 
gave up his charge amfl. removed to Onltaxio. 

On the 28th Nolvember, 1872, the Rev. Johjn McMillan, B. D., one of 
the moat popular preachers of the body to which hp belongs, wa« In- 
due tfsd paator of the Kirk church of Truro. He Is still ini charge, great- 
ly -respected by his people. 

The fflatoe Kirk, however, has ceased to apply to this flouirlshiing con- 
gregatiom, since 1875, when the Presbyteriiam bodies In Nova Scotia 
united as one church. Mr. McMillain's congregation Is calleldi "St. 
Paul's church." 

The l-ast mission established liere was the one in connection with the 
Church lof Rome. For a great mamy years the principal Roman Catho- 
lics iin Tirupo^ were the late John Nolain and his family, and the late Wm. 
Bowlaia, two very worthy citizens In their day. Upon the introduction 
of iT'ail'ways in, our midst, several adherents (Of this church settled in 
Truro, 'and in 1872 they found themselves sufficienitly nnmeirous to 
erect their iiueat chapel, which Btand« at the junction of Walker and 
Prince streets, and' adds greatly to the >appearan«e of that part ot the 
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tercoloinlal Railway Dept., and John A. McCabe, Esq., them a teacher in the 
I'rovlnclal Normal School, but now pTinclpaJ oi( the Normal School at 
Ottawa, took a fleep interest. Shortly 'afterwards, So the time of Uey, 
"William J. Milhlan', tlie first Parish Priest, lit wias formally set aside for 
the public worship ol Almighty Gods by th'ait talented Prelate, Thomas 
L, Canolly, a. late Archbishop of Halifax. Aftea- Father iiiiliam, the Rev 
David O'Connor was settled as Parish Priest for a, length of time. Tlis 
gentleman who now fills the position is the Rev. John D. Cumnnne, 
lately fpoim Irelajud, under whose ministry the church appears to- be ear 
joyLng 'peace and prosperity. 

"And what shall I mioire say?" Foir the t;me would fa.il me ta ti'A 
ol tha.t great man Samuel Geiorge William Archibald, L. L. D., and >>' his 
emijient eoins ; of the birch rod dominies of ©airly days ; Oif the Ilr^i Doc- 
tors, from John Harris, who represented the town in the A.-s.-iembly one 
hund'red lyears agO', to Samuel Muir, a leadiiiig practitioner In No.\'a Sco- 
tia, who died ini 1875, and of the represemtatives of the toiwnship to 
the House 'of Assembly firom Major Da.vid Archibald iu 1766, to Alex- 
amder L. Archibald, the last elected, in 1846, about whom many good 
stories could be told. 

■Nor halve I time to refer to the exploits oil Jemmy Wright uurlrig 
th'e period oif the Amerioaini revolut ioin ; the org'anization of militia reg- 
imemts aad the Rothesay Blues Voluinteer Company; the establishment 
of th« 3'rovinclal Normal School ; the startling oif newsiJapers ; the 
Tlsit ol His Royal Highness, Albert Jidwa.rd, Prince of Wales ; the ereo- 
tiom Oif the memoHial to Doctor Alexamider Forrester, the great founder 
■ol .th'e "firee school system ol Nova Scotia ; the causes which led to the 
infcoirp oration of thie town in 1875, when Charles B. Archibald, E»q., 
was Ifelected first maywr; the goldeia weddiiag of John King, Esq., aud one 
hundared and One other matters of more or less historic imterest, a great 
many of iwhich I am glad to find have mot been lost sight of by Governor 
Archibald in doing honor to the memory of the first settlers of his n.a- 
tlve towe.. 

Havd time permitted it was also my iintention to give some account of 
the temper/aince movement, but on this subject will only remark that" 
the worthy geptleman, Richard Craig, Esq., to whose resolution in the 
Towin Council we are indebted for todiay's proceedlugs, ;s about the 
oldest aind strongest advocate of the good cause in Truro. Sev.?aieju 
years ago this month, the late John Edward Starr in an addre<-i as 
Worthy Paitriarch of Truro Division No. 41, Sons of Temipei-a.nee,' men- 
tioned him as follows : 

"This .brother Craig cosmopolite, mo country claim can he. 
His cra.dle rocked by mountain -wave, liis birth was om th3 sea. 
On "Wide Atlantic's stormy deep, ta.r from loved Eria's Isle 
Th.e light first streamed upoia his sight, first saw his mother's 

smile. 
We (meed no longer wonder much that rum he so detests 
Whem. wa.ter is his hailing place, where billow never rests ; 
The love for coumitry strong it is, mo matter where it lies, , , . 
; Craig can be no exception to that rule that never dies." ■ , • ; 
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Anid lay the noTCl house tha.t was dirawn in tli6 procession today, il- 
lustrati'ng TrurO' past and present, we are remiinided tliat the Sounder of 
the great iJiry goods establishment of Wm. Cummings & Sons was a 
blacksmith ia. 1860. But the secret ol the "wonderful success of this 
house does mot lie in the ta.ct that tlieiir founder was a, blacksmith, but 
tha,t he •was always temperate in. his ha.bits, am/d possessed oif good 
parts apd great energy, could not fail to rise i|a the worldl apd continue 
to make the sparks fly. 

Of him Mr. Stafr said in the same addi'ess ; 
"The blacksmith race is mo ted etroiag, I claim, that pedligree, 
And well can Touch for friend Cummings and speak a mind 

most free ; 
The heavy hammer weilded lopng great strength gives to. his frame, 
And now arrayed against our foe, v!o sully stains his name." 

It may also, be regarded as equally true, that it the Blaffichards, 
whose exhibition, in the procession was very creditable, had moit been 
life-lomg 'temperance men, their imposing emporium would not be such 
an attractive place oif resort for the lair daughters of Truro as it is. 

I also proposed speaki.ng about the great changes that have taken 
place i.u Truro during the last 121 years, but o.n this point let one illus- 
tratioin suffice. Of the eighty-odd first settlers who took up la.ads, Wm. 
E. Logan o.f Queen street, is about the oinly descendant residing t)n the 
original grant of his ancestor and greait gra-ndfather, Wm. Logan. 

Havi.nig said soi much, I must thank you for the , pa/tient hearing 
given to my disjointed references to former days, anid not attempt fur- 
ther to trench on time set apart for a variety o( other exercises in' com- 
memoratio'n of Truro's Natal Day. 

In closing I would like to adopt ;as my own a portion of the beauti- 
ful a.ddress delivered by Sir William Youag to the grand inquest of this 
County, 2ua October, 1860, on taking his seat for the first time upon 
the bench of the Supreme Court, as Chief Justice of Nova Scotia. 

. It irefers to the loyal welcome given by the people of Truro to their 
future King in the 100th year of the hisitortsr of the towni, in worda 
and thoughts that do. credit to the head and heart o.f our ex-Chief Justice. 
"I say it not In flattery, but in sincerity of feeling, that I could not re- 
frain froim admiring the classic designs and the delicate finishing of your 
airches, amid the fountain that embellished your square. I was delighted 
at the maiMy greeting of your yeomein, at the smiles of your women, at 
the Hi.eloidy of your children's voices ; while all around were pictures of 
rural I)eauty aofl plenty ; the rich plains of your Intervales, the feathery 
elms thiait adiorni your marshes. Long mlajy yoiu live to enjoy the bless- 
imgs oif your position under the British eriowm."

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CENTENARY MINUTE OF TRURO PRESBYTERY. 



"The Presbytery of Truro was first orgadiizea at Truro, on the sec- 
ond day Ox August, in the year of our Lord oiae thousand seven hundred 
ajnd eighty-six. A previous intormia.l mieetlmg -was held at the house of 
the Eev. Damiel Cock, Truro, on the twenty-sixth day of June preced- 
ing, to miaie the necessaa-y arrangements for the organization of the Pres- 
bytery. The original members of Presbytery preseat at the moeting, on 
the aforesaid second day of August, were the Rev. Damiel Cock, minister 
of Truro, the Rev. David Smith, minister oif Loinidonderry, the Rev. Hugh 
Graham, minister of Caruwallis, and John Johnston aadl John Bairnhill, 
ruliinig el,ders of Truro and Londonderry, respectively. The Eev. George 
.Gilmore, of Windsor, "was present at this meetiing as a ooirrespoadent 
member- The Rev. Dr. James McGregor, of Pictou, also was presemt and 
took part in the devotional exercises. After appropriate prelimimary re- 
ligious services, the Presbytery was .duly coinstituted with Mr. Oock as 
its first m.oiderator and Mr. Smith as its first clerk. This was the first 
Presbytery formed in. connection with a'ny branch of our now happily 
ujnited Presbyterian Church in Can- a da. 

In the course of a, few years afterwards the names of the Rev. James 
Mumro, the Rev. John Waddell and the Rev. Matthew Dripps were add- 
ed to the Presbytery Roll. Early in the presenft century the Rev., James 
Eobsoffl, minister of a congregation in Halifax, was for some time a mem- 
ber oif the Presbytery. When the Synod of the Presbyteriian Church in 
Nova. Scotia held its first meetinig at Truro, on. the third day of July, 
oine thousand) eight hundred and seventeen, the ministesriai members of 
the Presbytery were the Rev. Hugh Graham of Stewiacke, the Rev. John 
Brown of Londonderry, the Rev. John Waddell of Truro, the Rev. John 
Laidlow of Musquodoboit, the Rev. Thomas S. Crowe of Douglas, the 
Rev. Roibeirt Blackwoodi of Shubenaca.die, and the Rev. Ro.be(rt Douglas of 
Onsliow. Of the ministers whose na.mies a.ppeaT "iw the Presbytery Rec- 
o.nds aibout half a ce0tury ago only one survives — the- Rev. 'Dr. MdCul- 
loch. All .the others— the Rev. Johm Broiwn bf Londonderry, the Rev. 
Andrew Kerr -of Economy, the Rev. Thoima^s S. Crowe of Douglas, the 
Rev. Robert BlaiCkwooid of Shubeiaacadie, the Rev. John, Spirott of Mus- 
quoidioboit, the Rev. Dt. James Smith of Stewiacke, anid the Rev. John I. 
Baxter .of Omislo.w— after long years o.f faithful service ini the work of the 
ministry have passed away to their rest amid reward. 

When the Presbytery was organized a century ago, it was the day 
»f small things in the history of Presbyteriajnism on this side of the At- 
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lamtlc. IVitWn the bounds oJ the Presbytery alone, comiprlslng only a 
snia.ll part of the widfe territory over which the Presbytery origimally 
exteinided, we have at present fifteeim piastoiral charges amd five mission 
.•statians. "Within the bounds oi omir church iiu the Dominion there 
are mow thirty-nine Presbyteries, six Theological Seminaries, seven hun- 
dred 'amd seventy-three reportied pasto^raJ charges, seveoi hundred and 
loirty-eight enrojlled ministers, sixty- eight aidditional ministers, and a 
large baad of Catechists laboring In the Home PieJ.d, and a goodly num- 
ber oif miasiooaries abroad preaching the Gospel to the heathen. 

The plpogress which our church has thus made during the past hun- 
dred years is marvelloius. It calls for the deepest gratitude of every 
heart that beats true bo the iutereste of 'Out beloved Ziom. Other men 
labored, amd we are entered into their labors. The Lordihath been mind- 
ful of us ; he will bless us. Now shall it be said of Jacob a/od Israel, 
TsrJiat hath God wrought ? "

CENTENARY CELEBRATION 

OF THE 

FIRST PRESBYTERIAN CHURCH, TRURO. 

ORATION 

By REV. DR. WILLIAM McCULLOCH, 

The Third Minister in Charge of the Congregation. 



The followmg is, in substance, the oratiom .delivered by Dr. McCulloch 
on this memorable occasion, to a very large and deeply interested aud- 
ience assembled the 13th Septismbeir, 1870, in the old, Drill Shed that 
stood on. Dominion street. The size oif the gatheriag may be inferred 
'fT()m the fact that the ladiies of the ooiag^regatjon dined over 2000 per- 
scis ipresent, among whom the utmost ha.rmiOiny and good -will prevailed. 
The day was further evaatful, and m»aae gladsiome to the heairt of the veor 
era.bl.e /pastor, by the receptioia of seveateen adults intoi the fellowship ol 
the church by baptism,. 

"The history of ai congregation h:\s little to attract atteijition be- 
yoia,d its oiwn narrow bounds, and the ireafioms for this are obvious. It is 
simiply the history of the family, anly oa a larger scale, with its localiz- 
ed 'aiffectioiQiS and interests with which a stranger is not expected tO' sym- 
pathize or intermeddle. In the well iregulated home eiverythimg has, for 
eveja its feeblemost member, an attractiveness superior to that of the more 
sti'rriiag affairs of comimon life — an attiractiveness increasing in intensity 
Qiad acquiring richness and mellowness as years glide away. The hallow- 
ed remembrances of the past, the associates of a loved home as they rise 
to recollectioni, gathered around the family hearth or knieeling reverently 
arouinid the family altar ; the sure but paimful hour of separation, perhaps 
mever again to meet on earth ; the result of life's struggle of each with 
the difficulties Band trials ; the failures or success marking the way; 
and perhaps the lonely and distant grave. All these have an intensity 
of interest for those within that ^larrow circle that kmaws no superior 
except im, the higher relations in the family of God. We, as a branch of 
Ithe Chuirch of Christ, a member of the Great Christian. Brotherhood, oc- 
cupy just such a position today. Oomneeted with the great, widely ex- 
tended and tapldly increasing Presbyterian systemv wlrose cha;racter- 
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!stic is iin-telligence- as the basis of stability and etement of real' pTDg'- 
ress, aittd whose footsteps have ever been m^airked by the extenti/on and 
power oif Christian knowledge, and whose history is connected witli 
raamiy lOf the fiercest struggles, and granid«st triumphs of religious and 
civil liber'ty, as a small part of this world-wide system, wha.t iS' therff 
about us, to attract even Christian curios^ity, much less- tlnat of the- 
world? While cherishing to the gr^t Christian family, those senti- 
ments which a common brotherhood -authoiri^es and reqnires, and the^ 
Christiian lovets to cherish and foster, our real world oif thought, of feel- 
ing, of activity, lies mainly within ourselves. This, with recognized con- 
nections with those who aire without, and hence what to otheirs may seem 
insignificant in the mighty nlass of general Christian effort, is. to us of 
g&erai interest, as awakening pleasant and Ipainful memories of th& 
past— T'eeal-ling happy hours of Christ ta'n intercourse with those now gone 
— miairking the arigin, progress, success, oir failure of the effort wliich 
our ta.thers and their fathers have made — effoirte ruaiining over one liun- 
dred years, and the benefits of which we now enjoy. 

Today we meet to commemorate the day on which, one hundiretd years 
ago, those who have long slept in the dust, assembled to secure the 
existence, and by Gtod's blessing, arrange for the perpetuity of that 
Palth and order which they loived so well, 'anrd without which all their 
worldly success would haive been mere failure. To commemorate that 
day, to irevive and freshen, before their children and children's children, 
the memory of those noble hearted men, an admiring appreciation of their 
struggles, a-md of their faithful adherence to the church of their fathers — 
may beget a similar firmmess In adhering to the church of their youth — 
miay lead them to enquire after the good old way and walk therein. 

To tiraice briefly our fathers' efforts, to revive their memories, scat- 
ter tlo'wers upon their graves, enjoy Christiae social intercourse, hallow- 
ed, miot begloomed, by the recollections of the past, and sanctified and 
ele-vated by the anticijpatiioms of the future, and all in deep thankful- 
ness to the great Heaid of the Church laitfd prayer for His blessing that we 
may irejoice with humility. This is the object of our assembliing ; and 
may it be the object ajnld aim of each to contribute his mite to swell the 
sum of mutual affectiom and mutual joy. 

My 'Object, now, is to give you as brief a statement ol our congrega- 
tional history as material I have at m.y disposal will permit, avoiding 
miany details which, thO'Ugh highly interesting, are not dierctly connect- 
ed with our objects. 

Early in the last century there were numerous French settlements on 
the Bay of Fuinidy, and our own local ity, beairs traces of the fact in spots 
and names oiriginating in, or connected with, such settlememts. The hand 
of waj 'desolated those peaceful hom.es, amd the Province passed to Brit- 
ish .rule. Soon after coming into possessiom of Britain, efforts were made 
to fill the places of the unhappy exiles by a loyal people. The aban- 
doned 'homesteads on the Bay afforded a fair opportunity for such an 
experimeniit, and aborat the year 1761, but 'most J)roba,bly Im 1T60, the 
first settlers made their appearance m the township. They oame orig- 
inally from Londonderry, Ireland, but latterly from New Hampshire, U. 
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S., apd were under «ie direstion of Oolomel McNutt, the Government 
agernt. On their arrival they found i'U the direction oif Shubena-cadieRiv- 
er, two ba.r,as stand/ing— solitary remnants o* once peaceful homes. Henoe 
the iname '"Old Barns"— oiriginally Ba™ Village ; noiw Clifton. Eight 
days only after their arrival, and with a feelLng that shoiws the char- 
acter of the mea tliey sel«ct,ed a spot where our graveyard now lies, for 
the erectioin, oif a. sanctuary. On that day, ome hundred and ten years 
ago, August 13th, 1760, happened the first death— a Mrs. Miller. ShB 
was buried ooi that spoit, around which so 'mapy hallowed memories 
gather. 

I'n the year 1763 there were sixty families im and around Truro, so 
called. As far as I caa ascertain, the frame of the old church was 
erected im 1766 or 1767, a.nd Mrs. Archibald, miother of Mrs. E. S. Blan- 
cliuiia, LnaOrmed me tiiat it reiiuireu uU iiie help u£ the settlemjeint to 
(raise the frame, and she, with others of her sex, handled the raising pike 
om that memorable occasion. That the erection took place at this early 
day is coinfirmed by the minutes of a meetiiag of July 28, 1770, to; con- 
sider what repairs were neadiul, as worship could not be held in barns 
in winter. How these Gcd-feariug men kept the altai fire burning is 
unknown. They soon felt the insufficieicy of the means, and their hearts 
turned to the remembrances of home, and longed for the old hallowed 
services from one -set apart to proclaim Christ and administer His or- 
dinances. 

It (may be interesting to note that, as already stated, the first death 
wae only eight days after their arrival, ( Mrs. Miller( ; the first birth was 
on the 24th Octobeir, 1761 — William Kennedy, although there iis a tra- 
dition that the first birth (in Truro ! !) was im a boat somewheire be- 
tween Savage's Island and Salter's Heaid. The first marriage was , oux 
December 6, 1763— tha.t of James Dunlaip and Mary Johnston, both of 
Lower Village; and the first magistrate aimd representative in Parlia- 
ment was Major David Archibald. It is fuirther a traditiom) that the 
settlers were at one time compelled t.Oi use the young beech leaves to eke 
out theiir seamity supplies. But many o.ther details highly interesting 
we must omit. 

The first strictly church action was im 1763— a petition to the Asso- 
ciate Presbytery of Glasgow. But it never, 1;hough Torwarded, reached 
its destima.tion. This was followed by another, dated May 21, 1764, and 
submitted to the Synod in Edinburgh, Maly, 1765. The pietitioiaiars, after 
stating a variety of facts regarding their cooidition and that of the 
Province, declared their earmeat desi.re of a pure form, of Gospel worship 
that the doctrines of God's word be pireached, particularly the justifica- 
tion of a sinner through the imputed Tighteomsmess of Christ alone, and, 
sanctificatlon through His Holy Word and Spirit, arid that this may be 
transmitted to their posterity while sun and moon endure. Thus far 
the w^ork has been fulfilled. In respionse to this request Messrs^ Telfar 
of the Brig of Teith, ainid Kenlock, a pirobatloiner, were appointed to visit 
Nova Scotia. Mr. Kenlock alone fulfilled the appointment, and reached 
Truro in July or August, 1765. In September following tihe Committee of 
the congregation asked for his continuance among fhem, oir that an-

other be se.nt. Mr. Kenlock was thus, pr0'ba.bly, the first Presbyter: air 
minister who la.bore'ai in Nova Scotia., as this coingregatlon -is unques- 
tioitta.bly the oldest Presbyte^^ian co.agregation in the Province. St, 
Matthew's, Halifax, mow Presbyteri a.n, is the oldest congregation, but 
Dit the oldest Presbyterian congregation, as it was o-riginally Congrega- 
tio.nal and so dontinued till 1T83, when it joined the Kirk oif Scotland. 
Mr. Kenlock continued to labor in and around Truro for nearly three 
years, and with such acceptance that he was called as their pastor. 
This call he declimed, and returning to Scotlaind in 1769, was settled in 
Paisley. The first call to Truro, in fact the first Presbyterian call 
given in Nova Scotia, was given to Mr. Kenlock. 

At th« earnest request oif the people, the Synod In August, 1767, ap- 
pointed the Eev. Daniel Cock of Carlsdyke, as .their "Act" expressed it, 
to set out for Amiericai im' six weeks or two mo-itlis, or as soon there- 
after as he ca;a be in reaiiness, and a ship offers. This appoimtment Mr. 
Cock, cotild. not a* the time fulfil, , amd in August, 1769, it was renewed, 
and the Rev. Mr. Smith of St. Andrews, directed to accompany him. Soon 
alter the appointment Mr. Cock sailed, though unaccompanied by Mr. 
Smith, 'and the terms of the appointment were " that he continue in. 
America ome year and then return, unless the Synod saw fit to order 
otheirw^ise." Mr. Cock arrived in the fall oi 1769, and after continuing 
to lalbotr iin Truro and vicinity nearly a. year, on this day one hundred 
years ago, he received a call signied by the ifollowiQig elders' and adher- 
ents' names, which are today household words throughout the tow>nship. 
(The first sessiooi' was closed between. July 28 and September 13, but the 
exact date is lost.) The elders' names were : David Archibald, William 
Fisher, J'ohini Johnston, Jas. Johnston, Robt. Hunter, Saml. Archibald, Jolrn 
Savage; AdherentB to call — Jas. Yuille, Thioe. Giourliey, Saml. Archibald, 
Matthew Tayloir, Thos. Archibald, Matthew Archibald, Joihnj Archibald,sr., 
Jahinj Archibald, jr., Ja.s. Faulkener, Johm Fisher, Jas. Dunlap, Eio^bt. Arch- 
ibald, Alex. Neleotii, Wm. McKeen John McKeea,. John Oughte'rwon, "Wiiliaim 
White, Saiml. Wetheirby,Adam Dickey, Jas. Wright, Johuii Fulton, Geo. Scott, 
Daivid Nels'oia, Adam Boyd, Adam .Johm.so;!i., Jas. Archiballd;, jr, Jas. Fisher,Da- 
vid Archibald, jr., Jas. Joihinson, jr., Jas. Yuill, jr., Alex. Miller, JiniO'. ftourley, 
Jmio. Logan, Wm. Logan, Thos. Streed, Jinro. Taylor, Jos. Moore, Henry Glee- 
so'n, Jas. Whi'dden, B^vid Whidden, Alex. McNutt. Wi.toesse/d by Eiphxaiim 
Hoiwairld aind Wm. Blair, oif Onslow. 

With this call was a boimd foT stipend, £66 for two years ; £70 lor 
next two years ; and after that £80, with certain ministerial lots grant- 
ed to the first mlaiiister, with £30 to defray cost of removal from Scot- 
land. Salary half cash and h^lt produce. The salary was raised by 
assessment, a yofcfe oit oxen being valued lat £8; steers three years old 
£2 ; steers two yeiars old-, £1, 5s ; a year old hog, lOe ; a she^ .58. and 

BO oin. 

Mr. Cock beimg a. settled pastor im Scotland, certain formalities 

were mecessary in demitting hia charge ere he could be settled iia Truro, 
amd as oommuif5cation with Britain was, in those days, tedious and un- 
certalim Mr. Cock was not loosed from his charge aad settled in Truro 
till 1772. In the meantime Mr. Smith aarived, and thoiugh Mr. Cock had 
ere this been calledi, it so happiened that thiriough an unavoidable delay, 
Mr. Smith was the first Presbyterian minister settled] in Novia Scotia. In 
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1785 Mr. Oraliam arrived, aind on the eecoinid of August, 1786,— a ■ days 
that will ever be memoirable iin tlxe hietoiry oi Nova. Scotiaia Presbyter- 
inm'ism— the first Presbytery was formed im Truroi. Mr. Dock preached 
in the foirenoon. In the a.fternoon Mr. Gilmore of Haptts led in praise 
a,nid prayer, succeeded by Mr. Graham of Stewi'aclie, Mr. (afterwards Ltr.J 
McGregor oS Pictou, 'amid Mr. Smitli af LoiaJonderry. After the beue- 
dicticin. Mir. Cocls was chosen Modera.toir, and Mr. Smith Clerii. The Boll 
cciasisted of Messrs. Cock, Smith, McGregor, Graham and. Gillmore, min- 
ist&rs— the latter only as a correspomding member ; and Joihn Johnston, 
of Truro, amiJ John Barnhill of Londomderry, Buling Elders. The Mod- 
erator thea constitute'd the Presbytety, decl'axiing it so, as constituted 
on the Ifooting o* Presbyterian principles, as foiuntiled on God's woird, 
iLnid set foTth in the Confession of Faith, Catechism (larger aia'di shorter,). 
Form o'f Church Govennment, Directory for "Worship, Govenament and 
Discipliine, ns practiseii by the Church of Scotliainid in her purest days — 
by name lOif Associate Presbytery of Truro. 

From this time the brethran, contimued to laibor with diligence, ac- 
ceptance and success. About thirteen years thereaJter the Presbytery 
of Pictou 'Was coinstituted. These two Presbyteries were Sormed on 
the basis oif the diversity of view of the Burgess oath prevalent in 
Scotlaju'd, a diversity which transmi tted to Nova Scotia, greatly imped- 
ed the ipiriogress of Presbyter! ainism, anid was happily terminated thirty- 
two yea,';'.s after, by the Uiaion of 1817, amid the inauguration of the Sy- 
inod of the I'resbyteriau Ghurch of Nova Scotia. The fiirst minister of 
Truro, the Rev. D. Cock, w'as a 'native of iClydesdaJe, Lamairk, Scotland. 
Oi' his piaireatage, early years and eduoatiom, little is known. Before he 
AvaK eettiied >as a pastor he was clerk o.f the Presbytery of GlaiSgow, and 
of the Associate Syinod' of Sterling, a fact that shows that he held mo mi- 
DOT position among his brethren. In 1752 he became a member af Sy- 
*od in virtue oi his settlement at Carlsdyke, aind was chosen Mo-deirator in 
1755. Mr. Cock took a deep interest im all matters affecting the church 
oif Christ, 'aa-d particularly of that portion of it with which he w<as con- 
m.ected. After being foT a time in Truro, he left, as is supposed, on a 
inissiioin.a(ry excursion, and on his retunn entered on his congregational 
work, 'amd by his diligence and amicable character soon surrounded him- 
• self with 'aa attachefli and, dor those days, a large congregation. Among 
his other la.bors Mr. Cock sometimes visited Pictou, before the arrival of 
I>r. McGregor — a work of oxo little difficulty smA danger in those days. 

Feeliralg the effects ol age and work he, im 1798, obtaine/d a colleague 
iini the pieirson oif your late venerable pastor; Mr. Waddell. la 1802 Mr. 
Graham writes : "Mr. Cock still retaiias his poiwers of mind and body re- 
maffkahly well at his advamced age. He ie a truly worthy aad pleasant 
olid mam. In him the saying of the Scripture is verif iedj : 'They shall 
brimig fiorth fruit in olfl age.' He is still 'able to take part in the minis- 
try." Thre« years thereafter he died, TVIairch, 1805, aged 88 years. 

iMr. Oock left few written memorials of his work, or if so, they have 
all been lost, except a series oif diev out .meditations and a note book of 
his dioiiDi'gs in Scotland. His remains lie close to the spot where, through 
long yea/rs oif hardship which the present trace cannot undlerstand, he de- 
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lighted to preach the doctriine of the CroBS— lie there waiting the hour 
whan the Iglo/rified spirit reunited to the iincoirruptible resurrection body 
will reattend the Saviour to the ma'msions oJ glory. 

In estimating the position of those comra.geous men we must blot out 
almost all the great laindmarks of Proviincia.1 ^progress. By a Govern- 
meint report in Mr. Cock's diay there were in the whole Pro'vince but £2,- 
500, in money, and of that sum only £200 circulating among farmers. We 
must fo.rget the days of steam, telegraph, railroadB, coaches, a/nd even 
roads, amid think of swamps, foot tr,avel — blazes on the trees the only 
guide— might-CQmpdng in the woods perchajace, and perhaps the fear of 
Indians ; and even with such a view we cainnotjTealizQ the facts — onjy see 
through a glass darkly. All hono.r to the mien who, in such times and 
amid such (privations, could cast in their lot with the solitary dwellers 
in the woods and tell them ol Christ aind His love ! Truly they made the 
wilderness and the solitary place glaid, aind today we reap the benefit 
of labors 'whose rewards they have goine to ireceive before the throne. 

The work thus successfully done was as successfully continued by his 
sainted successor, Mr. Waddell, through loiag and toiling years, during 
which his heart was gladdened not oinly by the results oi personal labors 
but by accessions to the number of Presbyteriain ministers in the Provinc- 
es, a.ud not a few will remember the periodical visits of the old white 
horse ajs he bore his master o;ni his rounds of duty ; nor yet the anxiety 
to entertain their pastor hospitably.. 

Mr. Waddell was boirn' at the Kirk of Shotts, Lamarkshire, Scotland, 
April 10th, 1771, nearly que hundred years ago. He was educated at 
Glasgow, passing through his course with credit and success, receiving 
at its close the degree of "Master of Arts," a mark of character, at a 
time tdo w^hen degrees wene, not as today, real hooiors, and the result of 
either right schotorship or iiaifluential positiom. Under Dr. Lawson of 
Selkirk, be received his theological education ; was licensed in May, 1797; 
and in June following ordained as am evangelist, and set apart far 
Nova Scotia. He left Scotlajnd never agaim to see his native land, on 
the 12th 'Of August, 1797, amid on the 18th of September following ar- 
rived im New York, wliere he was nnost kimdly welcomed by Dr. Mason and 
other friends of the cause, and reached Truro an the 5th of November of 
the same year. But a short time after hie arrived he recieived two calls 
— one from Musquofloboit and Stew iacke, the .other from Truro and Ons- 
low. When these calls came befoir* the Presbytery (them claiming the 
tight to decide on) competing calls) thiey decided in favor of Truro, and 
Mr. Waddell was accordingly inducted om the 16th of NoT^embor, 1798. 
In the course oif time the separation of Oinslow from Truro, hitherto one 
congregation, became necessary and took place in. 1816. In November, 
1802, Mr. Waddell was married to. Namcy, sister of the late E. S. Blanch- 
ard, Esq. After a union of sixteen years Mrs. Waddell was remoived by 
death, oln the 18th of August, ^818. 

From the period of the separatiom of Onslow from. Truro, Mr. Wad- 
dell's time Was spemit in co.ngregatlional labors, largely Interspersed with 
missionary work, for which he seemed to have had a peculiar talent ; and 
through his instrumentality the church continued to flourish, and many 
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a TBmoite locality heardi the "Word of Life. He was a mam of oonnmand- 
iiii-g presence, and as I remember him im my young days at meetings of 
Bynod, "With his ta.Il, eirect, well-propoTtioitfed frame, partially bald 
Qittd 50'wdened head, I used to regard him. lais the "beau idea" of a main. 
lin November, 1828, he w^aiS struck with piairalysis, from, which, however, 
he so fair recovered, that he was able, 'witli lalmoist his wanted vigor, to 
-continue his custoim.airy labors till, by a fall from his carriage, im; 1836, 
he wa^ eirititrely disabled, and in November following he diemitted his 
charge. From that time till his death, his life was oio« oif retirement ; 
Taut retirement enllvenefd by the frequetnt visits of those whom he had 
l)aptized, and married, and gathered round tlie table oif the Lord ; and few 
men tools more delight in such visits tha,n Mr. "Waddell. While not sini-v 
ing the ministry oif Christ, or forget t;in.g its clajms and duties, his dispo- 
sltian was emdnently social, anil those hours of pleasant intercourse 
seemed, but for his imfirmity, almost to recall his better days ajnid make 
liim forget the present. 

As stated, iei 1818, he lost his partner. Three children preceeded 
liim to the gra.ve. Pour survived him, one of whom, the Eev. Ja,mes "Wad- 
dell, has since and but recently, been laid beside his father. After a 
;shO'rt illness which, though severe, he bore 'with Christian! patience, he 
passed peacefully ainfl happily away oin the 13th of Novean,ber,1842,— a 
"mcnth HQ.f spieciaJ significance in liis history im connection with Truro. 
He .arrived i.n. Truroi on the 5th of November ; om the 16th of November 
lie was settled ; oaii the 28th of Notvember he was struck with paralysis; 
l:n, Noivember he demitted his charge ; aind om the 13th off Novemiber he 
Avas gathered to his fathers. Dr. Smith of Stewiacke p'reached. his 
fun.eral sermon on the day of his buriial, aind his remains were laid in the 
grave by his brethrenj oif the Presbytery. They lie im the old grave yard, , 
inot far from those of his sainted, predecessor, like whom, he loved the old 
spot replete with so. m'amy precious, lia,ppy memories ; amid over the 
graves of both are placed memorials at which mam.y gazed with reverence 
aiad gratitude when the old cemetery was the sceme of Sabbath privilege, 
amrd at which many whoim he baptized, trained, married and admitted 
to the fellowship of the chuirch, have sitnoe oiften looked as they thought 
of sc&nes long go.ne by, and perhaps whispeired to themselves, "Let me 
die the death of the righteous, aimd let m.y last emft be like his." 

Afteir .'a comBlderable period, which, from Mr. Waddell's oomidition, 
might almost be called a vacamey, a call wjis first giveni to the Eev. 
Hobert Blackwood, ainfl then to a probatiomier. For reasons immaterial 
to. our present purpose, both were umsucoessEul. In the yeaJr 1838 your 
piresent pastor was called, preaching his first sermom on the 11th of Sep- 
"tember, just 32 years agoi last Sabbath, and was settled on the 14th oif 
February, 1839. Then, the congregation was comparatively small, and 
the Church fa mile from the centre oif ipiopuLation-, andi influx of strang- 
ers from withO'Ut ; am^ from the dil'apidated condition of the chuirch, it 
W'as deemed necessary to. erect a. new church laind place it in the village, 
'a.a the most central s.pot ; and hence, aibont 17 years ago, the existing 
buildimg was erected. 

From tlie ea.uses already memtioned, together with increasing Pro- 
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vincjal proisperity, the house was soon found to be too smiall, and 20 ft. 
were added to It, and today there is la. lack of adeqiuate aeeommodatioin. 
In 1839 the number of houses in and about Truro village was 46 or 50; 
today inearly, If not over 300. Some years ago it was fomnd' necessary 
to set oiff Old Barns (now Clifton) as a separate congregation, and to- 
day tlie propriety awd success oE the movemeiat, though once oa,lIed in 
question, is too evident for doubt. Recently, laction has been taken to 
divide the congregation anew, by the ©rectioin of the eastern part into a 
separate charge, and in the course of a few years, if the future be like 
the past ini progress, it will be both self-sustaJn-ing and important. If 
we cain call duty an honor, this congregatioin lias the honor of the first 
Bible Society in. British America, fou'nded during Mr. Waddell's ministry, 
in 1810 ; and of the first Bible Class, aind fiirst Missionary Concert for 
Prayer, at least in the Presbyterian church. 

The communion roll in 1838 numbered 179 ; oif these oin'ly 68 survive. 
At pireseiat the congregation exteiads from Clifton on the west, to 
KemptO'w.n anid Riversdale on the ea8t;iainid fpcm Onsloiw Mountain on the 
■north, to Logan's on the Old Stewiiacke Road, and Johnson's Crossing on 
the south. It numbeirs about 260 families, comprisiag, S'ay 1300 souls. 
The cammu/nd cants' roll contains over 500 :naimes, for GO'd has greatly 
blessed us, aiud is blessing still— like the humdred year Aloe, causing us, 
in this one hundredth yeiar, to rejoice lanid blossom as the rose. Of the 
elders at my settlement, all but one, our venerable Father, Mr. Kent, have 
passed away — the father of the sessiom. and congregation, a man whose 
character I meed not eulogise. Of the isecoind election of the elders, 
three oinly are alive, and oif these one anly— Mr. D. W. Archibald — is now 
amoinig us. The others are Dr. Waddell, soin at my predecessor, now of 
St. John, N. B ; and, Samuel J. Archibald, of Musquodoboit. Of the pres- 
ent session I need not speak, exoeptiimg to say that they aire worthy of 
the entire confidience of the congregatian. 

Du:ri,ng la ministry oif 32 years I ha've maTrifid 405 couples ; baptized 
726 p'Crsons, and ol these, during the last year about 80— a striking proof 
of the hold of the good wiay on. the comgregation ; and in those 32 years 
I lave buried 513. 

Further I need not speak of myself, exceptimg to/ say that while life 
remjains, I shall never forget, or fail to feel deeply grateful for, miainy 
eubstamtial tokens of kindness, and especially foir deep sympathies when 
Provideinces -svere dark. May God retura this 'a thousand fold. 

Befoire this congre-^ation- from its positiom, its charajcter, its ability, 
its by-past efforts, wwi trust I may say its iprety— there lies a future of 
influence second to none in the church,, iin its bearing upon the Intel 
lectual, social, motal and religiou3 CQadition of the land. Though your 
pastor, and it may seem like boasting, I uimhesitatingly say this to lead 
you to thi.-nk how God has blessed you, aod what you may yet become and 
do, if true to your gramd old Presbyterian principles— if walking in the 
good old Tvay, takiaig good heed to the gloirious Gospel of Jesus Christ 
—maintaining sternly and decidedly the purity and discipline of the 
House of your God ; strengthening the ha.nida and encouraging the heart 
of your ipastor, and holding up the hacods of your elders. Tolerate no- 
thiing in your sanctuary but what is clearly the mind' oif God— no time 
serviinig, no expediency, no novelties, mo cowa/rdice, no divisions. Stand 
together, amd together stand by the Faith Icince delivered tO' the saints, 
•atnd what has been dome will be little comipared "with, what, by God's 
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blessi'xi|g on the ■wflling healrta and hamds of brethren d^velling in unity, 
you will be able to do. A.nd that God may bless aiad prosper you a 
thousaind fold, make you a praisein His Church and a glory in His 
name ; and that your children may be laa 'Olive plants round about your 
tables — your ho.uses abodes of righteousmesa land peace — little streams 
that go to swell the volume an.4 increase the l)ower of the river of our 
GrO'd ; laoLd tha,t to those who come after you may transmit, intact and 
unsullied, the honoa: of your Master, is the eairnest prayer of your at- 
tached jpastoir. ( I 

HISTORY OF EDUCATION IN TRURO. 



Prize Essay by Miss Aggie IVIcKay of Grade IX, Model School, Winner of 
Governor General's Silver Medal, December 3rd, 1885. 

The school system existing at preseiat is very different from that which 
existed a, ceiatuffy ago. 

O'ne of the eairliest schools was taught by G'avin Jo/hnsion, about 1775, 
in a school house which stood! on the hill, where Mr. Beafllimg's residence 
■now stanjds. This hill was Oir'iginall,y kmown as "Joe ilooire's Hill." 

A'liotheir early school was held in a. little school house neajr where 
the Hoiai. J. B. Dickie no-w resides, and) w'hich we will term, the "Prince 
street school.'' Mr. George Dill taught here about the year 1804. Dill- 
wo.rth's sipelliing book, and the "English Reader" were the oirnly books used 
until the scholairs were sufficiently advanced to iread from the New Tes- 
tament. A story is told at Mr. Dill's expense, and I menti/on it to show 
that "tricks" playedi at school now do not compaire with those of former 
days. Mt. Dill had some distance to walk to school, and being lame, it 
fatigued him exceedingly. It was a very familiar sight for his pupils to 
see him pull his chair up befoire the fire-pLace aiiid perch his feet upon the 
"crame" to rest himself. "While thus situated, he generally had a succes- 
sion oif "naps." On one occasion he weait sounld 'asJeeip ; when the boys, 
inotjcing this, tied all theiir slate-cloths toigether, amil with this rope hur- 
riedly iimippovised, secured his feet to the orainie and then went out to play. 

Notwithstamflang a.11 Mr. Dill's trials ajnid tribulations, he taught, more 
oiT less, tor tweety-five yea>rs, until he was 'appodn.tedl Prothonotary of 
the Suptreime Oourt ini 1831. 

Mrs. Faulkiner taught, about 1809, oin "Joe Moore's Hill." She re- 
maiinred here for some time, when shie removeld to Upper Priince street. 
The trustees at this tim'e were MiesBrs. Edward S. Blamchard, George Dill, 
amid Hugh Moore. Mrs. Faulkner subsequently estaibiished a private 
school, which was taught iinl heir own home. Elizabeth Mllle/r, a inliece, 
Miss Nainlcy Smith and Alice Moioffe, were successively teachers iim this 
■school. 

Mr. James Irvinig taug'ht on Priialce street ; 'and aboiut the year 1810, 
imj a red school house erected in a holLow, oia the cornBir of what is now 
called Queem' and Church streets. In wet weatbeir the school house resem- 
bled a floatiing island. This bolloTv .has disappeared, beiinig tilled in for 
the purpose bf levelinig up Queen street. Mr. Irving was educated in 
Edimibuirgh, and was considered an accomplished scholalr amr thorough 
teacher. i , j,. , i ,^i . '. . . i i . 



About tJie same time, or a little Ia.t€ir,. Mr. WjirfajniC Eatoim, ntrcfe 
of our (pTeseiat Mayor, taught in a little school house which stood Im a 
grove, tiieair the house then occupied by Mt. He'Didersion, on Bible Hill. At 
this tiime Bible Hill waB Trunoi "par excelletace." He taiught thea-e for 
so.me time, au'di then mou'ed to this siijie oif the river. 

At a, later date Mr. Irviinig and Mr. Ealtoiai tauglit togetlier, on the' 
comer o'f Queen anfli Church streets ; the fioirmer teachlnig the languages, 
Eiuglis'h giranimar anidi GrCiography ; the latteir, the simipler E'aglish. 
bu-'ainiches anfl Book-keeiping. 

Mr. Isaac Smith has kiWddy shown me ai book, mafle by stitchiimg to- 
gethieir a, few sheets of loolscap, aind' coiveire'd with browin paper, which 
was used by him at this soh/ool, while learning book-keeping. The book 
is still in gooB preservation. On the cover appears the word "Ledger," 
iplrlBte/d in clear, round letters, by Mir: Eaton, -while directly under, were 
the 'wo.ndB, "Commeiaoed A. D., 1810," writteia in a smaller hani by Mi . 
Smith. 

Mr. Ja.mes Waddell alaoi taught im this scbaioi bouse. 

Iia 1811 a school was heldi in a hO'UseiO'Wiaed by Captain "William Cock,, 
aiaid subsequently by John Dunlap, whom mainy will remember as a wor- 
tliy citizeia. This bouse stood where J. H, Oroecuip & Go's, store now 
fitaolds. The school was taugbt by Mr. Guyle, ajaid -was attended by 
about tweimty scholars. 

We, fwhio awe accustoimed to the haialdsome school buildings of Truro 
oif tlhle ipiresemt diaiy, heiar with amazemeinit that in 1812 Mr. Pryor taught 
schoioil to a. barn. This structure sto'Old opposite thS' new Pictou road, 
oia the site (afterwards occupied by a building knoiwn as the "Old 
Dodge." In winter, half of a shoe-miaker's shop serYCid tlie purpose of a 
scboioil inoomw 

Betwieein the yeairs 1812 and 1820 we find Mr. Young, Mr. Jonathan 
Girieves, Mrs. TJphaimi ainid Mr. Carrigoia teaching. 

Mr. Youinig taught on Bible Hill, iini the second story of Mr. Siamuel 
Archiballd's bouse ; amid afterwards oini "Prince street." He also taught 
for la short time om the corner of Queen and Church streets. 

Mr. Grrietves taugbt omi Bible Hill. 

Mrs. TJphami ta.ught iim an old house, which stooifl, near the site of the 
presenit Henflerson pilace ; and at another time aairrield one on in her own 
hiouse, situatea on the land now occupied by the residenice oif I. S. John- 
soim, Esq., Prince street. 

Mrs. TJplham, hafl a remarkably haaty temipier. A sttory is told of 
the late Peter 8. ArchibaM, whoi, haiviing malde his appearance at school 
without kiniowing his lessons was kept im lau'd compelled to learn "a 
task." In) or'der to keeip Master Peter a loimg time and punish him 
thoroughly, Mrs. Uphlam requested him to memorize am enti/re chapter 
firom the New Testamemt. Having twice hurriieidily reiafl it thnoiugh, the 
embryo colooel preeenteid. himself before his froiwiming teacher and reipeat- 
ed the chiapt'er word for word. Being fleep'ly annoyed at Peter's suc- 
cess she dea.lt him a shajrp blo.w oin tbe aiidieiolf the head with a book, apd 
said "aoi." 

Mr. Kicbard Carrigoiiu, au Irishmalm with an eye to' business, gubse- 
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quamtly maL-riiefli the B.cliioiol-taachiin.g 'wMow aad went to live in, his wife's 
hiome, where he opeiniefd up lai school 'oia his oiwn account ; hie wife acting 
as assiBrtainit. 

A little schDOl house stood wheire St. Paul's maose norw standis. 

Mrs. De Triescheft! ta.ught here, aiaicl afterwairds in an oild house north 
of Ooibequia Hall. She led a very lioiaiely life ooitaifle of school hours. 
Of hier it is relaitefl that she set her tia.ble to accomimoaate flvie oir six 
persioins ; a.nd during the meal would serve these imagibary guests with 
tea amdi cake, oir whatever else hier hospitable board, afforded, while keep- 
ing up a. lively CD^versatiom with them.. ' 

DuTimg 1823-4 Mahew T. Smith ta.ught im the Pi-iuce street sch/oiol ; 
amid was in turn succeeded by Daniel Dicksioin, -who taiught about 1825. 

Ill 1834 SlT. James Reiil taught laa Bible Hill, near the site of the 
presea't sch/ool house ; a,iidi in 1839 Mr. Mitoliell taught ia the samie place. 
This geatleman, •whose pupils numbered aboiub forty, seems to have beeni a 
versatile geia'ius, for he was able to. 'diivi'de hiis attamtions between nuaking 
shoes aiald "teaching the young idea how to shoot." 

Oveir ifioirty years ago Mr. Charles Weaver taught in, one of the jury 
jroome of the 'olid Court House. 

About 1840 MJr. Johini Cummings, junr., taught on "Joe Moore's Hill," 
and afterwards in the "Prinoe street" school. His positioini here seems 
to ha.ve beea an enviable one, and ceirtai'n partifes having unsuccessfully at- 
tempted to, peirBualle him to leave dietermiaeid to depriive ham of the use of 
the sohoio,l .room' by stra.tagem. On. Ha,ll.oiw E'em, 1842, tihe opposition 
took all the wiindiows out of the buildisig aild carirred them. off. The 
weatheir beiing cold., the school could in,ot be continues unless the windows 
were resto.red. The trusteies refus.e-d to. i'ncuir the cost of pToviding new 
o:mes, thinking that the olldi might s.ocni be returnea. In this dilemmai, Mr 
Cummiings moved out and fitted up a school .room iin. a house then ownad 
by Mr. Joseph McNaMghto(ai, situated 'oippoisite the preseialt residanae of 
J. B. CalkDni, Esq. SchoioU was carried oin here for a year, when Mr. Cum- 
mi/ngs built a. house, in which he taught scho.al for many years and lived 
the iremiaiinlder of hie days. 

Mr. John Cummings, senr., the father of the subject of this sketch, 
was also a teacher imi Truro., and one .6f the ea/rliest of whom we have 
amty reqoirldi. T)he old Prince street schoo'l haiviing served its days, wasi 
giveia aiway, and used floir soime time ais a carpemiteir's shop, while a more 
comanoidious buildiing was erected on oir inieair the site of Mr. Martin 
Dickie's pire&enlt flnvelling. 

Mr. Martin. dBlaney was probably the first who taught iini this new e 
d'i'fice. He was of Irish descemt, andevery imight just before dliamdssing 
would siaiy, with a rich touch of the brogue, "Go's jre all home, pace- 
able a;nijj. quiet, and noi shoutin." I presumle the scholars w^alted/ as 
amxiousJiy foir this remark as those of the ipries.einft day wait tor "Take your 
books." 

Mr. Wm. C. Eajtoini succeeded Mr. Delaimey ; anid was In turn succeeded 
by Mr. Miller. 
I Thomais Stewart Crowe Smith, afterwards a clergymami in Maryland, 
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ainia who died there; next Ixad charge oi this school ; ana was coiiBjdered'aii' 
excellent pedagogue. 

Then tollowefl in Bucoesslon Messrs. Johto; Cummings, J. E. Ellis, Rob- 
ert Johnson, (nlcknamield/ little BobJ Johoi McLeo/d, Cloiwe, J. Mundel and- 
Oharmaini, who. held.' foir different perio/de thie ImiP'Oirtainife trust of the vil- 
lage scbooil mastej^ 

Mr. Mcliflofl became" a clergymajm (amid iisr at [present presiding oiver a 
caaigrega,tion In Prince Efti'ward Isliaind. 

Miss PTiatme taught iini the same plaice unltil the opening af the Model- 
School iin 1857. 

The trustees about 1840 were Chiae. Tucker, William Plemmiing auit 
John Duuliap ; andj aiteir Mr. 0unlap's rdeath, Mr. Joseph Growe filled the 
Yacaocy. 

We haivie beeoi favoredi with the names o( the foJlowiing teachesra, but 
have beeini unable bo place them in their proii>er order, or the diate at 
which they taught: Mr. Wilsoni taught in the old jail; Miss Kirk, on 
"Joe Moioire's Hill ; " Mr. Johin Elwoosd iiai the- house noirth of! Cobequid 
Hiall ; Mies N. AiTChibald ia a lnouse that stood beside the o-ld Uegistry 
oifioe ; Miss ClhaEnbeirs la a building 'which stoio/d opposite Mr. Onaiig's 
stoTe ; Miss Witter iia the house thait has reoemtly been remiodieled, on the 
coiTrner in front of the' Prince of Wales ho'tel ; lanki Mir. Samuel McCully in 
a house that stood beside the old Hegistaiy (office. 

The books usedi previous to this time were the New Testamein/t, Mur- 
paty's first a<nfl' second Sjpielling and Eeiadiing boioks, Di'llworth's Spelling- 
book, a'nid the English Keader, which I have al/ready mea(ti,0tned as being 
us«d lafbfOiUt the year 1800, Soott'ff Lessoinls, a,na Mutray's Grammar. 

The 'pir'ograiinme for the dJay was las 'foU'ows— a lessoni firom Brown's 
CJaftechiem or the New Testameat, ptrepairimg quill pen& for writing ; 
writifflg^ ra' page bS foolscap ; readiing from the English Beialder ; and 
Arithmetic umtil no-oii. The same programme was repeate'dl iini the after- 
noon, 6{pelling being the last leason before dismissiing. 

For elpelliing 'the childiren were arramged in classes, and eacii scholar 
was oin the aleirt for a mis-spelle'd wioird, with la view torgettiing to the 
head of the class.' Satmrday mormi'ng was genenally spent in reading 
fro'm the New Testaimairt, and on this Idlay school w,as dismissed at moon. 

The ipraptice ini vogue fior the empiloyment and payment of teachers 
was diiferemit from' the present. Teachers were geiaterally em.ployield for 
three mioinithB, and an agreement was iwritteia amd signed in the following 
fiorm: 

"We, whose mames are annexed to this (paper, agree to ^ag^ge Thos. 
Joines to teach school for us, far the term oif three motaths, aadi we 
agree to (p'ay him eight shilliings for each scholair sea* to- him by us, and 
we also agree to board, each one in iproportion to the scholiairs sent, 

Signled : Joihn BrOlwn, 1 scholar. ' 
Wm. Smitlh, 1 1-2 schoilialrs. 
David Croiwe, 3-4ths scholar. 
Jas. Walsh, 1 3-4ths scholars 
Heary Wailsh, 2 scholars. 
John Archibald, 2 1-4 scholars. 
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"Thus tlie list -was cantmuea. 

The teachers -were alsoi supposed to take what wafe called a "poor 
«cho.la.r" to eveirSr eight Or teini "payiing schoiliars." To be very precise, I 
sliouia S'a,y that very oiftaoi those "payimg schola.rs" dSd not pay ; and the 
teacher was, iini sosme lustances, compeUea to 'accept his aalary in kind, 
viz : graimi, vegetables, a.nd other iU'eoessairiies ot life. 

Duriing winter the scholars had to supply tlife fuel. A Dumibeir had 
their poTtian sent fromi home, but otliers, mot so fortunate, were compel- 
led to gatlier wood, aiaag the road oia tbei.r way to school, in sufficient 
-quantities to beat the school room far the day. 

Duri'm? the first half o:f the p:pesienit century, the profession of 
sohoiol teaichilnig had fallan into the hamtls of those -who, incapable of 
succeedimig in 'anything else, adopted teaichilh(g as a last riesort. But, we 
are also glad to be able to say that therre were bright exceptions to this 
rule. 

No'twithstainiding the vBry imperfect system that' prevailed up to this 
time, maioiy oif the men whO' figured so promiment.ly and' successfully in 
public life, both alt home and abroad, neceived their eiairly 'educatioim in 
"t.hese schools. 

Meam'whriie "the Academy" had l)een estaiblished on what is now called 
■Walker stx'eet, ainil' was a marked implnovemerat 'on all preceeidiing schools. 
It was pfresid'ed oiveir by a head teach-er amid an assistant; the fioirm.er 
tesichi.nig Gheiography, Histiory, English Griaimmar, Mathematics, Algebra, 
Natural Philosophy, Navigation!, Classics, ainid French ; while the assist- 
ai".it taught tlie common English branches. 

Mr. Poirter, foTmerly a, teacher lira the ol'd Prince stlreet school, be- 
■oa.ihie head teacher, ihi the Academy. This gemitlemian 'was a thorough 
schola.r, ainld the school soon gained a good rieputationi Scholars flock- 
ed fTO'm the feurroiuBiding country ain'd the beiaches were soK>n filled. In- 
teisding fpupils were required toi paiss lain examinatibn betolne entering. 

This school aftordied classic trairaing olf a high ofrflBr. Many of the 
older oitizeias oif Truro owe their knowledge oif Greek anfl Latin toV the 
"thoir.oiugh (aald pladnstaking care of Mr. Poirter. 

He ^ai3 succeeafedi by Mri. .Tames (Walddell ; Edward Blainiohard, who 
ba.ug'ht Mr a few years, beiinlg then 'O'nly sixteen years of age, was his as- 
sistaint. Messrs. Rolbert MoCuitdiy, Ra.Tiiaall Richardson, and Jonathan 
Bla,nicha.i<d followed in succession. The Haitteir taught fromi 1848 toi 1851, 
when, Mr. Blward Blianchard resum,eaiam!d became head master. 

Soime 'Of the Btuaiem*s of the Aoademy bamded together' eund issued a 
little ntewspiaper, which theiy called "The Aca^demiy Critic." They had 
Biui edltar, 'poetical editor, and other off ici'als ; but there is no record of 
thait inKportamt official of the presemt 'daiy, "the printer's devil." There 
Tvas mo fixed price set upon the paper, but "wheia the, ''newshoiy went 
a.bro'ad to sell it ofice: a week, some woiuHd give him as mucjh as a shil- 
linig, otberis s'ix pence, amd so on. This Is said to have beew the first news- 
paper issued itti' Truroi. 

The Provimcial Normal School was opeiaed November 14th, 1855, 
■jvith Dr. JloTrester as pri'nicipal. 

Duri'ttg tire first twelve years the average attendance was sixty-three 
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pupils, aind since then it has been increaisiing gradually, until it no.w num- 
bers onier two huinflred. 

The (i.rst Moidel School was opeinled in June, 1857. It consisted of 
three graces, or departmoats, inclutlimg 'a/bout one hundred and fifty 
chil'direni. The 'first teaiehers in this schoiol were Mr. J. B. Oalkiiffi, Mr. Jo- 
seph rWebster, aiadi Miss Christie, now the wife oif Be,v. Chiaa. B. Pitblado. 
Durlimg the first weiek in June, 1857, intending pupils were examined by 
the thrieie tea.chers. The paremts accoimpainiied th« children tio the school 
amxl while thiey were ia the library for exaimiimation the parents remain- 
ed in the High school room. 

Miss Christie taught the primary depactmient, and had ninty-seven 
pupils. Mr. Webster, tilxe iiatermediate, aiad Mt. Calkin the High school. 
The fees, per pupil^ for the primary departmient, were one dollar and 
twenity-five cents ; f off the i.ntermiedi.afbe fifty eaaits mote was required ; 
amd foir the High school, one dollar extr.a. In winter an additional twen- 
ty five cants was requiresdi for fuel. This coinitlnued. until N'O'vembeir, 
18()4, wlnea the free school system cam-e iinto fioiroe, wlhich was at once a 
dieeided imipro'vemeint foir both teachers la.ad pupils. 

The teachers, as a matter of oou.rse, had to be very strict. Mr. Web- 
Bteir, who wias considered one o^f the kiimdest a,nd best oif teia.cheirs, uned to 
mjakie his pupils sit with "heels together lainld toies out," "hands on the 
kimees" auid back without touching the chaJr. At three o^clock, those who 
hald beemi fortunate enO'Ugh to keeip. the cc.m'm'ainidB, stood up ajid weire al- 
lo.wed to go ; while those vuafortunEutes who h.^ll brOikein, them, were de- 
tailed foir a time. Evetry miorning'ain,d evening the children were march- 
ed ftram the other departmeinits to a lairge gallery in the High 'school 
room,, lor religious exercises.- Ira the imo'ritting they had; a Bible lessen, 
llni the evening prayers. Either good old Dr. Forrester or Mr. Oa.lkiia con- 
diucted these lessons, a,nd they left a laBtJng impiression upon the childiren. 

In the hj^ear 1875, the present Molcliel school was opeined. Mir. Calkin, 
ha'viing been appointed! tlo- a position iin the Ncinmail school, was succeed- 
ed by MessjB. Ed^ward BliEUaohard, Hanpier, Hugh TMacKeia-zie, E. M. Ches- 
lej, W. D. Dimock, McVioax, McKitrick, amd Smith, our present teacher. 
Ini the next giratiies were Messrs. Webster, Miller aiad Little ; Robinson Cox 
also taught 'for a short time iia this diepia.rtmiemt. In the primary de- 
parbmenlt Miss Ohristie was succeeded by Miss McLeod, Miss Eaulkn.er, 
Miss Leiake, Miss Eussell, Miss McC lure, amd Miss Lewis. 

We hiaivie alirea(aiy said that at the opieiaing oif the Modiel school in 
1857, it ooinisisteflj oif three deplaj-tmea+s, with about one hundtred and 
fifty pupils. tn 1865 the a/tten.dance iduring the summer term wiais two 
huittdred and fifty-five, and during the wiiateir term^ two hundlred and 
fifty-omie. In 1875 the numbelr of mamieis iregistered, during fhe year 
was sevem' hundred. In 1880 the number ireaclieH. eleven.' hundred and 
foujr, 'amid in 1884, the last year of wlhich we ha.ve a reeoalil, the Tuum- 
ber wials tan hundlred and eighteen; While the teachers had iiiiereased from 
thiree tO' twelve. 

Halviinig thus dlsscribed the "Rise and Piroigress oif the schools of Truro 
foir the I'ast ceinitury, we are imjpressed with thieiir steady aad continued 
growth from year to year ; but im no instance can the progress be com- 
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luiifBa with tliat made slinlce 1864, when the firee school system wias lirst 
•established. 

We ha^vie eveiry- reasoim tO' feel proud af our aidTancement ; prond of our 
J'ree School System^; amid proud of the miern who atifvocated that policy 
ji.md had the courage to' carry it into successful operationw

Paany, la taletarted English lady, wife of 
A:thur E. Peiany, an English gentleni)a<nj fia.rmer who formerly resiided in 
Truro, taught ap advanced school for young ladies in a house of^ Young 
-street, but fronting toiwiaipds Prince street, which afterwards became the 
a-es;dence of TVm. Faulkner, Esq., and was burnt and replaced by hi* 
:presen,t dwelling.

VISIT TO TRURO. 



Supireme 'Court, Truro, October aad, 1860. 

At eleveni o'clock, a,, mi., Chief Justice, tlie HomoTable Williiani' Young," 
■who wias gazetted 4th August O'f that yea;r, toiok his place oini the bench, 
a.ii.A the biisimess of the term commenced. Subsequein* to somie p'relimin- 
ary p.roceediimigs, the Grapd Jury were swoira, ami after appocnting Deacon 
Willi/a.m Keianieidt?, qf Pleasant Valley, BTookfield, their foremjaiai, wer» 
aadressied by the Chief Justice to the follo'wiimg effect: 
Geimttemen oif the Graiad Jury :— 

"I ',a:m. ha;ppy to leariai that niO' pers'cin is oonfined' in the county on 
amy criminal charge. There may be twio olr three caBCB of less imrport- 
aace claiming your attention, but sio fair as I caiai find, you will mftet 
with ino questions oS djifficulty in the dischairge oif your duties this term^ 
Should ^ainy such arise, aB it is the pieculiatr 'pnoviboe, so it shiall be the 
pleaisuire, of the Court to give you all the iiBsistance that may be requir- 
ed. It is pteaiSaialt to know however, 'm ireference to the public pBiacie, 
that youjr labors promise to shrirak imto so' niairrow a compass. 

Befoirie I dismiss you to your room, let me arddiress you in a few words 
omly, on the stilrring scene in which I ha.d the pleasure of takiinig a part 
a few weeks ago, oia- the pa.ssing of His Boyial Highness the Prince of 
"W.ailes thipOiUgh the district. Since them, I have witnessed mioire gorg- 
eous diemioinistrations, but none more giria.tifyltaig. The Illumination at 
Mcinitreail was confessed' to be equal to 'amything of the kind which Lon- 
id'oia has piroduced, and cost many thousainds oj dollars. The lumbermen's 
Arch lat Ottawa was most umiique and strikiiaig ; unique in its position, 
at the fTiQiait of one of the grandest sites which the Caoadas can produce 
ais the seat oif a Gcveriament ; unique, alsio, as emblematic oif a boidy of 
mem rdiescribed as the bone and sinew oit that couintry, numtoering, as they 
tell UiS in their address, 13,000. The amphitheatre at Tioroiato was sur- 
rounded by thousands of spectators, 'aiad opowned by two of the noblest 
buildiimgs I ever saw devoted tO' the higher oirder of educatioitt. But even 
in the united Proivinces of Oanada— the seat oif a future aimd growing em- 
pire, as it may well be called— I was delighted to feel, and toi hea/r it uni- 
versailly lackmowledged, that for warmth cif feeliing, for loyal enthusiasm., 
foir diecoirum and orderly arrangement, am)d the developement of a fins 
taiste, our little Provinfce haJd not beeia sunpassed by any demonstraticm 
; elsewhere. I say it, mot in flattery, but in sincerity of feeling, thiat I 
could iniot refrain from, admiring the classic desigms and the delicate fin- 
ishinig ioif yomr &(rches, andi the tountia,iin that embellished yiouir square. I 
was delighted at the ma(nily greeting of youir yeomen; a,t the smiles of 
youT womein. ; at the melody of your children's voices ; while all around 
were pictures of rural beauty anid pleinty— the irlch plains oif your inter- 
vales ; the feathery elms that adorin lyiour marshes. Loing may you lit* 
to ©nijoiy the blessings of youir position unidesr the British crown ; and 
may the Prince return to his own lanid with a-eaewed te&Jth and happy 
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recolleetfoms of liis vfalt to Amarfoa. 'With tlie^e fffw> woirdsr, geatlemea,. 
aliid again congratulating you on the state oif youT fine county, I dis- 
miMs you to the busieuess which may await your dieliberatioicfl."

The fifth 6iaff of Septembeir, 1755, wais a ni,onieia,tiou» day in the his- 
tory o;f Nova Scotia, It waS' momemtious i!ni its beafring upon the 8ate of 
those who, at that time, comprised^a liairge majority of the population: 
o.f th:B Pro^-iface ; tliat is, of the so caiUed Elreimcb Acadia.ns- oif that 
period,. Oia tha* day CSoiLonel Win»l/ow 'aiatd hifr subordinate afficers, in 
the New Englianid army oif occupation otf the yiapiO'US Freach settleimemts in ■ 
Nova Scotiia, eimultaiaeously issued amid served' their proclaimations eall- 
img foir the immeOinte assemblage oif those uiniioirtunaite Acadians, with a. 
view to their espulsioim froim Nova. Sootia.. The utapleasant, but as . it 
was theitt consiflered, neoeseairy, task of "W;uisao:w and his suboirdiniates wae^ 
pToimptly ciaxriedi out ; for im tli«ir case, haste seemed essenitiial to their 
oiw.TL safety. 

The Acadiaffls having" been expellecl finom t]je couintry, Goivemor L'a,w-- 
Te'ace imme/diately sooight to- induce Emglish-Bpeaking colo>ni&ts to occnipy 
the lainide which had thus become vac, ".at. Years elajpsefl befoire his 
efforts met witli any notable degree lof success. The first permiament set- 
tlers >orf Coibequi'd were 'aimioing those -who sought to profit by Governor 
L'aiwTOace's inTitation, , t 

M the New Haitnipeihire contingent to the New Elngland farce which had 
assisteid iim wnestlng Foa-t Beausejour from the Fremch, and. which had ex- 
pelleid the Acadiane oif that place, theire were a , number di Irish, mainly 
fr>om the Proivince of Ulster, who ha/d 'oialy recently, maldie a settlemept 
iioi Americiai. Whilst in the perform aince oif their miiitary duties, in Nova 
Scotiia., these IirJsh people would have aj goo(d apportumity of observing 
how Bupeiriior, ia every respect, tlhe alluvial lainids around the head waters 
of the Ba)y of Fuiady were, in compiajrisom with the ruggeflj hills oif New 
Hamipshiire. 

In, the Autumn of 1759, albout twemlty mien o,f this New Hjampshiire 
Irish coloiDiy, mialde an excursion to Cobeauid, to iin/formi themselves more 
tboroughly as to the chaoracter of the coumrta-y. The explanation was 
aatisfactoiry ; amd immediately before, flir ia,fterwarde, but sometime dur- 
i'Kg 1759, the intending settlers laippli-ed to the Nova Scotia Govennment 
for graints of two Townships, eventually called OmBloiw and Truro. In 
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^li'e Tollowang Autumn (ITeoO anS in the Spri^ig of 1761, "the n&w settlers 
jairrived Im Sorce, with their families. 

It is aa.i'd that as the little party of immigriamts were moving inlunil 
Irom the Baiy shore, they were sadly moved with la. esase o'f the desolation, 
'vv'hicli surrO'Uin'ded themi in this, their seooinil migration, so that the weak- 
•er- he:i,rtea were qtuite overcome hy their feeliiags. 

"By the rivers ol Babylon, there we siat iliowiai, yea, we wept." 
The little stream, with the swamp thDough which it lormifirly preco- 
Irited, was fr'omi that time, a/md is yet, aaiUied ^'the Bahel,'"" as the place 
wher'e "we sii* dowcb and wept." 

A Ibirge poirtian of the Babel lands is iiacluded in Sir. Lionigiworth's 
fii.rm, be^iiij the low lanUs which lie between Pirinee street west and Bo. 
l):e street. 

As was usual in) such cases, the first openatjioia of the new settlers was 
"to buil'd a. stoccaded fort as a protecti'Cin 'aigainst the Micmiacs anid 
;Praiich ; anid' fior the first year or two, the settlers were woiat to securie 
themselves eveiry night, in this place cf safety. The site of this fart was 
dlirectly :a the re'ar Oif the presant dwelliing oi Mrs. "William Flemming, 
■Queeia stirieet, where mJSiy tae seen alo.w upl.ajnd promontory jutting oat 
upaa the intervale. 

Ila the Autumn oi their first yea-ir's sojourn, the most o,f the men and 
all oif the womieia, with one exception, retunaied to New Hamipehire, which 
"they fiinlaJly left in the Spiring of 1761. ' 

The nuestioia. has often been asked, ""What is the origiia of the name 
T.ruro ? " This is a. qu'estioia which, laiftar much iflilljgen*. search, I am 
wholLy UDli.ble .tO' answer. So far as I oaia ascertain, the first applica- 
i;;oin o.f the nlam-e is in the grant of the To winehip oif Truro, (which gra.nt, 
l>y the by, dlid iffloit issue uatil sev-enail yaairs after it was applieid fiar,) I 
Ilia ve every reasiOia to believe that the place wa-s .niot named afteir any other 
towin JEiallBd Truro, but that it was a misrely arbitrary diesigiaation 
like that of Oiaslow, Colchesteir, and mainy otheirs, and was due solely to 
the tia,ste, whim, or famcy, of some admiiaistnati've officer, secretary, or 
<!l«rk, whOi, for his owia. convenience sake, was oWiged to call the place 
-somethjaig. This continent as a whole, has beeia much afflicted with this 
apiecies oif local Bomenclature, However that may be, our Truro is likely 
■bo remaiiffi Truro until the end of time ; ci.-Jl let us hojite that, if not the 
first, it will sootiJ become, the greatest ci; the nlainne. 

Tim 1763 th-e piopulBitron of Truro ;s Oifficiially retumn/ed, at 60 fami- 
lies. It wias ftti3t until '1765 that the TowDishJjp of Truro receive'd its 
grcuit fpoimc the Crown. This grant ;s mafle t^o S'&veiatiy gra.utees, there 
l)ein;g o.it that timjs abaut seventy families iir^ the Township. It compris- 
"tia a.boiut leighty thousaiad acres. It is miore liberal in. its terms than 
ainy other grant of equal extent ia the Provl'^^ce of Nova Scotia, since 
it -reserves -to the Crown nothing wkaitever. All mineral substances eon- 
t.i-j;iej Afrithin it go t® the grantees. Uinif.oirtunjately it is not rich in min- 
era.l depiOSlts. It is difficult ior us o,f the pinssemit day to conceiive the 
isolati/oia! which this early settlement must haive experientcedi. The only 
mio/de af reiaichinig Halifax, then, as ir.iow, the ciaipital ol the Province, was 
hy water, quite aroucid the great weatenn peninsula of the Province. As 
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yet there was laiot even a wooaiand trail to Pictou. As early as 1760 
we fJiBld the Trurojans petitioning the Proivlacial Government for assist- 
ance in cutting out a 'road from what became afterwards kiOiO.wn as 
"Fletcher's Laike," to Sackville, at the hea.d -of Bedfoird basin. The Gov- 
erament vdeclined to. a,{fOird any asslstapice, .except to feed the men whilst 
choppi'Hig out the projected roiad. L'arOk .oif meiaas was allegeid toi be the 
reasQin for denying otJier aid. The route which these petitioaers sought 
to complete wias via the Cobequid Baiy, Shubeimacaidie river and lakes, 
to Fletcheii''s Laike just meuiit;o,ned, thenroe by iBind to Sackville, and thence 
by water to Halifax. Within a few years, this bit oif road (Fletcher's to 
Sackville,) was completed aad was lomg kiiowmaa "the old Cobequid road." 
For som.e yaajs after its completion it was used as aia express route, by 
aome imdividuials from Truro, who thus lorwairded the goods, chatties, 
.a.nd persons oif their Cobequid neighbors to and from Fletcliier's and Sack- 
ville. Th;s was pro.bably the first veature o.I a stage-coaching character at- 
temipted 'ilm any part oif Nova Scitia. 

It is to be remembered that the Ulster imimigrants did not all re- 
move firo'm New Eiiglan,di to Nova Scotira.. These new TrurO' settlers, 
fior imetance, left many relatives an,d p'BrsoiniaJ friends, in the older colo- 
mies to the westwiair.d. When the Revolut;o'aa:ry War broke out and 
these thirteen colonies dJeclared their i.adepiendence, it was not to be much 
woinldieried at that these Irish, in Nov>a. Scot:a, sho'uia be fouiaid sympathis- 
ing with their felloiw countrymen and relatives i'li New England. Further, 
it is oearttaiia that emissaries were despatched firom New England to Nova 
Sooti'a.to stLr up the aiew settlers to Tebelli'Oini. These emissa.ries miet 
with but indifferent success. Still, eveats occuipreid at Cobequid and 
Chigmecto which almost sufficed to create a brief panic at Halifax, the 
Pripvilaiciiail capit^al. In Truro, a Liberty- pole was erecte'd upo:ni the 
eo.mimoni, now Victoria' Square ; and lat least oin.e insurrectionary meeting 
was h^ld, oir attemjpted, in a house up'Om, what is now Prince street. This 
assemblage was, how'feveir, speadily put to ign'ominious rout, through the 
Uinja.ided p'rowess 'O'f one James Wright) .aim 'oLd soldier of the Britishj army, 
■amd a devooit loyalist. There was !ao' fu/rther overt ^ct at rebellion. In 
1777 commissi omers were sent up from Halifax to ad.mia;i8teir,tlie oath of 
allegiance to the men o'f Truro, Orisloiw la'ajd: Londondea-ry. . AH of them 
except five .refused toi taike the o.ath. Ooineequently, when their repre- 
sBataitives presented themselves at the ,niext meeting io( the. Ero'vinciail 
jLegisilajtuire, they were n.ot allovveidi to ta.ke their seats. . As a further 
measu're in anticipati'on of insurgent rn'Ovemeiaits, a company of soldiers 
from- the Hailifax garrisoin was sent up to Truroi, unfler the commaind of 
oiae, Caiptain Ham^ltoin, to keep the Truro<jain\s and. their neighbors in 
oirder. There were inioi further insuirrecti-ciniary indicatione. 

I have described the first travelled noute from Truro to Halifax. The 
first thnoiugh liinlfl. of rofaid between these /p.o lints left by way of what is 
inlDiw' called Youb^" street, formerly called Youing's Pw0.ad. Outside ol 
Truiro this highway was called the "Muckle Heifflry Miller Ro'ad." This 
Heriiry aiiller is believed to have m.ade it to some extent, so far as it could 
bQ eaiid' ttt have beenim'adie. .He. lived uipoin it near the base line which now 
HX'akes ".Johnson's Crossing. The next through line of roa,! to Halifax, 
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'Was Tun out far to the west of that last d'esciribed, and seems tio-have b&en 
laid out specially with ami eye to the ooinivienience 0>i the LoWer Village 
Tpeople. The first sectioinr-Truro to Brookfield— of the third aiad last, 

u. level liriie to Halifax, was oipeneid iln. 1834, 'anJd the whole line was 
•oompleted, from Ba.lifax to Pictou, iln 'about 1842. 

The Towm Meeting has been, sai.d to be the in,ucleus of the British Pa.rli- 

amen.t. Jla^teirs diiscussed and dealt with iin the o,I/d Trurwi Annual Town 

Meetiiag, weire no* usually oit a very m'Oimem.tous ch'a;ract'eir. They con- 
^sisted maiia.ly of making pirovision for the poiar who were "ota the town," 

as it was call&d ; arraiageimients toir to-wini lafisessmiants ; att* the appoint- 
:meat oif ceirtaJn necessary town officials. The miost impwrtaiat of these 

o.fficial-s was the Towm Cl«rk. fle not 'Oialy hia/d to keep regards of the 
"Town .Jleeting piroceeidiings, but he was obligeid to register every birth, 

marriage, and death, which toiok place iia the Townshipi The follovt'ing 
3s the list oif those who haiVe held this p'ositioia :

There waiS a small fee toi be paid fiotr ©very registra^ioin' of a birt^, 
TUrnirriage, 'Or 'dteath, apfd a small penalty far every omissioa to register. 
"(Jnf'Oirtunatiely, by the tim^e of Mr. Miller's 'dearth, Jn 1834, or so.on after- 
wa.rds, this registrati'omi fell into desuetude ; amd the TrUro^ Town Regis- 
try is laiow exhibited as a cnriO' in the Legislafti've Library at Halifax. 
Steps should be taikeiai far the restoraitian oif the customv formerly pur- 
sued iin Trmpo., oif registering the births, mairriages ainjl deaths ; also for 
luiakimg the Toiwn Cleirk of incorporated Truro, for the tiiae beimg, the 
custcdiaia of the old book of Town Becards. 

The transition is natural fpo^m the Town Meeting to the Provinciall 
Legisliatuire. The first strictly Par liia.mienltairly boldy which had its being 
3 El Noma. Scotia, was calledi together imi tbfe yea* 1758 ; ancii it was the 
fiirsb Pairli/ameint which sat in any pwirt of the British Colonial Empire. 
"Truro hail iao special representation iiii this first "House of Assembly," 'as 
it was called, mior did it have any until 1765. Ba 1761,> Cobequid, some 
years subaequeinttly called Oolchester, was all aianexefl- tiQ Halifax county. 
In 1765, Tiruroi, (that is the township of Truro,), was called upoia to elect 
a member to' the House, ajmd elected Chairles Moirris, junaor. This gentle- 
miala was at the same time elected for Ki'nigs oounty, which he selected lu- 
preferance to Truro. The following is the succession, of members of the 
Hiouse firom Truro :

About this time soime people begain naughtily to talk af the three 
old towasliiips of Tmro, Onslow and LiOLiidonderry as "rotten boroughs,"' 
amd they wane deprived of thair spieoiaJ ireprieseiatati'on, so that Truro 
alome ceased tO' have a memb&r. Thens is a tradition^ that Mr. Fisher, 
M. P. P. flirst jpresente/d' himself in the Legislative halls iitt "shank moc- 
casl.ns. No discredit to Mr. Fisher, but a characteristic oif the times. 

Foir a lO'Hfe time it seeme'd to be a questioia whether TrurO' or Onslow 
was to have the hoiaor of being the couj:ity town of Colchesteir. The 
Courts were held, ini Onslow, down to the yeair 1800. There toiO' was the 
.JaJl a'M the Registry oif Deeds. At leioigth. In 1799, a, Cooirt House was 
built 'at the top oif the emOiiSnce to the ireaj o.f Bible Hill. The Pictou 
ro'a.d, upon which it fronted, on the wiest sidie, has ever sinoe been call- 
ed by way of distinctron, "the old Court House roaid." Iiq 1803, how- 
ever, this Court House wias moveid bodily to the Truro comnio,a, or pa- 
naide, amd placed directly in front .Oif the sp'ot where the preseinit Court 
House stands, where it remained until 1844, when the eflifice now in use 
was erected. The first TrurO' jail W'.'iS built iin 1803, nearly upon the 
site 'orf the present Registry of Deeds laad Ppothonotary's office. It 
wae buTttt in 1817 and rebuilt the foUowiinig year, to be replaced by 
the existing stiructure in 1865. 

The fraime ttf the fixst church ;in Trupo was erected iia 1768, upon a 
site BOW included within the limits of the old cemetery. We aire told 
that the timbeir employed was so heavy that the whole maa and woman 
power of the place was foiiiaid requisite to .Tia.ise the irame. It was some 
yeajis before the structure was couiipleta;!. la 1855 this old chuorch, or 
"nieetimg bouse," was taken down aiad ii"e-erected' in town, by Simion K. 
Eatoa, tor a temiperauce hall, where it wiass 'afterwards accideatally 
bunnit. This was the first place ■of public Christiara worship in Truro, 
aiad indeed the only one until the e'rectioin of the Anglican Church of St. 
John, in 1821. Thus the whole commuiaiity were ostensibly Presbyter- 
ia^n.s, but in reality it cojapirised a {aUiuiber who haid woirshiped vmder 
other idaniominjations pireivious to their la.rrival in Nova Scotia,' and who 
.mow went to the Presbyterian church beoa.use there was imo other to 
which they oould gOi. There are r.ow (1882,) mo less than seven churches, 
a. goo.'Jly inlumber in P'roportion to the piopuliattp'ii! ; but let us not admit 
the truth of the addiage, that, "the i-'eiir'er the church the farther from 
Oo.cl." There are onte of the Church 'Of EiEgla.nd, (stone,) one Roman Cath- 
olic, (brick,) three Presbyteriian-, one Metho'dist, •oroie Baptist ; the latter 
five all of wood. Neaily all of these laire of reeenJt erection. 
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With such Miaie provision for religjoais iinStruction, It was natural 
to look lor imiprovemeintt in the ha.bits o^! the ipieople. Up to the yeiir 
1829 spiiritu'ous liquor was useil at fu'i;:erals. This year/noae was offer- 
ed L\t the i'niteirTuent oif the Late Ebienezer Archibaild.. The reiasoinl miay be 
foun^d in the fiaftt that 'the citizens were begiiniuing to haive their minds im- 
piriessed with the greiait impoirtaiace Oil temperiaiac-e from an agitation of 
a. public character ihi its favoir which stairted a year or two previously. 
Aniioiaig the fariemost aidvocates in the imooption off this noble oaiuse, 
who stT'Oive haird to secure perfect sobriety, in the "times thait tried 
mae's souls," stoodr good old Alexiiittdier Miller, the aom of ai first settler, 
Biiid an elder in the Presbyterian chuirch fox thirty-oije yeaors, whose name 
amd 'miemoiry is still fragrant in the history loS the towaiu His efforts, 
suppoa-teid by ai lew goioA miaai of the eiaimie stamp, culmiiniateid in the foir- 
miati'Cin oif the liirst tiemperance org.aiaization, 'owtside oi the charch, 
nJRider the na.mie of the "Truro Tempenamee Soioiiety," during the year 
1830, -when iabo>ut eighteen persons oamie foirwaiPd amid pledged themselves 
to t.ota.1 abstiinience frofmi the use of laincllant spirits, and the immoderate 
use of all iiriitoxicating liquoirs. The Society's fij-st officers were:

At the eh^d of the fiirst year the iaflheTe'nt soif this jpioneer Society 
numbeir'eid 133 ; fend at the close oif the secolnid yeaa; additions increased 
thie list otf miembershiip toi 175. 

A very iin,t/eresting temiipenance addJress, givieia by Alexander Miller at 
a quarterly mieietiag oif this society, held iim the oild CoTirt House in the 
f'all of 1832, has beeini p/reserved in the i/nivia,luable "Histoirieal and Gen- 
eological EecoTd," by the late Thomia,s Miller, his graDiQson, who^ by the 
way, was aim uncle of ouir worthy towiKSmian Deacon Alexander Miller, 
the seoo/aAJ, o( the first Presbyterian church. 

The hold thalt temipetrance was mow beginning to haive on the public 
miimd may be inferred from two circumstances. 

First. In October 1833 a committee vsnas foirme'd ini Truro, under the 
chaiirmiainishiip of Alexander Miller, to petitioini the Legislature to curtail 
the evil oif iutemiperance by the enactnuent oJ moire restrictive license laws. 
A committee for the saime purpose was also oirganized in Onslow, and steps 
were taken by both to enlist the co-oipenatioin of leading men of Cumber- 
lainld, Hants and Pietou in the same djiirectioin. 

Seeoinld. In the Januairy Court of Sessions f oir the county of Colchester 
in 1834, the Justices for the first time refused to gran* licenses to houses 
of Bnitertaiinment for the sale of spiirituous liquors. Their aictiom 
-wais reseated by a pumber of Truro's leaidiimg citizens, who, on the 15th 
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Februiairy lOif that year pietitfoinied the House of Assembly oia the subjectV 
pipaiyJBig a remeay, and that the public mjaiy agaiin be put In possession of 
thejr lormiar rights and privileges. 

The woirk doafi for the eia,use of tempenairice by^the pioneer society of 
Ttupo, broiafl;e.a«d tJie views of many lom the piairamoxint Importance of 
the gTieiat subject, amd resulted for go<Jd throughout Colchester, a:n.d no- 
djoubt acted beneficially in other parts of the Province. It is not con- 
tetniied ioweves that Truro vsra» tlie fiirst ptoce to take decided actioiii/ on 
this all imipo!rtain(t qtuestloji. To the West Rlvelr of Picton beloiaigs the 
lDO(iio!r of halving forme/d in January 1828, the fiirst Totjal Abstiinience So- 
ciety :ia NiO'via. Scotia, being the eecoinld in British Ain«ricar— one in On- 
tiairio haviinig been organizeid a few momtha eialrlier. The Beaver River So- 
ciety 'Oif Yiairmouth couiaty, dating: ite existaace from Apiril 23th, 1829,. 
W'r,s the seoota^l to organize, and a thiT'd ^pliaice is- claimed foir* Truro oia 
the" Pro'viiiicial list of First Temperaiace Sociietiies. 

The oirlder olf the Soins of Temiperaiace was- introduced into Nova Seo- 
tiia. iiDi 1847. The first Division, Acadia., No. 1, was formed at Yarmouth. 
oia the 17th of November of thia.t yeair. Duriin!g the aamie year three 
otlier DivisiionB were formed in Yiarmouth couinlty, 'and, befoire tlie close of 
1848 fioirty-five Divisioims were formeid im vialrious parts olf the Province. 
. By 'the 2aata 'Of Ajpril of thiat year it wae ooiaisi/deired that the Divisions 
of the oirifler of the So'ns of Temipenance haid beooime sufficiently numerous 
to wairratnrt the organization of a GrBinid Division for Nova Scotia. On> 
the 31st Octobee of the sa,me year the Gnainld Division granteid a chart- 
er for the iinistiaillation of Truro Divisiioia, No. 41, Sons of Tempenance, 
with the ipowers aaid privileges of la ooirpoirate seal, to the followimg:

Of these -oinly two. ao-e mrvr living, the secoinid aad the fifth last nam>ecl 
im the Chairter. 

A shoirt time -afteiriwiairds the' ladies of Truroi, at a cost of about 
seventeen pounds -and ten shillings, plresanlted Truro Divisiion with a 
hamlsdomjely painted and mounted silk laioid satin banner, commemorative 
of its CUalrter, with the soul iinsplriinig miortto : 

"Drink aorthing but the crystial wa-ve 
That gushes from the sprimg." 
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This Division) at one timie was three huindred strong. It still works 
uiLder Its cliarter, and has had a longer existence than any similar society 
to Colchesteff;. 

Subsequently toi the inst'aJlation o>E the Division a, numbeir of people 
formed tlieonseliveB iobo' a,"Temp'eranoe Wiateh Club," which wofrkeiil iiaithe 
li!ii:e oi temiperance tor a considerable pieirio.d. 

O'Q the 2n)d Octobeir 1857, the Oolcliesteir Tem'peraace Society was or- 
gfl'.nlzed-. It ba'd a usieiful career for la few years ajnoiaig those who pire- 
ferred aia oipen public temperance society to o'me that cloeeld its doors to all 
but tniembers. 

A few yeairs latex the orgainlzatio.n oi "Goo'd Templavs" came upon 
the sceae and oiaaned one or two lodges in Truro, dioing good work with- 
m the recioillection of all. 

la noticing thus cursorily a few of the temipeirance bodies from an 
eatt'ly pieriold down to Truro's first "Natal Day," we believe all will admit 
tha* a lairge dfebt oif gratitude for the hea/lthy sentiment which now 
previaiils cm the great question, is due to the sunill banfl. oif deivoted men 
who espoiuseld the cause m its struggling infancy, and by their faithful 
walk aia/d eaJrnest counsel, gave life and vigoir to the o.peiratio.n8 of 
Truro's first temperalace society, formed at a time when, aloohOil was 
Kittug, a.nid temperance had noi such foothold i'n the community as it has 
to-idla,y. 

Let us therefore, ola our Niata.l D,aiy .gatheringa, and uipion other fes- 
tive 'Oicciasinlae, ever hold) the names oif Truro's temperance pioneers ia 
giriaiteful iremembrance, and permit nathi'ng but ga(rlands of flowers to be 
pilaieed, oir grow, upoto) theilr graves. 

The Provincial Normial School was fouinded in Truro in 1855, succeed- 
ed iin 1857 by the first Moidiel School. The laidvainitages derivable from 
these i/nstitutions, both by the Proivince ait lairge, ajnid by Truro< in partic- 
ulalr, are simply incalculable. The seoomid Modiel School vpiais opened in 
1875. 'These Model Schools commeimced with oiae hundred and fifty pu- 
pils, bu/t the laianual attendance is now upvvnair'ds of one tiouaand. These 
N'Oirmiail ainid Model Schools, with their beautifully laid o/ut gnouinds, ,rich 
im foliiage anld flowers, are not only aaJe oif the m/any, but one of the most 
sightly iattnactioDB of Truro.. 

Truro has always — evem when but a thi'ndy scattered village — been 
nioted foT the beauty of its situation lamld suTrounidings, and Jar the taste 
with which its people haive added to the -natunal attractions of the place. 
Time hais itacireased, mat lessened these lattractloins. Truro^ has no "back 
slums," laiDld never had. As a rule, the buildilaigs, both public and private, 
aire substaimtial and; in g.oiod taste, aaid oertaiinly never approach the 
squalid. Tie streets aire regularly laid out, level, airy, aicid for the most 
piairt, plaiated with ornamental trees, lamid the drives in the environs, 
whatever Uiireotioia is taken, are cha'rmin)g. Its Park, of about one hun- 
dred acres, in the southern suburbs, has already become mated. There 
cairriage dirives and labyrinthine foiotpla/ths, wimid fioir miles by dizzy heights 
aiaid shady glens, by impetuous waterfalls aiafl placid stream, oiver smooth 
mealdlow and through native forest, the view ever varyiiag, but always 
delightful. This Piark is yet miew, but with titoe aiaid thie oointemplated 
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improvements, it will become one of the most attractive pfaces of its- 
kind in tlie Doiminion. 

From its earliest settlemeiat do'wa' to a,bout 1855 the growth of Truro- 
as a busimisss centre, bald been but slaw. Theui, through a, diversity of 
causes, it eiartieirea u.pio,n a, comparatively active career. During those 
earlieir years, it had bsern almost wholly dependent upon the fujming in- 
terest. Promiinient among the causes of iincreased activity were the en- 
ta.blishmeiait oj the Narm.al and Model Schools, amd the oip'ening up of 
railways, of which Truro' became the centre. It wa» d/is&oivered tJiat 
Truro could becioniie a maimifacturiug town,. Strange to sa.y, the pioneer- 
in this class oi Industry— the once well k'aown TrurO' Boo* and Shoe Tac- 
toiry— has utterly collapsed. Who kiniowswhy ? There are others which- 
have iniot collapsed. Among the most imipioir taint of these ma.y be namad 
the followidig :— Hat Factoiry, HoppeT's Last Factoiry, Lewis & Som's 
Last atmd Peg Factory, Truro Iron Foumdry .and Machine Woirks^ Hill's- 
Fuiriniture Factory, Spencer Bros & Tu'nmer'fr Wood House Furnishings, 
Truro Condensed Milk and.Canaing Co, Stainifield's- Woollen Factory and 
K'nitting W'orks-, VictoTiiii, Feed and 'Flour Mills, Truro Soa.pi Works, Cham- 
bers' Electric Light aina P.oiwer Co., Some of these, however, have uta.rt- 
ed siiace the fire-t Natal Day. 

I oainnot, within the limits' of this brief sfcetch, describe eaich of these 
maiaufacturing establishments in detail, imor could it be expected that 
their respective ppoprietors would/ aiu-tboriz-e m.e to make statemeints as to 
the extetn.t und profits- of their business. I will oaly venture to say that 
eaich a'.nid all of them- appear tO' be in 'a. satisfactosrily thriviinig ooaditloni 

Tiruro is amply provided with Electric light*. The town derives its- 
WHiter supply from two sources. First, there is the waterous pTocess, by 
which the water is pumpeidj up- from the Sa.lraoin River, which- forms the: 
ai'oirthern boundary of the town. Secoimdly, -within the Park limit», there 
is the irieservoir, forraedi by the diam-miing of the Falls brook, also- known ae- 
Boyd's Bnook, Qlnd from- which the water is ccinveyed through iron pipes- 
into the town. 

The growth of Truro since 1854 Iiae been, healthy and rapid. By 
the oeinsus of last yeair, (1881,) its pra-pulatioin waa- returned as 37l5. It 
maly be well to cotntirast these figures for the town, with the entire or- 
thograiphical peturnB o;f the census taJi6r« fox the township, during the 
yeairs 1770 and 1771 ; to be tound ii^ <a. fairly good state of preservatioin 
aimoing the Provinelal Archives-. Should these 'names and figures possess- 
little Initerest to- the genemal reader, it is tto be liopeid that they may seinvc- 
us ia> peg, for some local antiquarian, upioin which to hang an unwiritten 
chapte/r of co-uinty history ; or prove inistrumental in saving from obliv- 
ioin some good biogT'aphieal sketches of the man who lived) in this pairt o£ 
Nova. Scotia better than a century ago,
